MANCHESTER WOMAN’S CLUB 


Lecture— Pagoda Land Presented 
The January meeting of the Man- 
chester Woman’s Club was held 
Tuesday afternoon at the chapel. 
It was an open meeting—therefore 
was largely attended, the gather- 
ing numbering 117. Mrs. Emma E. 
Stanley, the president, presided. 
During the business session re- 
ports of the Visiting Nurse Asso- 
ciation for the past year were read 
by Mrs. E. 8. Knight, which in- 
cluded the announcement of the re- 
ceipt of $100 for the work from 
Mrs. W. B. Walker: Mrs. R. C. AI- 
Jen asked in behalf of Miss Eva Me- 
Leod, visiting nurse, that the ladies 
contribute old cotton and linen. 
Miss Ellen Clarke, secretary of 
the committee also made a report. 
In part Miss Clarke stated that the 
visiting nurse was now a_ well- 
established philanthropy which it 
was hoped would continue to flour- 
‘ape ‘Three nurses have been em- 
ployed during the year. Miss 
Laura Carney served from Decem- 
ber 1910. to May 1911; Miss Vir- 
ginia Sutherland, May to Septem- 
ber and since the latter month Miss 
Eva McLeod of South Manchester, 
Ct., has been the visiting nurse. 
During the summer the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance company pro- 
posed: that its clients receive the 
care of the nurse when needed, the 
company to be responsible for fees. 
Later in the autumn the school com- 
mittee offered to employ the nurse 
during part of the time. These of- 
fers were accepted. The question 
of. funds for the continued work is 
a matter for future club considera- 
tion. 
The financial report of the Visit- 


ing Nurse Association as given 
by Mrs. Knight was_ receipts: 


$1,388.02 and expenditures, $960.71, 
leaving a balance on hand, Decem- 
ber 1; 1911, of $427.31. There have 
been 695 visits made during the 
year to 89 patients. 

At the close of the business ses- 
sion the High School orchestra 
opened the entertainment program. 
They gave a fine rendition of the 
Poet and Peasant overture. They 
were followed by Sumner R. Vin- 
ton, who presented his finely illus- 
trated leeture on ‘‘Pagoda Land.’’ 

To the uninitiated ‘‘ Pagoda 
Land ’’ seemed a foreword of China 
or Japan, but after Mr. Vinton ap- 
peared.in Burmese costume and al- 
Iuded to his long residence in Bur- 
ma as the son of a missionary, the 
audience settled to listen to a dis- 
course. on a somewhat unfamiliar 
locality. 


In a clear concise style, Mr. Vin- 
ton most interestingly introduced 


bis hearers by descriptive remarks 


and pictures to the steamer trip 
from Penang to Rangoon, the Delta 
scenery, native life, the bamboo and 
thatched abodes of the natives 
raised on stilts to protect from the 
‘‘underflood’’ of the Burmese rainy 
season. The Burmese women were 
shown in native costume also the 
Karens of the hills. Burma is most 
cosmopolitan. Sixty-seven different 
languages are spoken there. | 

Rangoon with its 300,000 people, 
its advancement due to the English 
occupation, its great business inter- 
ests of $100,000,000 capital, its hos- 
pital and religious communities of 
all denominations were most in- 
structively demonstrated. 

Burma is 86 per cent Buddhist. 
Thus came the introduction of the 


Pagodas, shrines of great beauty, 


value and unique character for the 
worship of the traditional Burmese 
deity. 

The great worship day of all the 
year for the Burmese followers of 
Budda is in October. on-the full of 
the moon. Then takes. place a. pil- 
grimage of 90,000 people to these 
great shrines made of wonderfully 
carved teak wood, Mosaic — glass, 
gold and jewels, when offerings of 


water, flowers and. leaflet prayers. 


are made. Pictures of these great 
temples and shrines with the na- 
tives at worship formed_one .of. the 
most 


ture. r 

The great rice mills owned and 
managed by natives, the teak wood, 
oil and ruby industries were shown, 
also the elephants, the great beast 
of burden of the country. The 
Burmese women. are. the_ better 
business people of the country than 
the men and have quite the most 
unique position in that respect than 
any other women of the world. 

A most arduous task performed 
in Burma is the transplanting by 
hand of 7 1% million acres of rice 
for the great rice crop. 

The 1800 miles of railroad, the 
strong English influence and the 
cosmopolitan religious influence is 
having a. great bearing on prog- 
ress in Burma. . 

At the close of the lecture, the 
orchestra gave a most pleasing and 
rythmie interpretation of the waltz, 
‘‘Dream Kisses.’’

One on Gardner 


Washington always reads with 
special interest the speeches of 
President Taft, because among 
other things they are so frankly 
outspoken and indicate frequently 
how important machinery is work- 
ing and also because of the delight- 
ful humor with which the President 
frequently illuminates his remarks, 
making him one of the best after 
dinner speakers in the country. So 
in particular Washington took de- 
light in hearing of what he had said 
at the diuner of the New England 
society in Brooklyn where he was a 
guest. In his genial way the Pres- 
ident poked lots of fun at the New 
Englanders and he narrated a good 
one on Congressman Gardner which 
probably some people of Gloucester 
heartily believe in:— 

‘“‘T go to New England in the 
summer along the North Shore,’’ 
Mr. Taft said. ‘‘It’s a great place 
that North Shore, with the Win- 
throps and the Peabodys. The 
congressman from that district is 
Augustus Peabody Gardner. He 
told me once about going to see an 
old man in one of the towns of his 
district. The old man came _ hob- 
bling out to meet him and said: 
‘They tell me you are a grandson 
of Capt. Joseph Peabody!’ Mr. 
Gardner said no, he was the cap- 
tain’s great-grandson. ‘Well, sir,’ 
said the old man, ‘be you as mean a 
man as he was?’ ’’ 

And the President also told one 
on himself. 

‘‘Last. summer,”’ he said, ‘‘I was 
visiting the home of  ex-Gov. 
Draper. ‘‘I’m always visiting in 
New England. But this time my 
host took me out to the town of 
Mendon, one of the second rank of 
towns that were pushed out against 
the Indians, and my host showed 
me a boulder where the names of 
27 men who had been there to live 
between 1650 and 1680 were in- 
seribed. I found upon examination 
that I was descended from exactly 
17 of these men. You can make 
fun of New England ancestry but 
you cannot deny it, if you can prove 
it.’’—Boston Record.

The Contageous Ward 

Since the establishment of the 
hospital in Beverly and the con- 
struction of the new buildings the 
North Shore has received the very 
best of hospital service. The presi- 
dent and board of directors have 
had the best interests of the com- 


“munities served in mind and the re- 


sults have been unusually beneficial. 
The management has been commen- 
dable and the skill and ability of 
the physicians in service on _ its 
staff have been unquestioned. With- 
out this efficient service the Shore 
from Magnolia to Salem would be 
dependent upon Boston for hospital 
facilities. From the very nature of 
its work a hospital must limit its 
service. Consequently the epidemic 
of searlet fever or of diphtheria 
cannot be fought except by house 
quarantine with its deficient care 
for the individual afflicted, its in- 
justice to healthy persons residing 
thus, and to the community which 
is not satisfactorily guarded. It 
cannot be long before a more sane, 
just and efficient means of fighting 
epidemics of diseases are made. Dr. 
John J. Shea should have the thanks 
of the community for his _ public 
statement of the situation. While 
this appears as a local problem, it 
is really a Shore problem. 

The Beverly hospital since its es- 
tablishment has been of great assis- 
tance to the town of Manchester. It 
may be that the establishment of a 
modern scientific hospital or ward 
in Beverly for the care of patients 
afflicted with contagious diseases 
will solve the problem not only for 
Beverly but for the whole Shore. 


Dull Times 

An unusual number of carpenters, 
mechanics and laborers are out of 
employment on the Shore. Little 
or no new construction work is be- 
ing done and a_ correspondingly 
small amount of jobbing. The win- 
ter brings added costs for lying

: 1901-1911 

. >a recent announcement that 
large quantities of potatoes are be- 
ing imported into the United States 
lends interest to a statement pre- 
pared by the Bureau of Statistics, 
Department of Commerce and La- 
bor, showing the imports and ex- 
ports of potatoes during a term of 
years. While the production of po- 
tatoes in the United States is 
usually sufficient to meet the re- 
quirements of its population, there 
have been a number of occasions 
following short crops in the United 
States on which considerable quan- 
tities were imported. On other oe- 
easions, when there were shortages 
abroad and large crops in the Uni-

ted States, considerable quantities 
were exported. The total imports 
of potatoes into the United States 
in the last ten years aggre- 
gated 22,845,634 bushels, valued at 
$10,985,770, or about 48 cents per 
bushel, this valuation being based 
upon the wholesale market price in 
the countries from which imported 
and does not, therefore, include the 
cost of transportation or duties 
paid, the rate of duty being 25 cents 
per bushel of 60 pounds both under 
the present law and its immediate 
predecessor. The exports of pota- 
toes from the United States during 
the same decade amounted to 
10,900,566 bushels, valued at $8,- 
413,675, an average of 77 cents per 
bushel. 

Potatoes imported into the Uni- 
ted States come chiefly from Can- 
ada, Mexico and Bermuda in Amer- 
ica, and Seotland, England, Ireland, 
Germany, and France in Europe, 
while in recent years small quanti- 
ties have also been brought from 
China, Australia, and the Canary 
Islands. The potatoes exported go 
chiefly to the West Indies, Central 
America and Canada, the largest 
quantities usually to Cuba, Can- 
ada, and Panama and lesser quan- 
tities to other Central American 
States and the West Indian Islands. 
Small quantities have also been sent 
in recent years to China, Hong- 
kong, British Guiana, the Philip- 
‘pine Islands, French Oceania, and 
certain of the South American 
countries, but- practically none _ to 
Europe which, although a large 
consumer of potatoes, is also a large 
producer. 

The world’s potato crop, so far as 
it can be measured statistically, 
runs between 5 and 6_ billion 
bushels per annum, but these fig- 
ures do not include the production 
of China, North Africa, and most of 
South America, the original home 
of the potato, which was found 
under cultivation in South America 
by the Spanish discoverers and 
transplanted to Spain and thence to 
other parts of Europe. Germany is 
by far the largest single producer 
of potatoes, her total crop for 1909, 
the latest available figures, being 
1,716 million bushels, against 1,173 
million in European Russia, 613 
million in France, 480 million in 
Austria, 184 million in Hungary, 
137 million in Great Britain, 120 
million in Ireland, 99 million in 
Canada, and 377 million in the 
United States. 

New York is the largest potato- 
producing State in the United 
States, her product in 1910 being 
441% million bushels, against 35

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Taft and Roosevelt 


The problem of the Presidential 
nomination as far as President 
Taft and former President Roose- 
velt is concerned is not compheated. 
He who runs may read. By the 
unwritten law of the organization 
the incumbent is entitled without 
severe competition to the support 
of the party. President Taft ex- 
peets this support and will get it. 
There is no doubt that President 
Roosevelt is a man of personal am- 
bitions, and if he had none, of what 
value would his personality be to 
the community. He has been and 
is still the advocate of the ‘‘open 
policy’’ and the ‘‘square deal.”’ 
He is too large a man and too sin- 
cere a friend of good government to 
resort to connivance or petty poli- 
tics to obtain the Presidential nom- 
ination. The channel is open. Pres- 
ident Taft knows the position of 
former President Roosevelt and his 
authorized statement in the Outlook 
should be received at its face value. 
To declare himself out of the race 
pubhely and to encourage the pop- 
ular movement for his nomination 
secretly while not illegal would 
certainly put a turn in the character 
of President Roosevelt which every 
one knows never could or would 
happen. Roosevelt is trying and is 
playing the game on the square. Of 
course he would like to be Presi- 
dent. He would like to break the 
unwritten law of the land concern- 


ing the Presidency; he would like 
to be President when the canal is 
completed but he is too strong, 
righteous, clear minded a man than 
to allow any personal wish belie his 
character or permit him to resort 
to belittling strategy. If there is a 
stampede for Roosevelt independent 
of the man it will be a triumph for 
Theodore Roosevelt citizen, but if 
that movement is the result of quiet 
polities on the part of Roosevelt it 
will be a stain upon his good name 
that will endure. If Roosevelt is 
ever President again he will be an 
efficient President, but if he ever be 
elected to that high office again it 
will be because the people wish him 
and eall for his service and not be- 
cause the Colonel ‘“‘has_ pulled 
wires, ”’ 


The Boston Election 

Every student of the political 
movements in the city of Boston has 
reason to be cheered by the results 
of the election this week. While the 
election was that of an off year and 
as there was no mayoralty fight on, 
nevertheless there were four impor- 
tant questions which underlay the 
campaign and which the results of 
the balloting would answer. First, 
the question of the personal suprem- 
acy of the Mayor in election con- 
tests, second, the dominance of the 
democratic city machine, third, the 
question of the value and perma- 
nency of the new charter and finally 
the relative question of the Public 
Schools and Politics. The first two 
questions are not and have not been 
one but they have both been effec- 
tively answered. The election was 
a personal defeat to Mayor Fitz- 
gerald and a party defeat to the 
democratic city machine. ‘The 
value of the new charter was never 
more clearly revealed and the elec- 
tion of Messrs. Brock and Lee was a 
triumph. It indicated an _ over- 
whelming determination on the part 
of the citizens of the city of Boston 
to keep the schools out of politics 
and to keep politics ‘out of the 
schools. The day’s work was for 
the reform party in city polities and 
is a significant indication of what 
can be expected when the next may- 
oralty contest is on? One interest- 
ing factor in the license vote, the 
admission of Hyde Park, adds no- 
license territory to license territory 
but reduces the vote for license. 
Hyde Park went no license but Bos- 
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ton went license. It was an evil 
day when Hyde Park voted to go 
into Boston.

One of the most effective agencies 
for good in our midst is the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. At the death of Presi- 
dent Angell some fears were latent 
that the work of the organization 
would lose the directive power of a 
strong personality. President <An- 
gell’s unique place can never be 


filled again. Fortunately, however, 
the calling of Pres. Rowley to the 


service has introduced a man _ of 
marked ability and upon whom the 
work of the organization will de- 
volve. It is proposed to erect a 
large animals’ hospital in the Back 
Bay of Boston to eare for the inter- 
ests of the organization. It will re- 
quire a large amount of money but 
not an unreasonably great amount. 
Every lover of animals, from the 
fireside cat and the romping field 
companion, the dog, to the noble 
servitor, the horse, is interested in 
this humane enterprise and it has 
the well wishes of all such. While 
the larger problems are being cared 
for, the organization has not been 
unmindful of the details. During 
these severe icy days. officers have 
been placed on the hills about Bos- 
ton to care for the interests of our 
dumb friends with beneficent  re- 
sults. Let the good work prosper. 


The Work Question, Again 
The editorial of last week pro- 
voked an unusual amount of inter- 


esting comment. The — situation 
justifies the repetition of the sug- 
gestion made therein. There is 


much work ahead that has been’ 
planned for the early spring which 
is being withheld on the North 
Shore. There have been more idle 
men and less work during the last 
month than in any corresponding 
period in at least ten years. The 
contractors are doing everything 
that can be done to keep men at 
work. There has been a cessation 
of building operations with its 
consequent dullness in all building 
lines. The severe weather of the 
past week has not helped. But

In 1910 there were 
29 deaths, and in 1909, 35. Of the 
32 death this year 25 were over 50 
years of age, and 17 of these were 
over 70.

The birth record shows a total of 
55,—23 females and 32 males. In 
1910 there were 65 births, and in

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DELUCENA L. BINGHAM DEAD 


Aged Manchester Man Was Oldest Librarian 
in United States 


THE LATE DELUCENA L. BINGHAM 
Of Manchester, Who Was Oldest Librarian in the United States 


Delucena L. Bingham, often re- 


ferred to as Manchester’s Grand 
Old Man, passed away Tuesday 
morning at his home on Sehool 


street at the age of 97 years, two 
months. Ile was Manchester’s old- 
est resident. Though he had been 
in failing health all the winter, he 
had taken to his bed only a few 
days. Death was due to old age. 


Mr. Bingham was a man of won- 
derful literary attainments,  en- 
riched by personal contact with 
some of the country’s, most noted 
men and a life-long association with 


books, holding the position of  li- 
brarian of the Manchester Public 
Library from 1882 up to the 
time of his death, and bearing the 
distinction of being the oldest h- 
brarian in active service in the 
State, and probably in the United 
States. When the town established 
a public library the late Deacon 
John Price was appointed hbrarian. 
The late John H. Crombie followed 
him and Mr. Bingham was appoint- 
ed in 1882. 

Mr. Bingham was born in Man- 
chester November 7th, 1814, his 
father being Capt. D. L. Bingham, 


one of Manchester’s old-time ship- 
masters in the merchant service. 
His mother was Mary Burgess, 
daughter of Capt. Abiel and Jane 
Burgess, and died when the son was 
in infancy. At the age of seven he 
was sent to Philadelphia, his father 
having preceded him and taken an- 
other wife. As the South did not 
agree with the lad, he was sent 
home with his grandfather, D. L. 
Bingham. At the age of 16 he was 
apprenticed to John Perry Allen to 
learn the cabinet makers’ trade, 
where he remained five years. 
Young Bingham, however, had a de- 
sire to rise above his humdrum life. 
Stories were coming from the West 
of its vast resources and opportuni- 
ties, and accepting Horace Gree- 
ley’s advice, at the age of 23 he 
started for the great unknown coun- 
try beyond the Mississippi, which 
at that time was a wilderness. 

Traveling was slow and tedious, 
there being no railroad west of New 
York State. The journey was by 
rail and steamer to Philadelphia, 
then a trip over the mountains to 
Pittsburg, and thence by steamer 
via the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers 
to St. Louis. 

After many vicissitudes he finally 
landed in Alton, Il., and associated 
himself with a young man in the 
furniture business. This was in 
1838, a time of financial depression 
and after struggling four years he 
was obliged to give up and returned 
home. He worked at his trade here 
some fifteen years,'during which 
period dull times came on and 
wages went as low as thirty cents 
a day. About this time Horace 
Greeley conceived the idea of estab- 
lishing a colony in Colorado, after 
his own peculiar ideas, and glowing 
descriptions of its inducements were 
sent broadeast through the land. 
Mr. Bingham caught the spirit and 
started West again, buying a house 
lot and 10-aere tract for a farm in 
Greeley. The late Jeffrey T. Stan- 
ley accompanied him and _= others 
authorized him to invest for them. 
But sanitary conditions were bad 
and many of the homesteaders died 
and things looked so discouraging 
he gave up after two years and re- 
turned home again. 

He did not blame Mr. Greeley, 
however, for this failure, whom he 
characterized as a remarkable man, 
and said he had known him to 
write editorials for thirteen hours 
without cessation. 

Mr. Bingham’s library work com- 
menced with the founding of the 
old Manchester Lyceum in 1871,

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WISH TO BUILD MUCH NEEDED ADDITION 
North Shore Babies’ Hospital Needs $10,000 That It May Double Its 
Accommodations 


Provided $10,000 is secured by 
popular subscription or legacy, it is 
the purpose of the managers of the 
North Shore Babies’ Hospital to 
greatly augment the usefulness of 
the institution, which is endeavor- 
ing to meet growing demands in 
Northeastern Massachusetts. 

For a long time it has been ap- 
parent that a training home is 
needed in order that suitable con- 
veniences might be provided for 
nurses and cooking, so that the en- 
tire building now in’ commission 
could be devoted to the care of in- 
valid children. It is proposed if 
possible to keep the hospital open 
throughout the year, as experience 
has shown that closing the institu- 
tion in early autumn greatly handi- 
caps its mission. There is no hospi- 
tal in this section where infant pa- 
tients are wanted in public wards 
and where there are enough private 
rooms to eare for them. 

This treatment tries to care for 
all children in need of treatment 
from any section of Essex County, 
especially the children of poor peo- 
ple. Money is needed to defray the 
expense of establishing an operat- 
ing room and surgical ward. Un- 


der existing conditions, only medi- 
cal attention is given patients. 

The hospital building, formerly 
the Ropes mansion, is delightfully 
located at the foot of Dearborn 
street and on the shore of North 
River, facing Danvers River and 
Salem Bay. At present it can ac- 
commodate 30 patients, but with 
another building erected and equip- 
ped double the number of cases 
could easily be cared for. 

The hospital is the outgrowth of 
the Peabody fresh air fund which 
was subseribed in 1904. The fol- 
lowing year the Babies’ Summer 
Hospital Society was organized and 
two cottages were rented on Bakers 
Island. The hospital was opened 
as a free institution for day and 
permanent baby patients without 
distinction. From the outset the 
work of the hospital was gratifying. 
Many of the best known doctors in 
Peabody, Lynn, Danvers, Beverly 
and Salem gratuitously assisted in 
making the hospital successful. 

In 1909 it was deemed best to lo- 
cate the hospital on the main land, 
and on October 29 of that year the 
Ropes estate, which comprises nine 
acres of land, was purchased. On 
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Nov. 22d of that year the name of 
the society was changed: to the 
North Shore Babies’ Hospital. 
Wealthy people of Salem and sur- 
rounding towns made liberal con- 
tributions. Several wards were fur- 
nished by women in commemoration 
of lamented children or parents. 

The corporation is fortunate in 
having Charles F. Bertholf, who at 
great sacrifice to business interests 
has consecrated his service as field 
secretary and has been instrumental 
in securing the attention and sup- 
port of a large number of wealthy 
people to the hospital. He is now 
engaged in arousing more wide- 
spread attention, that the work of 
the hospital may be increased.

Al- 
bert Cunningham, secretary, and 
Mr. Purington, treasurer, of the 
Boy Scouts of Manchester, were 
also present. 

Rev. Mr. Ruge at once imparted | 
his enthusiasm for the movement to 
his very interested audience. He 
spoke without notes and was most 
impressive and convincing in his 
treatment of the subject for demon- 
stration. In part Rev. Mr. Ruge 


stated the necessity of training a 
child almost from infancy. The 
Boy Scout movement is an interna- 
tional one. Baden Powell, the dis- 
tinguished Englishman, started the 
movement in Africa during the 
Boer War, Thompson Seton in the 
United States. There is a triune in 
every boy to be developed, namely, 
the physical, mental and moral sides 
of his make-up. Boys are called 
kids. It is too helpless a name. 
Powell calls them man-cubs. 

The danger which surrounds a 
boy is that of his lower or animal 
nature, which is not sufficiently con- 
sidered. In fact he is a little ani- 
mal. Ilis energy must not be sup- 
pressed or neglected. The boy’s 
physical nature should be directed 
properly. He should be allowed to 
exercise his physical capacity but in 
a manly, thorough and reliable way. 
A boy will accept such advice from 
older people, men especially, if they 
discover the older person has the 
faculty of adjusting themselves to 
boys. The scout movement teaches 
a boy that it is manly to do things 
right. Patriotism is impressed in 
the movement. Respect for the 
country’s flag and sacred _ institu- 
tions is taught. Truthfulness, loy- 
alty and helpfulness are other qual- 
ities expected in a Boy Scout. Good 
citizenship is the strongest element 
in the movement. Mental acumen 
is developed along the lines of in- 
dependent thinking, observation in 
the open of birds, animals, the stars, 
the sea, in fact all the wonders of 
nature and the Creator. Duty to 
home, loyalty to home institutions, 
social and civic duties, reverence 
for existing laws and_ property 
rights are also thoroughly taught. 

Rey. Mr. Ruge also cleared away 
doubts and conflicting impressions 
as to the local status of the society. 
It is non sectarian, not purely re- 
ligious, but the greatest universal 
organization for boys now existing. 

The boys were called upon to des- 
eribe various departments of the so- 
ciety: Ralph McNeal, preparation; 
Frank Knight, badge; Raymond 
Purdy, tenderfoot examination; Ir- 
ving Baker displayed great skill in 
tying nautical knots with rope, es- 
sential during fire, on the water, in 
the woods, ete. The other boys con- 
tributed their quota of information 
as to the moral uplift and expected 
habits of the Boy Seouts. 

Rey. Mr. Ruge and his aids re- 
ceived a vote of thanks and many 
personal congratulations for their 
fine and instructive demonstration. 

During the social period light re- 
freshments were served in the first 
grade room.

which passed into the hands of the 
town in 1872, and which has grown 
into one of the finest libraries of 
any town in the State, housed in a 
beautiful building presented the 
town by T. Jefferson Coolidge, who 
was moved to make the gift through 
some remarks of Mr. Bingham at a 
gathering of the elder brethren. 

Ilis mind was a_ perfect store- 
house of information on a_ wide 
range of topics, and the writings of 
all the world’s most famous authors 
were at his instant command. 

During the great anti-slavery 
movement Mr. Bingham was ex- 
ceedingly active in the cause, and 
he was closely associated with Wm. 
Lloyd Garrison, Wendell Phillips 
and men of that stamp, who were 
stirring the country by their elo- 
quence. In politics he was succes- 
sively a Liberalist, Free Soiler and 
a Republican, but, said he, on one 
oceasion, ‘‘I am always for the best 
man, and as a Republican I voted 
for Cleveland and was never sorry 
for it.7? 

In religion he was a Unitarian 
and gave this as his ereed. ‘‘I be- 
lieve in one God; I believe in 
prayer; I believe in spiritually lead- 


‘ing a righteous life, and I believe 


in the life immortal’’; and by this 
he lived and won the esteem and re- 
spect of his fellow townsmen and 
the many men and women high in 
social life with whom he came in 
frequent contact in the course of his 
caily duties as librarian. He is sur- 
vived by a wife, who is quite well 
and active at the age of 92. 
Funeral services were held yester- 
day from his late home, School 
street, the Rev. L. H. Ruge of the 
Congregational chureh, officiating. 


A Tribute 

During the present week one of 
our most venerable and highly es- 
teemed citizens has been ealled to 
his long home- Endeared to this 
community’ by the tender associa- 
tions which eluster about a_ life 
reaching back almost far enough to 
touch the Colonial period in our his- 
tory, his days were spent in earnest 
striving to lead a helpful unselfish 


life. His aetive and vigorous mind 
was a storehouse of knowledge, 
filed with a wealth of material 


called from every souree, all of 
which seemed to be ready at hand 
to be most effectually used and ap- 
pled to illuminate or illustrate the 
subject. under consideration. An in- 
tense love of humanity lead him to 
enlist and with great zeal to work 
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for the advancement of every just 
and righteous cause for the upbuild- 
ing of the people, indifferent to 
race, color or creed, it was enough 
for him to know they were all God’s 
creatures and belonged to the great 
human brotherhood. Ilis life was 
touched and quickened by the in- 
spiration which close acquaintance 
and fellowship with the great lead- 
ers in the Anti-Slavery cause and 
other reformatory movements.  Ilis 
chivalrous nature chafed under the 
limitations which the law imposed 
upon the women of the land, and 
so he could not do otherwise than 
advocate equal rights, duties and- 
privileges regardless of sex. At an 
early age he espoused the cause of 
temperance and endeavored by pub- 
he speech and private discussion to 
lead others to put aside the fascin- 
ations of the cup and devote their 
lives to the development and im- 
provement of all the talent which 
had been given them at their birth. 
His mind was ever busy with the 
contemplation of higher things—the 
atmosphere in which he lived was 
pure and bracing. The intellectual 
life of the town greatly concerned 
him and all matters pertaining to 
education and the work of the 
schools and the library were so care- 
fully pondered over by him that his 
fellow citizens unhesitatingly placed 
him upon boards and committees 
where his activity could find ex- 
pression. 

He was one of the number, in the 
days when books were a rarity, to 
join with those of a like mind in 
forming an association for the col- 
lection ‘and gathering together of 
material for the nucleus of a li- 
brary. The erection of the Memor- 
ial Library Building gave him an 
opportunity to carry out his long 
cherished hopes, and the remarks 
dropped by him at the festival of 
the ‘‘Elderlies’’ was the seed corn 
which in due season ripened and the 
fruitage all of us can now enjoy. 
Our dear friend, Mr. D. L. Bingham, 
had found his appropriate work. at 
last, and it was his high privilege 
to die in the harness, as the librar- 
ian of the institution which was 
ever uppermost in his” thoughts. 
With the passage of such a life, the 
life of the idealist, principles ever 
to the front, do we not look about 
us with anxious solicitude asking: 
Have we one among us who ¢éan fill! 
the vacant chair? —A.S.J.

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The Lawrence Situation 

The labor situation in Lawrence 
resulting from the enforcement of 
the fifty-four hour law enacted last 
year i8 one of the surprising results 
of misunderstanding and mob ae- 
tion. Who could have forseen the 
difficulties of the last week in the 
apparently innocent labor measure 
introduced by the representative 
from New Bedford. The bill was 
introduced as a labor party measure 
and strangely enough the first fruits 
of the act is misunderstanding un- 
employment, mob rule and_ the 
shedding of blood. No one was 
more surprised at the results of the 
enforcement of the law than he who 
introduced the bill. On the face of 
the bill its motives are sincere and 
the results aimed at are most desir- 
able. While the sympathy of every 
human mind must go out to workers 
receiving but pittances as so many 
do at their work in the mills, it 
seems that in the specific act of last 
week does not reveal the error to 
be that of the manufacturers. 
There is no escaping the truth that 
the relations of money and _ labor 
have not been solved yet and the 
outbreak in Lawrence while due in 
no large degree to ignorance and 
folly indicates the slumbering spirit 
of enmity and rebellion not alone in 
the mills of Lawrence but every- 
where. The conditions are serious 
in every relation of employer and 
employee. In this case the manu- 


facturers appear to be handicapped 
by cheap labor in other parts of the 
country with which the manufac- 
tured products the Massachusetts 
producers must compete. They are 
embarrassed by competition on the 
selling and pressure on the labor 
side of the market. The problems 
of readjustment are severe, for no 
one State can meet the difficulty. 
Every situation of strained relations 
between capital and labor requires 
good judgment, even temper and 
eare. While the outbreak at Law- 
rence is lamented it is hoped that it 
will serve to awaken the people of 
Massachusetts to a realization of the 
importance of its labor laws and the 
necessity for great care in their 
enactment. May the day be not far 
distant when these conditions are 
removed. The disturbance in Law- 
rence is only a local manifestation 
of a nation wide unrest. 


The High Price of Living 

Lieutenant Governor Luce has 
presented an ingenious scheme for 
the reduction of the high prices now 
prevalent. He asserts the cause of 
the present high prices to be pri- 
marily the inereased production of 
gold—the standard of value now 
operative. Mr. Luce was a member 


of the Massachusetts state commis- . 


sion which investigated the cost of 
living and which published a _ vol- 
ume of facts, the findings of their 
work, under that title two years 
ago. If a definite relation between 
the standard in operation and the 
real purchasable value of money 
could only be determined the prob- 
lem would be solved. There is un- 
fortunately a fluctuation in prices 
demanded for commodities while in- 
comes and salaries remain station- 
ary. Hence the trouble for the real 
value of the salary or the income is 
not to be measured in dollars and 
cents but in commodities. The 
amount registered in the pass book 
is not the real measure of money but 
what it will buy in the open market. 
When the purchasing value of the 
salary or the income declines there 
has been a real decrease in the in- 
come or salary. If a means can be 
obtained to standardize values and 
to minimize the disparity existing 
between the fluctuating values of 
commodities and the fixed salary or 
income a large element in the prob- 
lem will be solved. Mr. Luce sug- 
gests the appointment of an inter- 


national commission to compute 
prices. The plan is ingenius but 
somewhat speculative because it 
leaves out of consideration the 
power to enforce prices. The prices 
issued by the commission would be 
interesting and serve a purpose to 
the merchant and to the consumer 
but the laws of exigencies, of sup- 
ply and demand would be operative 
as well as the plans of action by 
combinations of consumers or pro- 
ducers and it is difficult to see how 
such quotations could be more than 
advisory. Mr. Luce’s address, how- 
ever, is interesting and contributes 
something of interest on the tense 
problem of the hour. 


The Water Question 

The serious question of water sup- 
ply which has been embarrassing 
Salem and Beverly is not solved as 
yet, but the week has contributed 
considerable information for dis- 
cussion. For years Salem and Bey- 
erly have jointly controlled the sup- 
ply of water in Wenham Lake. 
This supply was augmented later by 
waters collected and earried into 
the reservoir from the Longham 
meadows. But even this added 
supply has been insufficient and the 
two cities have been forced to face 
a steady and alarming reduction of 
the volume of water available for 
the two cities especially during the 
summer months. The bill to use the 
waters of the Ipswich River failed 
and there is nothing to regret. 
Later Mr. Saltonstall’s bill for the 
investigation of the water resources 
of this district by the State Board 
of Health was passed by the legis- 
lature. This commission has made 
a thorough investigation and have 
made an admirable and exhaustive 
report of the situation. It gives 
no encouragement to the Ipswich 
River proposal but suggests as the 
better way the purchase by the City 
of Beverly of the City of Salem’s 
interest in the Lake and the money 
thus obtained by the City of Salem 
could be used by that city to pur- 
chase admission to the metropolitan 
water system. This would provide 
an adequate reservoir of water for 
years to come for both Beverly and 
Salem. This would be a reasonably 
permanent solution of the problem. 
The incoming of a new board in 
Salem and the short while left for 
the introduction of a bill permitting 
Beverly to purchase Salem’s inter- 
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ests in Wenham Lake presented a 
problem with but few days within 
which to act, but a bill was framed 
and presented to the legislature be- 
fore the last day for receiving bills 
for 1912. The outcome of the ques- 
tion is still problematic but if the 
legislature will grant permission 
and Beverly can make an equitable 
agreement with Salem the plan pro- 
posed seems not only reasonable but 
desirable. Meantime there must be 
patient waiting for the process of 
legislation. 


The Manchester Sanitation Problem 


The community owes to itself 
good schools, good streets, good 
water and proper sanitation. Man- 


chester may be proud of its civic 
betterment interests. The Town 
has solved in part the problems of 
schools, streets and water in no 
small degree and the consummation 
of its plans for sewers has taken the 
form of a bill which has been pre- 
sented to the Massachusetts General 
Court by .its representative, on 
petition of a special committee of 
its citizens. Sanitation is an impor- 
tant question which when properly 
solved means health and all its at- 
tending blessings, neglected means 
sickness and all its baneful ills. 
There is every reason to expect. that 
the bill will be passed in due form. 
There is no reason to suppose that 
if the bill is passed by the legisla- 
ture that it will be rejected by a 
vote of the Town. It would appear 
that the sewer agitation is about 
ended and that a wholesome modern 
system of sanitation (will displace 
the less desirable sanitary arrange- 
ments. This action is only second 
to the adequate water supply which 
the town enjoys. It will be a great 
day for Manchester when the legis- 
lative act is adopted and then exe- 
euted. The finances of the town are 
carefully administered and a satis- 
factory and economical plan of ac- 
tion will be evolved. The sewers 
will be worth more to Manchester 
than the interest cost on the install- 
ment of the plant. Great credit is 
due to the enterprising citizens who 
have studied this’ problem and 
brought it to its present solution. 
The increase in the individual tax 
will be negligible, but if it does ap- 
pear, the individual will still get 
more for his tax money than he can 
get in any other way. <A compre- 
hensible report of the findings of 
the special committee through its 
engineer Desmont FitzGerald will 
soon be printed and distributed 


among the voters of the town. 


Values 


Life is a seeking, making, obtain- 
ing and conserving of values. Some 
never learn values above those of 
pound and pence, labor and time, 
and physical goods as comfort, rec- 
reation and ease. But the real val- 
ues of life are only determinable in 
the terms of hfe. Such values are 
indefinable because they are only 
defined in terms of themselves. 
Consequently life may be spent or 
gained according to the ‘‘values”’ 
which we seek out of life. Life is 
what we put in, not what we take 
out and the individual, the firm, the 
community, or state, that exhausts 
its energies in the lesser goods or 
values at the expense of the greater 
goods or values has sacrificed the 
best for the sake of the near good. 
So is it with legislation. Good leg- 
islation costs and the community 
sacrifices lesser values for higher 
and better values. To obtain the 
better values of education, good 
roads, scientific sanitation, good la- 
bor laws, fair wage regulation, ben- 
eficent corporation regulation and 
wholesome hours of labor the com- 
munity must surrender paper values 
or gold values for the better values 
in comfort and ethical government. 
‘‘Legislation,’’ says the cost of liv- 
ing report (Mass. Page 474), ‘‘for 
the protection of labor and the pub- 
he health imposes a certain tax on 
industry. It increases for a time at 
least, the expenses of production 
and distribution, and is paid for by 
consumers in the form of higher 
prices of products. So far as leg- 
islation is necessary to attain the 
ends sought and is effective in se- 
curing its intended results, the tax 
that it imposes is a reasonable price 


for the advantages secured. In the 
main, moreover, such legislation 


proves economical in the long run, 
for it conserves and increases pro- 
ductive efficiency. The temporary 
increase of the cost of production is 
offset in the end by the heightened 


productive powers of the popula- 
tion. But it must be recognized 


that even if such legislation results 
in a permanent increase of the ex- 
penses of production, it can be justi- 
fied on higher ethical grounds. 
Cheaper production is not the only 
aim of social progress. A body of 
law that yields substantial values 
throughout the nation in the form 
of good health, sound morals and in- 
telligent citizenship, is well worth 
the price of a permanent increase of 
production cost.’’ Herein is the line 
of progress: the community surren- 
ders lower values for the higher, 


and that gain is the true economy.

Lecture — ‘‘Ideal Woman of the 
Twentieth Century

Their joint ef- 
forts were most artistic and they 
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were heartily applauded. Mrs. 
Hersey is to be congratulated on 
the musical talent she has so far se- 
cured during the club year. 

The lecturer for the afternoon 
was -Rev.: (Mrs.) N. W. P. Smith. 
Her subject was the ‘‘Ideal Woman 
of the Twentieth Century.’’ Rev. 
Mrs. Smith gave a very interesting 
and scholarly presentation of her 
subject. She alluded to women’s 
limitations in the past, of the age 
when to ‘‘ faint gracefully ’’ was 
considered a great accomplishment 
and ‘‘most attractive to men.’’

ties which are building the. social 
structure of the future. The ideal 
woman of the twentieth century 
will be a trained woman who will 
think broadly and act co-opera- 
tively. She will be thus able to 
earn her own living more judi- 
ciously than in the past. Simmons’ 
college is a great institution which 
is developing the trained woman. 

In the home, she will eventually 
learn that simplicity will be the 
great -keynote. Labor-saving 
vices will be many and home adorn- 
ment. will be simpler. The ideal 
woman of the twentieth century 
will also have more time to be a 
‘‘hie sister’’ to some bad girl in her 
community and duplicate the ‘‘big 
brother’? movement of certain 
wealthy men in New York. This 
unification of society is the great 
question of the future. Thouch 
simple in principle it is staggering 
in detail. As women were first in 
the Arts and Crafts, Hull House 
and foreign missionary work —so 
have they a great mission and duty 
before them in the ‘‘big sister’’ 
movement. Woman’s future rela- 
tion to suffrage was in the opinion 
of Rev. Mrs. Smith, not a strong one 
politically, but strong in broaden- 
ing, training and adjusting women 
to their environment.

the closing period of the year shown 
a marked increase, indicating that 
the total for the year will differ 


but little from that of 1910, which 


made the highest record in the his- 
tory of the import trade. Exports 
are larger than in any earlier year, 
and manufactures exported also 
make their highest record, reaching 
approximately 1 billion dollars in 
the calendar year 1911. The ap- 
proximate total for the year, based 
upon 10 months’ record already 
compiled, are: exports, over 2 bill- 
ion dollars; imports, 144 _ billion 
dollars, of which over one-half en- 
tered free of duty. 

Considering the great groups of 
articles, the. noteworthy changes 
are, in the case of imports, a falling 
off in manufacturers’ raw materials 
and in finished manufactures; in 
the case of exports, a general in- 


crease participated in by all im- 


portant groups, foodstuffs, manu- 
factures, and manufacturers’ ma- 
terials. Comparing the 10 months’ 
movements in the years named, im- 
ports of crude foodstuffs increased 
from 118 million in 1910 to 145 
million in 1911; while foodstuffs, 
partly or wholly manufactured, de-

The principal imports of the full

and skins, 80 million dollars; india 
rubber, 75 million; cotton manufac-

million of copper, 40 million of cot- 
ton manufactures, 35 million of ag- 
ricultural implements, about 35 
million of cars and carriages, and 
25 million of chemicals and medi- 
cines. 


Considered by countries, large in- 
creases occur in the exports to Can- 
ada, Germany, Netherlands, Japan, 
the United Kingdom, Australia, and 
Belgium, and lesser increases in 
those to South America, Cuba, 


China, and many other countries. 


While imports as a whole de- 
creased, there were increases in 


those from Japan, India, Egypt, 
and other countries of Africa.

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NORTH SHORE MARINE PARK 


It Is Proposed to Build a Concrete 
Dam at Outlet of Danvers River, 
Making a Beautiful Park of 570 
Acres With 15 Miles of Shore 
Line—Region Around Salem and 
Beverly Which Will be Included 
Is One of the Most Historic 
Sections in the Country 
Conversion of six tidal streams 

located in Salem, Beverly, Peabody 

and Danvers into a marine park is 
favored by thousands of permanent 
and summer residents as an addi- 
tional attraction for the picturesque 

North Shore of Massachusetts. 

At the outset it is conceded by 
many who have given the subject 
consideration, that the  establish- 
ment of the park would not only 
enhance the scenic views of one of 
the most; historic sections in the 
United States, but also greatly in- 
crease value of property and at the 
same time make the rivers of more 
value to commeree, as it would then 
be possible for safe navigation at 
all stages of the tide. 

The plan was originally sug- 
gested by an attache of the Globe, 
more than 20 years ago, and al- 
though favored by many at that 
time, yet. was not then urged for ac- 
ceptance on account of expense in 
the construction of a suitable dam 
and locks at the outlet of Danvers 
river, near the existing Boston & 
Maine railroad bridge. 

From time to time subsequently, 
the advantage of establishing a 
marine park was discussed by the 
Globe and other papers, yet public 
interest was not aroused until some 
_two years ago, when announcement 
“was made that time was near at 
hand when Essex bridge, the prin- 
cipal connecting highway link be- 
tween Salem and _ Beverly, would 
have to be removed to make room 
for a more modern and larger 
structure. 

At the last session, the Legisla- 
ture created a special commission, 
consisting of Hon. Samuel F. Mans- 
field of the Harbor and Land Com- 
mission, Hon. William D. Sohier of 
the State Highway Commission and 
Hon. Moody Kimball, chairman of 
the Board of Commissioners of Es- 
sex County to make surveys of Dan- 
vers, North, Bass, Porter, Waters 
and Crane Rivers, with a view of 
considering every phase of the pro- 
posed Marine Park, with instruc- 
tions to submit maps and a detailed 
report to the Legislature of 1912. 

The commission was authorized 
to expend $5000 for the preliminary 
work, which began last June, and 
has just been completed, The ex- 


pense of the survey, ete., is borne 
under the provision of Chapter 100 
of the Resolves of 1911, by Salem 
and Beverly. The findings of the 
commission will not be made public 
until the incoming Legislature con- 
venes. 

From varied, yet authentic, 
sources it is learned that the con- 
struction of a econerete dam, 2-3 
high tide in height, with locks, near 
and parallel to the present Essex 
bridge, will make certain the estab- 
lishment of a permanent marine 
park of 570 aeres, with 15 miles of 
picturesque line. Under existing 
tidal conditions 276 acres of the 
proposed park is uncovered at ebb 
tide and expose a mass of mud. 

At ebb tide the water in the chan- 
nels of the several streams varies 
from three to nine feet in depth. 
At flood tide the water has risen 
nine feet. In other words, without 
dredging any channel or dock along 
the rivers now having 18 feet. of 
water at flood tide, would have this 
amount all of the time if the marine 
park is established. In the main 
channel of Danvers River, the 
water in many places is 25 feet deep 
at flood tide. 

The contention by some that. com- 
merce will be harmed by conversion 


of the rivers into a park is not war- » 


ranted, as the Federal Government 
is certain to exact provisions that 
the locks through which steamers 
and sail vessels pass shall be of suf-

Hesperus Property at Magnolia 


The Hotel Hesperus property, at 
Magnolia, owned by the estate of 
Mrs. Susan L. Clapp, has been pur- 
chased by the Oceanside Hotel Co. 

The Hesperus is acquired to pro- 
vide accommodations for the over- 
flow of the Oceanside, the two 
hotels being within a very short dis- 
tanee of each other. 

The Hesperus House is one of the 
oldest of the Magnolia summer ho- 
tels, and was erected about 1870 by 
the late Daniel W. Fuller. Some 
five years or so afterwards an ex- 
tension was made to the house.

Playground Association of America 
to Hold Institute at Brookline 


The New England Recreation In- 
stitute of the Playground and Rec- 
reation Association of America will 
take place at the Brookline Munici- 

al Gymnasium, February 15th, 
16th and 17th. The sessions will be 
addressed by experts In many 
branches of public recreation, and 
the program will include several 
speakers of national reputation.

Boy Hanged for Setting Fire 


Albert Johnson, the Beverly 
Farms driver for Smith’s Express 
Co., came across ‘some interesting 
old papers while going over the be- 
longings of his late father, B. U. 
Johnson, who died at Georgetown 
at the age of 92 years, a few weeks 
ago. One of the papers is a sort of 
poster, printed nearly 100 years ago 
on the ‘‘Execution of Stephen Mer- 
rill Clark, which took place on Win- 
ter Island, Salem, Thursday, May 
10th, 1821, for the crime of arson.”’ 
It appears that this lad of less than 
17 years, was hanged for the crime 
of setting fire to a building in New- 
buryport, a fact that reveals the 
great changes in the law since that 
day. The boy was convicted of 
‘‘arson committed at Newburyport, 
Aug. 17, 1820, by setting fire in the 
night time to a _ stable of Mrs. 
Phebe Cross, from which the fire 
was communicated to and consumed 
the dwelling house of Andrew 
Frothingham, esq.’’, ete. The pos- 
ter says after describing in detail 
the execution: ‘‘Thus died Stephen 
M. Clark, aged 17 years, cut off in 
the morning of his life, for a heinous 
offense, and made a public example 
of the terrible retributions of the 
present. world, and held up as an 
awful warning to all survivors and 
especially to young persons, to shun 
the paths of vice. May the warning 
not be lost.’’

Bill for Constructing System of 
Sewerage for Manchester 


Our representative to the General 
Court H. Bert Knowles of Glouces- 
ter has filed in the house a bill upon 
the petition of Fred K. Swett, Geo. 
W. Blaisdell, Oliver T. Roberts, 
Frank P. Knight and Walter R. 


Bell comprising the Manchester 
committee of sewerage investiga- 


tion. 

The bill authorizes the town to 
construct a system of sewerage and 
provides for the election of a board 
of three commissioners for three 
years to install the system. The 
town shall by vote determine what 
portion of the cost of the system 
the town shall pay, providing that 
it shall not pay less than 2-3 of the 
whole cost. 

For the purpose of paying the 
necessary expense incurred under 
the same, the town is authorized to 
incur indebtedness to the amount 
not exceeding $250,000 and may is- 
sue from time to time bonds or notes 
payable not exceeding thirty years 
from date of issue and bearing in- 
terest not exceeding 4 percent. The 
receipts from sewer assessment and 
from premiums if any _ received, 
from sale of these bonds or notes 
shall be applied by the board to the 
payment of expenses incurred by 
the operation of the system of sew- 
erage and to the extension thereof. 

This act is to become effective 
upon its passage, but no expendi- 
ture shall be made or liabilities in- 
curred until the act has been ac- 
cepted by the majority vote of the 
voters in town meeting.

““The Problems of Modern Democ- 
racy,’’ ‘‘We may rail at ‘mere 
talk’ as much ag we please, but the 
probability is that the affairs of na- 
tions and of men will be more and 
more regulated by talk. The 
amount of talk—which is now ex- 
pended on all subjects of human 
interest, and in ‘talk’ I mean con- 
tributions to periodical literature— 
is something of which a_ previous 
age has had the smallest conception. 
Still it is safe to say that one-half 
of the talk of the world on subjects 
of general interest is waste. But 
the other half certainly tells. We 
know this from the change in ideas 
from generation to generation. 
We see that opinions which at one 
time everybody held became absurd 
in the course of half a generation.’’ 
With such a sacred trust man must 
be. careful that the influence of 
mere ‘talk’ be for public good and 
not for public harm. 


Cooperative Savings 

There is nothing that sueceeds 
hike success. Manchester has proven 
conclusively that it can maintain 
with success a good and paying 
bank. It’ affords, however, oppor- 
tunities for savings and investments 
not fully appreciated by the public. 
Perhaps one of the best methods of 
saving is the cooperative method. 
That is by the use of the compulsory 
monthly deposit. Every coopera- 
tive bank sells shares of stock 
which mature at the end of eleven 
or more years at about two hun- 
dred dollars, according to the inter- 
est paid, the purchaser of each 
share being obliged to deposit reg- 
ularly each month one dollar for 
each month. But the system is not 
only available in the cooperative 
banks, but can be used by the in- 
dividual to good advantage in con- 
nection with the local Trust com- 
pany. The interest account de- 


_clares interest each month and the 


advantages over the quarterly sys- 
tem of the savings bank is appar- 
ent. It can readily be seen that the 
monthly system of savings 
ean be used. Let the depositor de- 
termine upon the amount which he 
or she can deposit each month and 
then deposit it regularly before the 
beginning of the interest day each 
month and the same efficient results 
can be obtained. A regular deposit 


‘of five dollars a month preceding 


each interest day in about fifteen 
years will yield one thousand dol- 
lars. The monthly interest dates af- 
ford a marked advantage for both 
the depositor and the withdrawer. 
The former loses at the most only 
thirty days interests and the latter 
only has to wait at the most thirty 
days to make withdrawals without 
loss of interest. The time ought not 
to be far hence when loans can be 
made upon the cooperative plan to 
such as desire it, although no better 
way can be devised with due regard 
to the uncertainties of finances than 
the old-fashioned straight loan.

NORTH SHORE MARINE PARK 


(Continued from Page 8) 
ficient capacity to meet navigation 
demands, 

The proposed marine park would 
prove of the same value to Essex 
County that the Charles River Park 
has to Boston and Cambridge. The 
park will be ineluded in’ Salem, 
Beverly, Peabody and Danvers ter- 
ritory, which has a population of 
87,475, and a valuation of $90,468,- 
628. 

Within a radius of six miles of 
the suggested park are located 
Lynn, Wenham, Hamilton, Lynn- 
field, Saugus, Manchester, Essex, 
Topsfield, Middleton and Marble- 
head. The population within the 
six-mile zone is in excess of 200,000 
while the valuation of the cities and 
towns within the specified radius is 
about $210,000,000. 

The population of Essex County 
by the last census was 436,477, and 
the valuation by the last appraisal 
published in the Legislative manual 
was $403,674,107. 

The advantage of the proposed 
park over existing conditions in the 
several waterways are too numer- 
ous for iteration at this time, yet 
with the miles of waterfront, 
thickly dotted with business estab- 
lishments and residences, it is easy 
to conjecture, if only from an eco- 
nomic standpoint, what the benefits 
would be to Essex County. 

Essex Bridge, which connects Sa- 
lem and Beverly, was built in 1788, 
and was regarded in its day as a 
triumph of engineering skill. It 
was opened to public travel Sept. 
24, 1788. It was praised by Brissot 
de Warville, who crossed it when 
just completed, and who returned 
to France to die by the guillotine 
in 1793. 

The structure was inspected by 
George Washington Oct. 29, 1789. 
By the draw in the bridge, which 
was originally lifted by man power, 
was the old seat described by Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne in his story, 
“The Toll-Gatherer’s Day.’’ 

The tollhouse at the Salem end of 
the bridge was a haunt of Haw- 
thorne’s in his evening rambles, and 
there he met the old shipmasters 
that frequented the place. 

It is worthy of passing mention 
that the attention of people 
throughout the country was called 
to an industrial enterprise incepted 
86 years ago with the contemplated 
operations on and near North 
River. 

An attempt was made by seventy 
wealthy citizens, including Hon. B. 
W. Crowninshield, Leverett Salton- 
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stall and Dudley L. Pickman, to 
greatly augment the industries and 
trade of Salem, and with that ob- 
ject in view plans were adopted for 
the construction of a dam across 
the mouth of North River, and in 
connection with it a series of mills 
for manufacturing purposes. 

A plan which involved the expen- 
diture of $500,000 was to secure 
power by tide water power by 
means of a ‘‘full’’ basin and a ‘‘re- 
ceiving’’ basin. By this combina- 
tion, it was anticipated, mills would 
be kept running at all stages of the 
tide, and yet permit mills further 
up the stream, equipped with or- 
dinary tide water machinery to 
keep in regular commission. 

The plan provided that the re- 
ceiving basin should be Collins 
Cove, some distance east of North 
River, and that water should flow 
to the river through a eanal. The 
theory of securing power was en- 
tirely new, yet the plan failed to be 
practically worked, the reason 
claimed by the promoters being 
that owing to the general stagna- 
tion of business, it was not advisa- 
ble to make further venture. 

Thus ended one of the most vis- 
lonary industrial movements in this 


country. The promoters of the 
North River Dam, subsequently 


made investments in mill privileges 
on the Merrimac River, and greatly 
assisted in building up Lowell, 
Lawrence and Manchester, N. H., as 
manufacturing centers. 

From the time that the Puritans 
landed on Massey’s Point, now the 
foot of Skerry street, Salem, the 
people of the North Shore have 
been mindful of the commercial 
importance of the several rivers in- 
eluded in the proposed marine 

ark, 

Shipbuilding, the fishing business 
and coastwise traffic was extensive 
until within the last few years. At 
present the commerce of Danvers 
is considerable. 

Previous to 1788 the only public 
way of travel from Salem to Bev- 
erly was by _ ferryboat. Many 
feared when the present Essex 
bridge was proposed in 1787 that it 
would endanger commerce on the 
several rivers and gave rise to 
strong party feeling and much ex- 
citement. 

The convenience of a draw in 
the structure for vessels to pass 
through was not thought of by 
many, and it was not until much 
discussion on the merits of the 
bridge, that sentiment became of 


sufficient vigor to prompt a major- 


ity of the voters to declare in favor 
of the enterprise. 


So far as known, the building of 
the bridge never caused any injury 
to shipping interests on the several 
rivers included in the proposed ma- 
rine park, and engineers contend 
that no trouble will be experienced 
by the construction of a concrete 
dam with locks. 

For many years following the 
settlement of Salem, North River 
extended to a-point now occupied 
as the site of the B. & M. R.R. de- 
pot in Peabody. A large shipyard 
was located above Grove street, 
near the Salem and Peabody bound- 
ary line. The stream was later 
filled, so that at present only a 
canal exists from the depot in Pea- 
body to North bridge, Salem. 

The original North bridge was 
built in 1742, or 46 years after the 
people of Salem began to agitate 
the need of a bridge over the river 
at this point. The bridge over Por-: 
ter River, on Liberty street, Dan- 
vers, was built in 1788, in order to 
get square with the promoters of 
Essex bridge. 

The Boston & Maine bridge over 
Danvers River, just west of and 
parallel with Essex bridge, was 
built 72 years ago. From the rail- 
road bridge charming vistas of 
water scenes and landscape toward 
West Beverly, the North Salem 
shore, sections of Danvers, inelud- 
ing Hathorne Hill, the site of the 
State Insane Hospital, are obtained. 

The views are greatly admired by 
passengers riding on trains. The 
views oceanward, which inelude 
Beverly Farms, Manchester, Mag- 
nolia, Salem Willows and Marble- 
head, are too familiar for reitera- 
tion.—Edwin C. Foster, in the 
Boston Globe.

George Putnam, prominent in le- 
gal circles in Boston, died Wednes- 
day morning at his residence at 191 
Commonwealth avenue in his sey- 
enty-elghth year. Ile had been in 
failing health for perhaps a year 
past, yet up to about a month ago 
continued his active interest in his 
protession. Ilis death was due to 
the infirmities of age. Ie was born 
in Roxbury on Oct. 18, 1834, the son 
of George and Elizabeth Ann 
(Ware) Putnam.

Charles Russell Lowell and a niece 
of James Russell Lowell, the poet. 
Mr. Putnam is survived by his wife 
and three sons, William Lowell Put- 
nam, of the Manchester colony, 
Charles Russell Lowell Putnam and 
James Lowell Putnam; also two 
daughters, Miss Elizabeth Putnam, 
who resides at the family home, and 
Mrs. Edward Sturgis (formerly 


Miss Josephine Putnam) of ‘‘Over- 
meadow Farm’’ in Andover.

Boston, Mr. Putnam had a summer 
home at Manchester-by-the-Sea. He 
was a member of the Union and 
New Riding clubs of Boston, the 
Oakley Country club and the Essex 
County club at Manchester.

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NEW SYSTEM 


Manchester Votes to Adopt ‘‘Ac- 
countant’’ System of Handling 
Town Accounts 

The special Town Meeting in 
Manchester, Tuesday evening, re- 
sulted in three important things, 
the acceptance of the new statutes 
pertaining to the handling of the 
town accounts by an accountant, 
the appointment of a committee to 
revise the town by-laws and_ the 
resignation of Edward S. Knight as 
one of the assessors. 

There were 44 voters present 
when Town Clerk Jewett called the 
meeting to order at 7.34. About 
twenty more had come in before the 
meeting adjourned. 

After the warrant was read, Ray- 
mond C. Allen was elected modera- 
tor. The committee appointed at 
the last March meeting to look into 
the matter of handling the town ac- 
counts reported as follows: 

Citizens Town of Manchester :— 

Your committce appointed to ex- 
amine and report with reference to 
the acceptance by the town of 
Chapters 598 and 624, Acts of 1910, 
1espectiully submit the following: 
A visit to Swampscott was made by 
some of the members and the work- 
ing of the law was explained by the 
officials having the matter in charge. 
A competent man was sent by the 
Director of the Bureau of Statisties 
to. explain in detail and answer such 
question as would enable your com- 
mittee to more thoroughly under- 
stand, by the exhibition of books, 
etc., in what way the proposed plan 
was better than our present method. 
Your committee would unanimously 
recommend: 

1—That the town accept Chap- 
ters 598 and 629, Acts of 1910. 

2—That the Selectmen be author- 
ized to petition the director of the 
Bureau of Statistics for a sufficient 
audit of the books of the town as 
deemed necessary. 

3—That proper steps be taken to 
abolish the office of auditor. 

4——That the Selectmen of 1912 be 
authorized to appoint an account- 
ant for three years as provided for 
in the act above-mentioned.

Mr. Knight, whose term as assessor 
expires in 1913, read his resignation 
as follows: 

To the Citizens of the Town :— - 

Gentlemen: Having served the 
town as ‘‘ Assessor,’’ for ten years I 
feel that my personal interests are 
such that in duty to myself I must 
retire from this position. I there- 
fore request that my resignation as 
assessor be accepted, the same to 
take effect Mareh 4, 1912.

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The Dickens Centenary 

Every one will read Dickens with 
renewed interest this month as it is 
the centenary of his birth. Without 
question he is, and is destined to 
remain, the foremost English novel- 
ist. He is the most striking illustra- 
tion, in the. world of literary en- 
deavor, of success through patient 
toil and heroic enterprise. All that 
he ever attained in life was due to 
his own efforts and pluck. Handi- 
eapped by the shiftlessness of his 
‘father, he. was turned out into the 
world, too early for-the best inter- 
ests of so young a child. In David 
Copperfield, a journalist hero, one 
eannot but feel that Dickens is re- 


vealing, in the ambitions of that 
good man, some of the hardships, 
ideals and. heart longings which 


stirred his own soul. There is no 
-doubt that the improvident Micaw- 
ber was a-pen'study of the careless, 
happy-go-lucky temperament of his 
own father. Charles Dickens went 
to school in a -blacking warehouse 
tying blue labels on pots of paste 


blacking. ..Against. this. restraint 
his sensitive and ambitious — spirit 


eringed and rebelled for he wished 
‘‘to be a learned and distinguished 
man,”’ 

With his: mind saturated with 
the Vicar of Wakefield, Don Quix- 
ote, Tales of the Genii, Tom Jones 
and Peregrine Pickle, and his poor 
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little body impoverished by a lack 
of care and food, he lved out the 
reign of terror in that prison of in- 
dustry and in his hours of leisure 
prowled about the submerged and 
unknown haunts of the Wicked City. 
Ile was a goodly plant in poor soil. 
But by the strangest paradox of 
life, the very obstacles in his way, 
were the opportunities by which he 
climbed. He was born in poverty 
and absolutely without human pros- 
pects in life, yet out of this environ- 


ment he achieved usefulness and 
fame. 
Ilis field of training at fifteen 


was in an attorney’s office and later 
as a parliamentary reporter he ac- 
quired a power to wield the pen. 
Can anyone fail.to notice that David 
Copperfield was put out as an at- 
tachee to a barrister, then reported 
the news of parliament and_ there 
achieved fame as a writer. The try- 
ing days and labor was preparing 
him for a large work. In the writ- 
ing of David Copperfield Dickens 
was writing out his own ambitions. 

Dickens discovered himself in. a 


few sketches afterwards collected 
under the title.of Sketches by Boz. 


Then he was discovered by a pub- 
lisher but before the Pickwick Pa- 
pers were completed the whole of 
England had discov ered him. Then 
followed a hfe of productivity such 
as the English speaking people have 
never seen equaled. Such a wealth 
of spirit, such a keen understanding 


of human ambitions, such skill *in 
portraiture has never been sur- 
passed. 

Nothing has ever been, written 


which opens the mind of Dickens 
and reveals his method of work 
better than his short preface to Da- 
vid Copperfield where he writes, 
‘“‘sorrowfully the pen is laid down 
at the end of a two years’ imagina- 
tive task; an author feels 
as if he were dismissing some por- 
tion of himself into the shadowy 
world, when a crowd of the crea- 
tures of his brain are going from 
him forever. Yet, I have nothing 
else to tell unless, indeed I were to 
confess that no one can ever believe 
this narrative, in the reading more 
than I have believed it in writing.”’ 
What the reader finds real to hint 
was indeed real to the writer.

Youths under eighteen are forbid- 
den to work in manufacturing en- 
terprises between 10 p.m. and 6 
a.m., or-in textile qmanufacturing 
establishments between 6 p.m. and 
6 a.m.

Perhaps the most helpful 
bill passed as the result of the ac- 
tivities of the Child Labor Commit- 
tee was that regulating the Boy 
Messenger Service in large cities.

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MISSION WORK IN JAPAN 


Former Manchester Minister Writes 
of His Work in Foreign 
Mission Field 

The following interesting letter 
was read at the Manchester Bap- 
tist church, last Sunday, from Rev. 
Frank C.-and Harriet M. Briggs, 
now engaged in mission work in 
Japan. Mr. Briggs was formerly 
pastor of the Baptist church at 
Manchester. 

Himeji, Japan, Nov. 13, 1911. 
To the First Baptist Chureh, Man- 
chester, Mass. 
Dear Fellow-workers :— 

Let me write this time about the 
ordinary country work. To give 
the truest idea we will take a trip 
on which nothing out of the usual 
happened. Ikuno is a town in which 
we have had chances to do ocea- 
sional work for a good many years, 
but not until last year have we been 
able to have a man there for regu- 
lar work. It is a mining town of 
about 10000 inhabitants, with many 
smaller towns and villages within 
easy reach of it. The first convert 
was baptized while we were in 
America and soon after returning I 
had the privilege of baptizing three 
more bright young men, who had 
been awakened to their deep need 
and had found in Christ their Sa- 
viour. 

Invitations had come for us_ to 
come and stay a while in the town 
and on July llth Mrs. Briggs and 
her faithful helper Inagaki San, 
went up there with me for two 
weeks’ work. 

A little company was at the sta- 
tion to welcome and escort us to the 
rooms we were to live in. They had 
cleaned and made as attractive as 
possible these rooms, and to give 
them something of a foreign air had 
borrowed some chairs from the 
Public School and a table from the 
preaching place. 

The first meeting was one of 
welcome to us, and was attended by 
the Sunday-school pupils and inter- 
ested friends, about fifty in all. 
Scripture reading, hymns, speeches 
of welcome and exercises by the 
children occupied over an hour and 
then the inevitable tea and cakes, 
and conversation brought us to half 
past nine with the feeling that we 
were getting well acquainted with 
some of the interesting people of 
Ikuno. The next day we spent in 
getting settled and in making the 
few eeremonial calls that were nec- 
essary. In the evening, in order to 
be sure that the whole town should 
know we were there, we held open 
air-meetings in the different parts 
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whole town, The people listened 
with good attention, no opposition 
or derision from anyone. 

The next evening at the stereop- 
ticon meeting, topic, The Prodigal 
Son, the house was filled even to 
packing children in behind the eur- 
tain, and opening all the doors and 
windows so that people could see 
in from the street. 

The next day was spent in mak- 
ing calls and in holding a quiet 
meeting for women only, to which 
only a few came, but among the 
number were several who seemed to 
be true seekers of the way to God 
and Mrs. Briggs and Inagaki San 
came home rejoicing. 

The following day was given to 
the children: about eighty of them 
climbed to the top of a beautifully 
wooded hill, and there the after- 
noon was spent in picnic style. We 
had invited them so of course fur- 
nished the treat, which consisted of 
httle cakes of rice-flour filled with 
mashed beans and sugar. The ex- 
pense was less than two cents for 
each person, but they were all de- 
hghted and the day was a great sue- 
cess in tying into a firmer bond the 
friendships commenced at the wel- 
come meeting. 

The whole town is so dependent 
on the mining enterprise that the 
only rest days are those decided 
upon by the Company. They give 
the Ist and 15th of each month as 
holidays and these are the only 
chances for daytime services, with 
any prospect of an audience. On 
the 15th we had a morning prayer- 


meeting, then Sunday-school and 
preaching service and another 


preaching service in the evening. 
The people were a bit reluctant to 
come up on the mats, where they 
would be seen attending a Christian 
service, but an old gentleman on 
whom we had called the day before, 
‘ame bravely in and another man 


soon followed then some women 
came and before the first sermon 


was half through we had a fine audi- 
ence of people, some interested and 
some curious, as to what we would 
say. The politeness of the Japanese 
makes them an ideal audience, pay- 
ing strict attention to the speaker 
and even if the Foreigner makes 
blunders in his use of the language, 
not a smile is to be seen. 

of the town where the people gath- 
ered to enjoy the coolness which 
evening brings to these mountain 
towns. There were eight of us, each 
with a paper lantern and a hymn- 
book. Reaching a good place we 
would sing a hymn, and by the time 
the last verse was finished a good 
audience was gathered around us. 
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Then two of us would give short 
talks, closing with an invitation to 
come to the Preaching-place for the 
stereopticon lecture the following 
evening. We went from place to 
place in this way, from half past 
seven till ten o’clock, covering the 

It is not necéssary to go all 
through the two weeks’ program, 
for these few days will give an idea 
as to the way we work in a new 
town. You will be interested to 
know that for the workers and the 
new Christians one of the most help- 
ful influences was our morning fam- 
ily worship. We told them the hour 
and let them know that they would 
be welcome if they could arrange to 
be there, and every morning we had 
an earnest little company that were 
drawn very close together in this 
familiar study of the Word and in 
prayer. 

One afternoon I was asked to 
speak to the teachers of the puble- 
school. One of the teachers is now 
earnestly studying the elaims of 
Christianity, and another, the music 
teacher, has promised to play the 
organ. at the Sunday-school and 
teach the children new songs. 

Several days were spent in the 
towns easily reached from Ikuno, 
and the end of the two weeks came 
altogether too soon. 

The results were not such as show 
on the statistical page, but we re- 
gard it a great step for some men 
to say as one recently did, ‘‘ Why, 
that teaching is about as good as 
Buddism isn’t it?’’ for this reveals 
an attitude that is full of promise, 
the prejudice which had prevented 
an open, fair view: of Christianity 
has been removed, and all that the 
Christian teacher asks is a fair hear- 
ing. 

On a trip to Ikuno over a year 
ago, with Kochi San, the man who 
was for twenty-three years in prison, 
I handed to a well dressed fellow 
traveller a tract. He glanced at it 
and handed it back saying it was of 
no use to him. We asked what he 
meant and he said he had studied 
the bible teaching some, and thought 
it good but he was a sake brewer 
and it did-not fit his business. He 
got out at the next station and we 
went on to our meeting at Ikuno. 
The next morning Kochi San was 
up and away on the six o’clock train 
to find this man; he spent the whole 
day in showing the man that the 
Salvation of Christ was truly for 
him, and was so precious that if 
necessary in order to obtain it he 
ought to hive up his business and 
completely change his life. Since 
coming back to Japan I have found 
that the man so fully believed -that 


he rebuilt his brewery so that he 
could manufacture shoyu (a kind of 


Worcestershire sauce much used 
here), and now he has a_ happy 


Christian home. The worker here, 
as at home, watching for opportun- 
ities for service finds them every- 
where. One of our school girls went 
to the hospital for an operation a 
few weeks ago and as a result of 
her earnestness, three of the nurses 
came today to spend their free after- 
noon in listening to the message of 
the Christian teachers, and have 
definitely confessed their belief in 
the hving God, have offered their 
first prayers to Him, and are to- 
night rejoicing in a new found Sa- 
viour.

Enactment of Consumer’s Milk Bill 

The Massachusetts Milk Consum- 
er’s association, 49 Beacon street, 
Boston, urges the active support of 
the Clean Milk Bill as a tremendous 
benefit to milk producers through in- 
ereased demand from confidence in 
the milk and the ability to sell it 
thereby at five cents instead of eight 
cents per quart. ‘‘The confidence of 
the consumer is the baekground of 
the milk business.’’ The producer 
needs an independent guarantee of 
the purity of his product. Such an 
unbiased guarantee can only be 
given by the health authorities. For 
this reason it will be to the advan- 
tage of the producer to have the 
work supervised by the State Board 
of Health. It will readily be seen 
that inspection by representatives of 
the producers themselves could not 
possibly give such an independent 
and disinterested guarantee. Every 
producer under this bill will be in- 
spected without discrimination. Uni- 
formity of inspection is in the in- 
terest of all. The bill does not call 
for certified milk. It asks only or- 
dinary inexpensive cleanliness — 
clean cows, clean tie-up, clean hand- 
ling of milk and no structural 
changes.

Report of Sewerage Committee 
The printed report of the special 
committee of the Town of Manches- 
ter, on sewerage, has been distrib- 
uted among the voters and presum- 
ably the contents of the report is 
well known to the citizens by this 
time, so that a review of the report 
by us is uncalled for.

The Most Amusing Family on Earth 

The Four Mortons, Sam, Kitty, 
Paul and Clara, known as ‘‘ The 
most amusing family on_ earth,’’ 
and whose fame has spread to every 
nook and corner of the United 
States, will head the bill at B. F. 
Keith’s Theatre next week in a new 
act never before seen in Boston. It 
has been several years since the 
Mortons appeared in this city. 
Their new act ineludes a little bit of 
everything, with singing, dancing, 
dialogue, musicalities, and just plain 
fun, a staple article of entertain- 
ment for which the Mortons have 
long been famous. This versatile 
family will be but one feature of a 
splendid show, chiefly remarkable 
for the great number of new acts it 
includes.

tors. 
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Sun Yat Sen 

Sun Yat Sen, a Chinese physician, 
a scientist in training, a Christian 
in religion, a republican in_ his 
political beliefs and personally an 
attractive leader of men, is at the 
head of the new order of things in 
China. Of him a writer in the Lon- 
don Westminster Gazette narrates, 
‘‘in the ease of the great Chinese 
leader, whose life work is being un- 
folded before the eyes of an aston- 
ished world, it is a remarkable fact 
that the foundations of his campaign 
have long been solidly laid upon 
four corner stones, unselfishness, pa- 
triotism, courage and capacity.’’ 
During the first week in January 
at Nanking Dr. Sun Yat Sen was 
elected unanimously, President of 
the Provisional Government of the 
United Provinces of China. The 
ehiefs of the Manchu family con- 
sented through the influences of the 
prime minister to permit a. national 
convention, properly delegated, to 
determine by vote what method of 
government should be constituted in 
China,—a republic or a_ constitu- 
tional monarehy. The results in 
China the last month are the cul- 
mination of a revolutionary move- 
ment which began in West China 
and spread rapidly over the empire. 

Thus, evidently, a chapter is writ- 
ten in China’s history and ends in 
part the hostility to the  reign- 


iment, 


ing Dynasty. China has revolted 
against an unprogressive, laissez 
faire policy and has inaugurated a 
progressive program. The slumber- 
ing giant has awakened and burst 
the Lilliputian bands of conserva- 
tism. But the Chinese governmen- 
tal problem is by no means settled. 
Undoubtedly a republic is the most 
just and equitable form of govern- 
ment on earth. It requires, how- 
ever, a high type of individual ea- 
pacity. In a republic the responsi- 
bilities of government rest upon the 
citizen and his loyalty, intelligence 
and fidelity. The Phillipine Islands 
have not yet attained an order of 
civilization making a republic pos- 
sible. Even in Cuba the protection 
and restraint of Uncle Sam’s strong 
arm have been necessary. It is an 
open question whether China is 
ready for a republican form of gov- 
ernment either by training or in- 
clination. The Chinese people know 
very little about the responsibilities 
and duties of representative citizen- 
ship. History teaches that nations 
usually have had years of training 
under a_ constitutional monarchy. 
Even this was true of America. The 
citizens of America had been trained 
under the constitutional monarchy 
of England. If this law which is 
seen in the history of the republics 
of Switzerland, France, Holland and 
the United States be true a republic 
in China at this time is doomed to 
fail. At least a republican form of 
government such as is known in the 
occident cannot be developed in a 
short period of time. It is a matter 
for world wide thanksgiving, how- 
ever, for the respite from disorder, 
chaotic government, and bloodshed 
which the order of artis have 
caused. 


Cardinal O’Connell 

The Archbishop of Boston, a 
Lowell boy by birth, has been made 
a Cardinal and invested with the 
red hat. His return from Rome was 
spectacular and enthusiastic begin- 
ning with the street parade of wel- 
come and ending in a banquet and 
the impressive service, according to 
the Roman Catholic Ritual, at the 
Cathedral of the Holy Cross in Bos- 
ton. The committee on arrange- 
ments very wisely, although a dis- 
appointment to the Ninth Mass. Reg- 
decided not to have that reg- 
iment escort the Cardinal after the 
Governor declined to give his assent. 


Governor Foss declined on the 
grounds that the history and tradi- 
tions of Massachusetts were against 
any apparent union of chureh and 
state. In New York, however, Car- 
dinal Farley was given a military 
escort. Of the ceremony the New 
York Times writes: 

‘“‘Every participant in the service 
was vested in the most gorgeous 
raiment of his office. Such a variety 
of varicolored garments had never 
before been seen in New York. The 
Cathedral, too, was in the attire of a 
holiday of holidays. The arches of 
the gray stone walls, lighted by hid- 
den lights, were festooned in ear- 
dinal and green, whole trees of cedar 
and spruce growing high up, as it 
were, out of the stone walls them- 
selves. Hangings of cardinal vel- 
vet with fringes of golden tinsel 
hung from the galleries and chaneel, 
and at intervals blazoned forth the 
shields of cardinals and archbishops. 
Flowers entwined the stone pillars 
and the chancel was inclosed with 
a solid bank of lilies. High above 
the altar hung a shield with the in- 
scription ‘Eece Sacerdos Magnus.’ ”’ 

The Roman Catholic Chureh has 
inaugurated a new American policy 
and established in the young repub- 
lic three ‘‘zones of influence’? and 
established in each place a new 
American Cardinal. As the Pope 
said, in the New Year interview, 
one of the _Sreatest events of the 
past year, ‘‘was the entrance of 
America into the comity of the 
Catholic Powers by the creation of 
three new American  cardinals.’’ 
The three centres chosen were: 
Boston, Massachusetts, New York 
City and Philadelphia. Without 
doubt the delegation of these three 
cardinals is epoch making in the 
policy of that ancient institution 
and is the beginning of progressive 
activities. In Boston the city gave 
itself up to the activities, festivities 
and religious ceremony of the great 
event. Without doubt the impress- 
ive ceremony at the Cathedral was 
the most important event that has 
ever transpired in the history of 
the Catholie Church in Boston.

Lincoln Proclamation 

The Governor has issued his an- 
nual proclamation and in it he ealls 
the people of the state to observe 
the day in a fitting manner — the 
memory of Abraham Lineoln who 
‘typifies to our present and future 
civilization the manhood of Amer- 
ica, imbued with a love of country 
as broad as the continent and hu- 
man sympathy which embraced all 
mankind.’’ We may well pause in 
the midst of our busy life and pay 
tribute to the great Lineoln. No 
better testimony to the character of 
that great man can be given than 
his great prayer for his people. ‘‘O 
God that heardst Solomon in the 
night when he prayed for wisdom 
hear me. I cannot lead the people 
without thy help. I am poor and 
weak and sinful. Oh God, thou 
who heardst Solomon when he 
prayed for wisdom hear me and 
save this nation.’’ God did save 
‘‘this nation”’ and the observance of 
‘the birthday of Abraham Lincoln is 
in truth a recognition of the salva- 
tion of the nation, as a United Re- 


public. Abraham Lincoln is the 
greatest character of American his- 
tory and to him the American Re- 
public owes more than to any other 
of her citizens. 


Knowledge 

Ignorance is the mother of vice 
and knowledge will put to rout a 
hundred ills. It is a rare man, 
however, who has the tact, wisdom 
and ability to impart in a whole- 
some and unsuggestive way knowl- 
edge concerning the mysteries of 
life and the sex relations. The Bev- 
erly YMCA is doing the North 
Shore a great service in the cam- 
paign of education inaugurated 
last Sunday and continuing until 
next Sunday. Dr. MeQuaig, a Uni- 
versity Extension Lecturer, and the 


head of the New York Purity asso- 


ciation has been the speaker. The 
program of the week has been full 
and profitable. The lectures to men 
only, imparted some wholesome and 
needed instruction. The instruction 
course to mothers on heredity, the 
child instinets and care were partic- 
ularly valuable. It is not often that 
so small a city has been able to en- 
gage so celebrated and competent a 
man. The subjects with which he 
dealt are such as to require deli- 
cacy, good judgment and _ sound 
sense. Dr. McQuaig possesses 
these qualities in a rare degree. But 
the necessity of such courses of in- 
struetion indicate a laxity some- 
where. All the lecturers in the new 
world can not supplant the instrue- 
tion of the home. The mother 
should instruet the girls and the fa- 
ther the boys. Any family physi- 
cian stands ready to give parents 
information coneerning good books 
for parents to read and to place in 
the hands of the maturing youth. 
Failure to instruct children at home 
is criminal, and society and the ehild 
pay the penalty. Child training 
carefully and persistently done bv 
the parent will result in well-trained 
and eleanly youth. The child’s 
training gives direction to his action 
for life as the rifle’s barrel deter- 
mines the course of the bullet.

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The Moral Grandeur of Abraham Lincoln 


(Extract from Sermon by Rev. A.G. Warner of the First Baptist Church, Manchester) 


HE finest product of any na- 
tion is her men.’ When we 
are asked what has’: our 
country done to claim atten- 

tion we do not speak of her. prod- 
ucts—agricultural or mineral, the 
extent of her varied manufacturing 
industries, or her marvelous achieve- 
ment in engineering—we show what 
our nation is doing for her youth 
in schools and colleges, what she is 
doing for the million strangers she 
welcomes through her hospitable 
doors; what she is accomplishing 
in the fight against ignorance, in- 
justices, and poverty; how she is 
learning that that nation is great 
which exists to help other nations, 
and has consequently taken.the lead 
in the present movement for world 
unity and universal peace; . but 
most of all, we point to the type of 
men we have produced. 

Proudly we point to the distin- 
guished and honored men who have 
been the builders of our © nation. 
‘“These,’’ we say, ‘‘are the finest 
products of America.’’ »When~ a 
country can produce a. Washington 
or a Lincoln, it need never be 
ashamed of its place among the na- 
tions—the first, high-minded, clear- 
visioned, with a fixed and ‘immov- 
able sense of duty, a lover of peace 
yet forced into the exegencies of 
war; the second, a man of ‘such 
broad sympathy that nothing hu- 
man was foreign to him, pursuing a 
calm and quiet way through such 
national agonies as few nations 
have ever known, a man American 
to the core, simple, childlike, be- 
loved of all and yet wise, sagacious 
and great incapacity of leadership 
in great crises. To the average 
American boy Abraham Lincoln 
seems near because of his self 
wrought way through obstacles to 
success. To the mass of the people 
it is Lincoln’s great humanity more 
than his superb leadership of the 
nation through the great crisis that 
makes him greatly esteemed. He is 
one of the few-great men who are 
loved as well as admired. 

There is always a heart element 
in our thought of Abraham Lincoln. 
Tle was compacted of humanity. 
Tlis sympathies went out to all. 
They could take in everybody, from 
the negro slave woman to the per- 
plexed senator. He seemed to un. 


power. 


derstand all trouble. No American 
has lived who has manifested such 
unfailing understanding of our hu- 
man nature. His fund of stories 
was inexhaustable. Yet all who 
are acquainted with them will re- 
call that they inevitably dealt with 
human frailties or aspirations. His 
wit and humor was as a bubbling 
spring and always running over, 
yet it was always tender and often 
bordered so close to pathos that lis- 
teners hardly knew whether to 
laugh or ery. He received all who 
came. He never turned away 
harshly anyone, except rascals. 
During the great war he kept in 
touch with innumerable men on the 
field of battle and was always ready 
to receive a private as well as a 
general. Everyone knows the bur- 
den of sorrow he bore on his heart 
during the dark days of the nation. 
He was brave but in his aspect was 
the mark of a great sorrow—sor- 
row for South as well: as North. 
The nation will always love him be- 


cause of this great pene 
Wordsworth’s line to Milton i 
much truer of Lincoln: ‘‘Thy heart 


the lowliest duties on herself . eh 
lay.”’ 

The world always admires power. 
It admires it so much that it has not 
always qualified its admiration ac- 
cording to the use made of. this 
It has admired the man. of 
power even when he has used it to 
maim and slay and wreak devasta- 
tion and play the tyrant over men. 
Napoleon has been the one hero of 
the nineteenth century. Thirty 
years ago he always stood at the 
head of the list when France voted 
for her greatest man. In 1908 the 
vote in France found Napoleon 
seventh and Pasteur first. The Lin- 
ecoln type of character is the type 
most honored by men today and is 
the type most needed in our life to- 
day. Abraham LIincoln’s_ great 
powers were consecrated to the wel- 
fare of humanity. He was one of 
the most unselfish men that ever 
lived. He cared nothing for money. 
He never worried about making it. 
If it came it was shared with every- 
body else. All through his life his 
great power was always being put 
forth in beneficence; and unstint-

Ex-Mayor Hurley of Salem Gives 

Interesting Talk before S of V 

The weekly meeting of Col. H. P. 
Woodbury camp, 149, S of V was 
of more than usual interest on Tues- 
day evening of last week, as the 
camp had as its guest of honor for 
the evening, Ex-Mayor John F. Hur- 
ley of Salem, a veteran of the Civil 
War. <A supper preceded the for- 
mal ceremonies of the evening. 
Members of the Post and Associates 
were present as guests of the camp, 
as well as a number of visiting Sons. 

Mr. Hurley was introduced by the 
chairman of the evening, Frank A. 
Foster. As Mr. Hurley arose he 
was greeted with three cheers and a 
tiger. He spoke briefly of his en- 
listment for the Civil War, and then 
told of his trip to Europe in 1907, 
closing by an eloquent allusion to 
the War and giving some statistics 
which proved of interest to those 
present. 

‘“When the war broke out,’’ said 
Mr. Hurley, ‘‘I was 17 years old and 
I left school to enlist in the 4th 
Mass. Battery. I served under But- 
ler, Canby, Sheridan and other gen- 
erals. I was in the service four 
years.’’ 

He then told of his trip to Ire- 
land. He started July 9, 1907, on 
the Saxonia and landed at Queens- 
town. He intended to travel eco- 
nomically, and to buy a horse and 
beach-wagon and a cot and travel 
that way, putting up wherever night 
found him. But when he got there 
he found they had only a jaunting- 
ear and it was impossible to buy the 
outfit he wanted. His baggage was 
all contained in a small hand-grip, 
for he thought when he needed fresh 
clothes it would be cheaper to throw 
the old ones away and buy new. 
He made up his mind, also that he 
would pay no tips. but on the boat 
he found them taking up collections 
for the steward, the cabin boy, the 
room elerks, and about everybody in 
the crew. 

“T went from Queenstown to 
Cork,’’ continued Mr. Turley, ‘‘and 
there met a Mr. Sherry, whom I 
knew and who belongs in Lynn. Be- 
ing alone. we agreed to travel to- 
gether. I proprosed that we form a 
company. I was to be _ president 
and he treasurer. He was to pay all 
the bills and every night we would 
divide up the expense, so if we went 
bankrupt neither would lose very 
much. We found this plan worked 
well. Cork is a splendid eity and its 
streets and sidewalks are far ahead 
of those of the cities of this country. 
The streets and walks are all 
washed at midnight and swept in 
the morning. They have no fire de- 


partment, for the buildings are all 
of stone and rarely more than three 
stories high. 

‘“We went to the lakes of Killar- 
ney. Il was disappointed in Killar- 
ney for it was the dirtiest place | 
had seen and I told some men so, 
and one of them turned out to be 
the chief of the board of public 
works and, upon my word, the next 
day he had the city all cleaned up. 

‘‘My traveling was all by train 
and I paid two cents a mile for ev- 
ery mile I traveled but I paid no 
tips. In Waterford, we crossed a 
bridge and I found that the man 
who built it was the same man who 
built Beverly bridge. A peculiarity 
of every Irish city is the fact that 
every city in the country is divided 
by a river. Kilkenny is ealled the 
marble city, yet the great marble 
quarries and coal mines cannot be 
worked on account of the English 
laws. 

‘‘Dublin we found a very large 
and interesting city. We found a 
magnificent hotel there, and prices 
very low. Breakfast was only ten 
cents. The men are kept on one side 
of the building and women on the 
other, so if a man goes there with 
his wife, he must sleep on one side 
of the building and she on the other. 

‘* At Belfast, I stood on the bridge 
and saw 14,000 men come out of a 
ship-yard. Belfast has 36 Protes- 
tant churches and 12 Catholic, and 
upon my word, I never heard while 
I was there one word of profanity 
or vulgarity spoken by anyone. The 
reason for this, I am told, is that all 
the ministers and priests preach on 
this subject every Sunday. 

‘We visited St. Patrick’s birth- 
place, were shown the first tree he 
planted, where he died and where 
he is buried.’’ The speaker next 
briefly referred to the Giant’s 
Causeway and Liverpool, from the 
latter place going to London. 

‘‘From here we went to Paris and 
here was where I got stung for the 
first time. The agent asked us if we 
wanted to go first, second or third 
cabin, $15, $10 or $5. TI said third- 
class was good enough for me, but 
Mr. Sherry wanted to go first, so we 
paid our $15, but when we got on 


the boat there wasn’t any first, see-- 


ond or third class at all; it was all 
exactly the same thing and it only 
took 214 hours to eross any way.”’ 

After relating a few of his ex- 
periences in the gay French eapital, 
he closed by bringing to mind some 
of the sfirring events of the Civil 
war. 

‘“And look at the cost of the 
war,’’ said he, ‘‘$6,189,928,904.58 ; 
and look at the number of men 


engaged in that great struggle, 
2,778,304 on the Union side; and 
750,000 in the Confederate army. It 
is interesting to note also that 
30,156 Union soldiers died in rebel 
prisons and 30,152 Confederates 
died.in Union prisons, only four 
more Union soldiers died in rebel 
prisons. The cost in money and sac- 
rifice of human life was tremendous 
but the brilhancy of the campaign 
and the results of that war were the 
greatest ever known.”’ 

At the conclusion of his address, 
Chairman Foster presented the 
speaker with a handsomely deco- 
rated loaf of cake made by Robert 
M. Baker. Comrade A. S. Jewett: 
spoke a word of appreciation of Mr. 
Hurley’s address.

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Jack Frost’s Icy Grip 

The Shore has experienced dur- 
ing the last month or more the 
coldest weather in years. The 
water in the open bay froze from 
the shore at the West Beach Pier to 
Mystery Islands for the first time 
since the winter of 1834 when Mr. 
Nevilles was able to cross from that 
Island to the mainland. In that 
same year two men crossed over the 
ice from the main land at Hospital 
Point to Marblehead, taking the 
precaution, however, to push a row 
boat ahead on a sled. But even 
winter has its compensation. Tues- 
day, cold, clear and almost cloudless 
and its bright sun, presented a 


matchless winter’s day. The roofs 
of the houses, still covered with 
snow sparkled in the light. At 


night and morning the lilac shad- 
ows were delicate studies in color, 
while at noon one looked again and 
again at the beautiful blue shadows 
on the hill side beneath the shades 
of the stripped deciduous and green 
conifers. Winter has its beauties if 
the eye will only see. The barren 
hills of the south are not found 
here for the evergreen, pine, fir and 
hemlock relieve the restless monot- 
ony to the eye of the gaunt, leafless 
limbs of hard wood trees. The 
beautiful purple which the snow 
takes on as a body in the shadows 
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of sunset have not, however, been 
noticeable. The wooded paths, un- 
broken by the foot-step of man, re- 
veal the soft tread of the winter 
birds. The juncos still tarry in 
limited numbers, but the last fall of 
snow and the following frost has 
hardened the crust so that the little 
denizens’ of the wood light of foot 
may make their way about leaving 
little or no tell-tale footprints. The 
evening hour of stillness has been 
broken often by the tinkle-tinkle of 
the sleighbells and the ring of 
merry voices. The young are en- 
joying winter sports. Surely Win- 
ter, cold as it is, has compensations. 


Bath House at Singing Beach 

The pessimists predicted failure 
when the West Beach improve- 
ments were first proposed, but the 
efficient men on the Board of Diree- 
tors of the Corporation successfully 
achieved their end and the new 
bath house stands as a monument 
to their courage, business acumen 
and ability, and to the publie spirit 
of the individual bath house hold- 
ers. What was done so successfully 
at West Beach by a private corpo- 
ration against obstacles which do 
not stand in the way here ean also 
be accomplished in Manchester if 
the people but have the will. A def- 
inite proposition has been planned 
to be presented to the Town’s peo- 
ple. The plan to provide better 
bathing facilities on the shore is un- 
assailable. That need is undeni- 
able. There can be no division of 
opinion upon that side of the ques- 
tion. There may be some difference 
of opinion and that is to be ex- 
pected upon any topic of public in- 
terest, as to how the proposed need 
should be met. However, the plan 
presented has many advantages and 
ought to be accepted. The commit- 
tee in charge have been faithful to 
their publie-spirited task and the 
results speak for themselves, This 
service is appreciated by everyone. 
The expense is not great. The pro- 
visions can be made by the Town to 
meet the expense so that it will not 
be a great Town burden and so that 
it will make but little appreciable 
difference upon the individual tax 
bill. The proposed plan deserves 
the eareful consideration of every 
citizen and there appears every rea- 
son why it should he put through. 


Why Not? 

A. P. Lormg has made progress 
for the interests of Beverly Farms 
by the successful passage of the 
bill providing for the removal 
of ashes from the edge of the side- 
walk once in every two weeks. 
Some criticisms have been made of 
the provisions of the bill,- viz., the 
placing of waste and ash _ barrels 
once in two weeks upon the edge 
of the side-walk, opens an avenue 
for another public inconvenience, 
namely, the blowing of loose paper 
and fine ashes, before the wind, 
over the streets of the village and 
in a small degree nullifies the good 
work accomplished last summer by 
the village improvement society. 
This is undoubtedly true. But in 
this, as in every local improvement, 
progress is made slowly. Mr. Lor- 
ing succeeded in obtaining for his ~ 
own ward the convenience enjoyed 
by the other wards of the city. To 
have waited until provisions could 
be made for the removal of ashes 
from the rear of the houses would 
not have been wise. Now that the 
half loaf has been obtained the 
ward will enjoy the same privileges 
accorded the other wards of the 
city. Now it would be in order for 
the Beverly improvement Society 
to petition the City of Beverly (and 
it would have the support of most 
citizens) to make _ suitable  pro- 
visions for the removal of “ashes 
from the rear of houses. The ward 
is in debt to Mr. Loring for his in- 
terest and suecess in this matter. 


Keeping the Wolf from the Door 

Much has been written about the 
eost of living and much more will 
be written, but an interesting ecol- 
umn appears in the Perth, N. S. 
paper stating the prevalent prices. 
There was no sale whatever for 
geese and turkey. Butter sold at 
twenty-two cents a pound, eggs at 
twenty-five cents a dozen, ehicken 
at ten cents a pound, beef at six 
cents a pound, pork at seven and a 
half cents a pound. Oats are quoted 
at thirty cents a bushel and hay at 
from seven to ten dollars a ton. 
Strangely enough above the same 
column narrates the narrow eseape 
of several women from wolves. Re- 
turning in the evening their sleigh 
was attacked and followed and they 
escaped only because of the swift- 
ness of their horse. The two arti- 
cles go together. Most people 
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would prefer to pay a little more 
for the commodities of life and keep 
the wolves literally from _ their 
doors. 


Service 

The maxim of public life is ser- 
vice as well as honor. In a literal 
sense every office holder is a servant 
of the people. It is the service 
which is rendered which earries 
with it the honor. Honor without 
the joy of service is vanity. For- 
tunately positions of trust and re- 
sponsibility carry with them not 
only the honor but the opportunities 
for service. It is the service which 
one can render that makes honor 
among men possible. This is very 
true in the affairs of a Town or a 
Municipality. The opportunities 
which its various offices open for 
publie service should be grasped. 
Service alone is the price of honor. 
Such opportunities for service 
should fall by the choice of the 
people to the men of character and 
ability in any community. Unfortu- 
nately there has been a distinet de- 
cline of public spirit that seems to 
be wide-spread. The best men often 
refuse public office and public ser- 
vice. There is, of course, the other 
side. Too often office-holders have 
been the target for unnecessary, un- 
justifiable and often malignant crit- 
icisms. Such no one enjoys. Never- 
theless good men understand the 
prices of public service and count 
upon just so much criticism as a 
part of the burden. While human 
nature remains what it is these con- 
ditions cannot be changed. The 
public never will learn to make all 
judgments honestly and fairly. The 
incumbent of any position is al- 
ways on the defensive and the con- 
testant has a negative advantage. 
He has not done anything to be erit- 
icised. Many good men have been 
unjustly assailed by aspirants for 
the same office who have not been 
inspired by high motives. These 
two conditions seem almost irremov- 
able in polities, but in town affairs 
there is every reason why men who 
have been successful in the conduct 
of their own affairs should not wel- 
come the opportunities for public 
service and such as do respond to 
the eall of service should be pro- 
tected from unjust and unmeaning 
criticism. It is one of the hopeful 
signs of the time that good strong 
men are more and more answering 
the eall for service.

Forests for Towns and Villages 

The Massachusetts Forestry asso- 
elation has issued a pamphlet advo- 
eating municipal forests in charge 


of a municipal forester from which 
in time a revenue could be derived 
annually. In fact, in some Euro- 
pean municipalities revenues from 
town forests are able to pay all the 
expenses of the town government. 
It is thought that progressive 
American towns should follow the 
example, become interested and 
help promote a campaign of for- 
estry for the home town. 

No work of greater public prom- 
ise could be started at once than to 
promote a_ systematic campaign 
for municipal forests. A law has 
been enacted by the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania authorizing the crea- 
tion of such municipal forests. 
The preservation of the industries 
of the country, the regulation of 
the flow of the rivers, the preven- 
tion of floods and the perpetuation 
of the water-powers of many re- 
gions in the east and south depend 
on the preservation of the forests 
and of the woodland cover. In 
New England there are many areas 
of woodland that would make wise 
investments for municipal forests. 

In Freudenstadt, Germany, all 
the lumber revenue from the munic- 
ipal forests pays all the expenses of 
the city government. Many Ameri- 
ean forests are likewise capable of 
paying the cost of municipal activi- 
ties, 

Grand Forks, North Dakota, now 
owns its ‘‘forest plantation.’’ In 
Baden, Germany, 43 percent. of 
1,342,944 acres of forests belong 
to communities and _ corporations, 
namely 577,465 acres. They are al- 
lowed to cut yearly 261,724,300 
board feet of timber and wood val- 
ued about $3,600,000, free from ex- 
pense of cutting. The city of Frei- 
burg, Germany, and the city of 
Heidelberg derived net benefits 
from their municipal forests respec- 
tively $46,835.76 and $12,634.32. 
Heidelberg is still acquiring forests 
—henece, the smaller gain. There 
are many other German towns also 
identified in this progressive line of 
forestry. In smaller towns and vil- 
lages, a town forest should go be- 
yond the mere utilitarian plan, but 
involve the edueational equipment 
of the town to supplement practical 
training in gardening and_handi- 
eraft or im other words, manual 
training. The municipal forest may 
be used by the people for general 
outing or recreation grounds  sub- 


ject to the rules of government ad- 


ministration. 

One patriotic citizen in a_ town 
should he take up this municipal 
forest question, advocate it, push it, 
day in and day out, until the object 
was accomplished, would raise in a 


town forest his enduring and useful 
monument. Everytown should stir 
up the apathetic public to this ac- 
tion. 


Debating and Public Speaking 

To the old-fashioned debating 
clubs of a generation or more ago 
can be attributed the successful 
careers of many statesmen who were 
instrumental in moulding events 
which have made our country great 
and powerful. 

Public speaking is quite often a 
stepping stone to a successful busi- 
ness career. Debating stimulates 
our mental faculties to an extent 
which enables us to think clearly 
and quickly, and to talk econvine- 
ingly when occasion demands. How 
often we admire the skill in ques- 
tioning or the power of persuasion 
of the successful captain of indus- 
oh fe 

The advantage of debating is that 
it compels research into the differ- 
ent fields of literature, which broad- 
ens our view on matters of every- 
day hfe. The information derived 
concerning famous men and events 
is constantly serviceable in dis- 
cussions. 

Debating is of great assistance to 
the person who takes pride in mas- 
tering the English language. There 
is great pleasure and satisfaction to 
be had in acquiring a wide vocabu- 
lary, and in studying words and 
their finer shades of meaning. 

Any one with fair ability and a 
reasonable amount of perseverance 
can, in time, master the art of de- 
bate. There is no accomplishment 
which yields a surer or larger re- 
turn for the effort it exacts. It is 
by going into the water and prac- 
ticing that one becomes an expert 
swimmer; so it is by constant ef- 
fort that one becomes an_ able 
speaker. In short, the way to learn 
to talk is—to talk. Henry Clay 
during his early life used to read 
and speak almost daily upon the 
contents of historical or scientific 
books. ‘‘These off-hand _ efforts,’’ 
he says, ‘‘were made sometimes in 
a cornfield; at others in the forest, 
and not infrequently in some dis- 
tant. barn with the horse and ox for 
my auditors. It is to this early 
practice in the great art of all arts 
that I am indebted for the primary 
and leading impulses that  stimu- 
lated me forward. and shaped and 
moulded my entire subsequent des- 
tiny.’’— From The Bulletin of the 
American Institute of Banking.

edly. He hated war because it was 
destructive and gave pain, whereas 
he was of the tenderest heart and 
would only heal and bless. Even- 
tually he gave his life for the na- 
tion, as did that Greater One who, 
using his power for blessing, gave 
his life for the world. Our nation 
is the lasting testimony to his gen- 
ius. He won his own way from the 
log cabin to the White House; he 
piloted a nation through such dark- 
ness and chaos as the world has sel- 
dom seen; he laid the foundations 
*of a new nation, indivisable, har- 
monious, great in its achievement— 
glorious in its. possibility. Great 
was the sincerity of the man, Al- 
ways and everywhere he rang true 
and all men trusted in him. No low 
motives or inducements could move 
him from what seemed his right 
way. It was the same through the 
changing years. His historian tells 
us that no bribes were ever offered 
him. He likewise offered no insults 
to other men. He was so sincere 
that he trusted all other men. 
Though frequently deceived, yet he 
trusted. The epithet ‘‘honest Abe”’ 
is really a far grander title than 
‘‘His Execellency’’ for behind hes 
the testimony of a nation to char- 
acter rather than station. The first 
must always be won, the second 
may be given. 

There was a rare nobility of spirit 
in Mr. Lincoln which absorbed into 
his character the people’s virtues 
while it remained untarnished by 
the people’s vices. The people 
therefore called for his promotion 
through one grade of service faith- 
fully rendered to another until the 
highest office in the gift of an anx- 
lous, distracted nation on _ the 
threshold of Civil War was ¢on- 
ferred upon him. How patiently he 
bore all things, how accurately he 
gauged the ebb and flow of thought 
and act against the great curse of 
slavery. Finally he set the bond- 
men free and thus obliterated the 
direful mark which so long had 
divided our fair house of govern- 
ment against itself. <A grateful na- 
tion must always feel that it was 
the gracious act of God, our fa- 
ther’s God. that gave us Abraham 
Lincoln, the statesman and the lib- 
erator, the patient chieftain and the 
noble martyr whom all future ages 
will revere and love. Our country 
has produced several men whom we 
all think of as distinctively Ameri- 
ean, but Abraham Lincoln still re-

European foul brood has been found 
to exist in Essex County. The De- 
partment has no means of knowing 
how long the disease has existed in 
the region, but desires to notify bee 
keepers of the trouble and to sug- 
gest that, if not already informed 
concerning the disease, they inform 
themselves at once. Very  fre- 
quently colonies of bees are des- 
troyed by disease and the loss is at- 
tributed by the bee keeper to some 
other cause. Farmers’ Bulletin No. 
442, The Treatment of Bee Diseases, 
gives a description of the brood 
diseases and methods of treatment.

BABSON PREDICTS CRASH 


Canadian Northwest to Suffer, Ex 
pert Tells Boston Men 

Roger W. Babson, the national 
expert on fundamental business 
conditions and one of the vice pres- 
idents of the Manchester ‘Trust 
company, was the speaker Tuesday 
noon at the mid-month assembly of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
at the American House, and about 
200 members attended to hear his 
explanation of modern methods of 
keeping in touch with general busi- 
ness conditions throughout the 
United States. 

‘‘At present there is a wide belt 
of business depression just west of 
he**said. “The 
highest business. pressure of the 
world is recorded in Germany, 
while the highest in this continent 
is in the Canadian Northwest, where 
however, there is apt to be a great 
erash within the next two years. 

‘“‘These business depressions are 
just like storms. The one in the 
Middle. West at present started in 
the Dakotas and = spreading rap- 
idly.’’ 

By means of maps and charts, 
Mr. Babson illustrated how every 
era of prosperity had to be followed 
by one of depression, liquidation and 
the paying off of debts contracted 
during the period of great business. 
He showed how in the countries of 
the old world things maintained a 
fairly even tenor and in this coun- 
try just the opposite prevailed, big 
jumps and then panies. 

When Mr. Babson finished, a 
number of the members questioned 
him on details, and one member 
asked if it was not true that a per- 
iod of business depression preceded 
every presidential election. 

Mr. Babson did not agree with 
this theory, and said that funda- 
mental conditions rather than per- 
sonality or platforms elected Presi- 
dents, and that Taft’s greatest com- 
petitor in the coming contest is the 
present condition. of business. 

When pressed for a forecast of 
business conditions in the immedi- 
ate future, Mr. Babson said: ‘‘My 
forecast is not optimistic. We are 


in a period of readjustment into 


modern conditions. A thorough 
liquidation is coming and our ae- 
tions in either booming prosperity 
of a false sort or allowing a de- 


pression merely mean whether we — 
postpone this complete depression a ~ 


few years or have it over with.”’

Dickens’ books are but reflections 
of his own life and his people. All 
his famous characters are but— 


real persons under assumed names 
walking the paths he and they had 
trod. The vicissitudes of his own 
family, their joys and woes are in 
many cases depicted, such as, David 
Copperfield and Little Dorrit. 

Being a great lover of books, he 
was not of the nature to make a 
good business man. He became a 
newspaper reporter and a contribu- 
tor to the magazines. His first book 
of note was ‘‘The Pickwick Papers’’ 
and after the introduction of Sam 
Weller, his fame was _ established. 
Mrs. Jackson recited a _ selection 
from Mr. Pickwick rehearsing his 
awkward predicament in getting 
lost at night in a strange hotel, and 
getting into the wrong room. <A 
portion of the Christmas Carol and 
Brete Harte’s poem on ‘‘Dickens in 
Camp’’ written as a tribute to the 
universal esteem of his writings 
were also recited by Mrs. Jackson.

The Panama Canal was the sub- 
ject of a very interesting informal 
talk before the members of the Man- 
_ chester club last Monday evening by 
Stephen J. Connolly, of the well 
known firm of Connolly Bros., Bev- 
erly Farms, who had recently paid 
a visit to Panama. Mr. Connolly be- 
ing himself a contractor was excep- 
tionally fitted to give a talk on this 
subject. His address proved very 
interesting and instructive. 

Mr. Connolly spoke of the sea 
yoyage and attending incidents 
from the time of leaving New York 
until reaching the Panama. He 
gave in brief the history for cen- 
turies of the various movements to 
build a canal in which many _ na- 
tions had been interested and which 
had been tried and failed. He told 
what Dr. Lessups, fresh from the 
Suez canal had done at Panama and 
how he, too, had failed. Much of 
his failure was due to weak admin- 

istration and graft, coupled with 
the fact that there was not the mod- 
ern machinery and sanitation, which 
is so evident at the present time. 

The acquisition. of Oregon and 
California, said Mr. Connolly, made 
the United States realize for the first 
time the necessity of an Isthmian 
. Canal. 

Congress passed various acts from 
the years 1870 to 1902, the last be- 
ing known as the Spooner act au- 
thorizing the purchase of the canal 
from Colombia for forty million dol- 
The treaty which was accep- 
table to the United States was re- 
jected by Colombia, with the result 
that the Republic of Panama _ se- 
eeded from Colombia and 3 days 
afterwards, in 1904, concluded a 
treaty with the United States for 
the purchase of the Canal Zone for 
the sum of ten million dollars, the 
United States further agreeing to 
pay the Republic of Panama $250,- 
000 annually after a period of nine 
years. The United States also pur- 
chased from the French Company 
and the Panama R. R. Co. various 
‘property for the sum of 40 million 
~ dollars—on the whole a low price. 

Mr. Connolly made some comment 
upon the justice or injustice to Co- 
-lombia, which even today is de- 
~batable, and the show of force by 
the United States during the seces- 
‘sion period of Panama, and whether 
the United. States acted within its 
agreements to hold the various re- 
publies intact. 

What President Roosevelt did, on 


case was and is a proper one for 
the Hague tribunal. What. does 
Washington say? And witness the 
adverse comment on Colombia’s 
part as to the proposed visit of See. 
Knox. 

He told how the Isthmus Canal 
Commission undertook and handled 
the work and what they accom- 
plished in a wonderful way in two 
years, placing the project upon a 
splendid working basis, constructing 
an able administration in every 
connecting way, especially as_ to 
sanitation, judiciary, social, relig- 
ious, the care and transportation of 
employees, planning the work, de- 
veloping the type of canal, purchas- 
ing new machinery, constructing a 
double track railroad, building ho- 
tels and hospitals, at the same time 
cleaning up the cities of Colon and 
Panama. Perhaps most wonderful 
of all, making rapid progress upon 
the actual work. 

He gave a general description of 
the canal, its length—deep water to 
deep water, Atlantic to Pacific, be- 
ing fifty miles. The average depth 
of water is 45 feet; width of base 
of canal 300 to 500 feet. He spoke 
of the break-waters, the forts, light 
houses, Gatun Lake, 164 square 
miles in area, 32 miles long and 85 
feet above sea level; of Gatun Dam, 
the locks, 1000 feet long and 110 
feet wide. The dams are of con- 
erete with storage for electrical ma- 
chinery. The 600 ton lock-gates 
were also referred to. 

IIe alluded to the methods taken 
to safe-guard vessels while in the 
locks, and the electrical towing en- 
gines. He told of the famous Celu- 
bra Cut, and the treacherous slides 
—one being 47 acres in area. <A ves- 
sel ean go from the Atlantic to Pa- 
cific in 10 to 12 hours, he said. He 
was much impressed by the work, 
especially that the great object les- 
son is what may be accomplished by 
an honest administration of the 
yovernment worked out upon a mil- 
itary basis (the only way perhaps). 
Everyone has but the one thought, 
viz.: the suecess of the eanal; each 
feels that the success of the plan de- 
pends upon himself. There are no 
drones; all are workers, 
rushing, eager for an early finish. 
Already the end is in sight, the work 
will be finished far ahead of time. 
The total cost is about 3875 million 
dollars. The canal is an American 
pride.

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James Russell Lowell, Poet, Pro- 
fessor, Diplomat 

Washington’s birthday anniver- 


sary has an added dignity in being 
also the anniversary of the birth of 
James Russell Lowell. He was the 
son of Rey. Charles Lowell, minister 
of the West Chureh in Boston and 
was born at Elmwood, Cambridge, 
under the shadow of Harv ard Uni- 
versity. By inheritance and train- 
ing he was an American of English 
extraction on his father’s side and 
Seotch blood, on his mother’s. side. 
His early ancestors settled at New- 
bury in Massachusetts in 
This: early 
the mellowing influence of God’s 
open air and the stimulating intel- 
lectual atmosphere of a minister’s 
home and the academic influence of 
the neighboring university, The 
unconscious influence of the nature

purposefully and effectively in the 
famous Bigelow Papers, of which he 
writes, ‘‘the suecess of my experi- 
ment soon began not only to. as- 
tonish me, but to make me feel the 
responsibility of knowing that I 
held in my hand a weapon, instead 
of the mere fencing stick I had sup- 
posed. If I put on the cap and 
bells, and made myself one of the 
court fools of King Demos, it was 
less to make his majesty laugh than 
to win a passage to his royal ears 
for certain serious things which I 
had deeply at heart.’’ The style 
and. effectiveness of his work in the 
Bigelow Papers is well illustrated 
by the famous Jonathan to, John 
poem closing: 


‘“God means to make this land, John 
‘Clear thru from sea to sea 
Believe and understand, John, 
~The wuth of being free. 

Ole Unele S, sez he, ‘‘ I guess, 
God’s price is high,’’ séz he:

In a demo- 
cratic government. the duties and 
responsibilities of government rests 
upon the eitizens of governmental 
unit.

““A Cycle of Cathay’’ 

The day is fast passing when a 
century ot Europe will be worth a 
eyele of Cathay. The moral code of 
Contfuscius plainly teaches in its 
precepts the right of the citizens of 
China to rebel against the ruling 
Dynasty if the rulers fail to be 
worthy fathers of the people. This 
right of rebellion has been effec- 
tively used with the result, as a 
Chinese American puts it, ‘‘no more 
king, no more Manchu, no like Man- 
chu, new man rules, Doctor.’’ 
These curt, short-cut, English words 
express accurately the spirit of 
China. Dr. Sun Yat Sen served as 
a Provisional President of the 
newly reorganized Republic. The 
Manchu family were given‘the right 
to retain the Imperial Title and re- 
ceive the honor as a foreign mon- 
arch. An allowance of $4,000,000 
Mexican money is to be allowed the 
retiring Emperor. The ancient sac- 
rifices of the Emperor are to be re- 
spected and the Emperor’s property 
and person are to be protected by 
Republican soldiers. All of the no- 
bility of the Manchu family may re- 
tain their titles, but the offices have 
been stripped of any authority they 
may have enjoyed. Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen has been succeeded by Yuan 
Shi Kai as permanent President. 
He has already apphed to the 
Powers for the recognition of the 
Republic, but there is some doubt of 
his suecess in this direction and will 
be until the work of reorganization 
has progressed to a more advanced 
stage of perfection than the pres- 
ent conditions -indicate. China’s 
problem looms large, and too much 
ought not to be expected. The 
abandonment of the old imperial 
calendar and the adoption of an 
astronomical calendar shows the

progressive spirit at work and the 
next fifty years will mean more to 
China than the preceding cycle. It 
means that there is an open door in 
China for the truth, in science, in 
education, in polities, in humanitar- 
lan interests and in religion.

Give the Board Power

tubercular meningitis in Pratt’s 
Junction, Sterling, calls attention 


again to the importance of organiz- 
ing a comprehensive system of milk 
and dairy inspection under the su- 
pervision of the State Board of 
The child was, perfectly 
healthy when it moved from Leom- 


inster to Sterling, although it had ©

never .been breast-fed. 
it was given milk from 
ing dairy. Last spring two of the 
cows in this herd were condemned 
because they were infected with tu- 
bereulosis. Sinee the child’s death 
another cow in the same herd has 
been condemned by the inspector of 
the State Board of Health. The 
milk of all the cows in this herd 
was mixed together, so that the 
child has been fed on tubereulous 
milk with the result that it is now 
dead of tubercular meningitis, un- 
doubtedly contracted from the milk. 
Most of this producer’s milk was 
sent to Boston. His place was not 
in a clean condition. 

The inspector of the State Board 
of Health is constantly finding 
cows infected with tuberculosis in 
Massachusetts, in Vermont, and 
New Hampshire. The disease seems 
to be more prevalent than formerly. 
The English Royal Commission on 


the subject found that a substantial 


percentage of tuberculosis among 
infants was caused by milk from 
tuberculous cows. This emphasizes 
again the need of endowing our 
State Health Department with the 
necessary legal authority to cope 
with dangers of this sort. Our citi- 
zens. are constantly assuming. that 
the State Board of Health has ample 
legal powers when, as a matter of 
fact, it has none in connection with 
our milk supply. 


Automobilists Interested 
Interest in automobile legislation

‘Committee on Roads and Bridges 


of the Massachusetts Legislature set 
for next Tuesday, February 27th, at 
which all bills relating to automo- 
bile horns will be considered. 
State-wide interest is manifested

sounding of any warning signal to 
an abrupt sound which shall be 
used only as a warning of danger. 


‘This is of especial moment to the 


residents of the rural districts of 
the state, particularly dwellers 
along the highways frequented by 
motorists, because it forbids the pro- 
longed blast, the continuous blow- 
ing of horns, that has at times 
proved a serious annoyance. 

Ilitherto much of the automobile 
legislation in Massachusetts has 
seemed to have been framed es- 
pecially in the interest of residents 
of cities.

The Church and the Saloon 

Rey. A. G. Warner sounded the 
first note of public discussion in con- 
nection with the coming town elec- 
tion in Manchester, last Sunday eve- 
ning at the Baptist church. His 
subject was: ‘‘The Church and the 
Saloon.’’ 

Among other things he = said: 
There is a great issue between the 
church and the saloon; the saloon 
with all its separate, able represen- 
tatives and the church with all the 
benevolent representatives and _ its 
work of reform; the saloon repre- 
senting all that is destructive in 
life, the church representing all that 
is good in life. The church does not 
dare to dodge the great issue of the 
church and the saloon. We do find 
yery often that people do not ree- 
ognize the issue of the saloon with 
the ehurech, but statistics show that 
where temperance work has been 
carried on that two-thirds of the 
people attended church, and in 
places where intemperance is in con- 
trol, but one-third of the population 
ever attend services to God. In 
dealing with this issue, we find that 
there are three classes of people, 
the church regulars, the saloon reg- 
lars and the middle class, or the 
people who are styled as the mod- 
erate men, The church is the cham- 


pion against the saloon because the 
chureh is the institution of morality. 
She does not ask for truce, for the 
chureh can rise against the saloon 
and destroy it. The saloon would 
do the same to the chureh if it 
could, but it cannot, therefore there 
can be no compromise. The church 
and the saloon, therefore, are issues 
of the greatest importance and are 
issues for the destroying of homes 
and other institutions, or the mak- 
ing of the same. 

Mr. Warner will speak Sunday 
evening on ‘‘The Workingman and 
the Saloon.’’

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A Gale of Heraldry 


The Coat of cArms 
in cAmerica

N THE study of the coat-of-arms in America we 
find that the class hierarchy in this democracy 
has developed certain geographical and racial 
eccentricities that are disconcerting to the for- 
eign hierarchy and a little confusing to Ameri- 

eans themselves. And there being no American College 

of Arms as yet to standardize distinctions it has become 

a matter of agonizing moment at times to really know 

who is who and what is what. 

Boston’s assumption and dignity in this respect is 
so well assumed and lotty that it merits a distinction 
all its own, so that America might do worse than 
establishing its college of arms on Beacon Hill. 

To balance the etfect of Boston’s Brahmin dignity, 
other sections have set up certain standards of their 
own. Let us here assume, simply for the sake of illus- 
tration and not to draw invideous comparisons, that 
New York’s millionaires must first be thoroughly dis- 
infected by ‘‘works meet for repentance’’; that their 
geneology and descent from the Dutch does not merit 
the exalted insignia as that which Mayflower descen- 
dants may display. In Europe distinctions are easily 
drawn—it is not so in this case. Therefore New York, 
or rather Manhattan Island to be correct, hires more 
menials from old world courts, and dresses them in 
liveries that lend themselves to gorgeous coat-of-arms 
embroidered on blue plush and white silk stockings that 
even the lofty gaze of a Bostonian cannot avert in 
running the gauntlet from lmousine to reception hall. 

But it would seem that the boundaries of the 
Brahmin class are somewhat flexible still, admitting 
certain few from the sacred precincts of Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and the level of the common plains of 
Chicago, even if sufficiently removed from the atmo- 
sphere of the stock-yards. A real, genuine democracy, 
you see, cannot be too absolutely particular. 

It has been said, and a protest is raised at times, 
and many deplore the fact, that the self-assumed Amer-

ican hierarchy insists too severely at times upon a rig- 


ar - 


orous scrutiny of credentials to distinctions and local- 
ity; but on the other hand a line must be drawn some- 
where. Of course anyone having the proper ancestors 
end a coat-of-arms duly authenticated may reasonably 
live anywhere without injury to rank, but others must 
remain within certain prescribed social bounds and 
metropolitan precincts, or suffer for it. 

With true characteristic, Americans, a people who 
do things spontaneously and enthusiastically, mean bus- 
iness in this matter; so that now seeing the artistic 
effect of heraldic devices, and having made up their 
minds for this display, the coat-of-arms is seen every- 
where. 

Linens, silverware, china, plate, bed canopies, sta- 
tionery, liveries, carriages, automobiles, articles of do- 
mestic use to the gold clasps of the psalter and book 
of liturgy, everything that lends itself to heraldic 
devices, is exploited by this blazonry of the family coat- 
of-arms. 


The industries involved in this have departments 
employing the skill and genius of the finest artisans 
and artists on account of the growing demands of the 
Americans for this badge of gentility. 

There is a great deal of humor and snobbery about 
this, but to display a coat-of-arms in America is not 
entirely an unworthy display. The possession of a duly 
authenticated coat-of-arms, as an insignia of a distinct 
claim to honorable descent, is a priceless inheritance 
when it was won in an honorable and worthy cause. 
Such an inheritance should not be neglected and is 
worthy of both display and safe-guarding from the 
shoddy imitations that in gorgeous and often grotesque 
farms put this gentle and noble art to shame by asso- 
ciation. The mark, however, must be subordinate to 
merit as merit itself is always and absolutely superior 
to the mark. 

Let us remain loyal to a democracy that demands 
equality and brotherhood for all, but at the same time 
be insistent upon the precedence of every great soul and 
every great achievement that lifts an individual or a 
race higher in its unfolding. Anyone that has this 
mark upon him is the peer of all mere arbitrary peer- 
age, often peerless. It does not matter whether your 
rank is blazoned on a shield in Herald’s College or not, 
a man erowned by high character and achievement is 
often far superior to his origin as this origin may be 
superior to the man. 

The fluctuating waves of evolution can never be 
standardized so as to become fixed, but may lft or 
sink a man or a race as the case may be, and the souls 
on the top wave of character are forever the crested 
ones. Therefore let no one, however honorably des- 
eended they may be, ‘‘think more highly of themselves 
than they ought to think.’’ 

Let the quest for these fancied and fanciful tro- 
plies of the past go on. It is an interesting realm to 
explore. It is a vast realm of intricate paths and gene- 
ological labyrinths, a field for infinite discoveries in 
whieh many become hopelessly lost. The sources of in- 
vestigation are almost infinite with colleges dedicated 
to the art, with great lbraries in our cities constantly 
adding to their treasures, all at the explorers’ service. 

Hundreds and thousands of volumes are searched 
daily in the great city libraries, often for a single clue, 
a single name that persists in evading the search, and 
one has but to watch to see how eager is the search 
by the absorbed and strained investigation. 

If not found there the archives of Europe are ran- 
cacked for data. Americans are constantly found la- 
boriously searching ruins for traces where vandals 
robbed posterity of records of honorable lineage, evi- 
dences destroyed now valued beyond all price. 

In this search the records of old churches are found 
of great value, and demonstrates how universal is this 
divine institution in its service and application to the 
needs of man; for all our ancestral roots pass through 
this institution. 

It is said in Europe that the fees coming from 
America today to Herald’s College, England, and others 
keep these institutions furnished with all the funds 
needed. Some are successful; many spend time and 
money in vain. 

But the fact of one’s armorial bearings being thus 
unauthenticated by Herald’s College should be no bar 
to the ambitions in that line. As each of the continental 
nations differ in system and authority, no absolute uni- 
formity existing in establishing a claim, the search may 
be earried on indefinitely wherever a possible clue may 
be found; and that may lead to others and so the chain, 
link by link, may finally be perfected, 
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Once the coat-of-arms of an American is established 
in America all the tedious search and difficulties abroad 


are avoided. 


One thing should be borne in mind. Enter the 
quest in the true sporting spirit of the American and 
take just whatever comes to you from the fates of this 


realm. The search may be highly gratifying; but it 
may also lead to some very unpleasant and unprofitable 


revelations; for the standards have been raised since 


some of your ancestors were decorated by profligate 
kings and robbers, so that a coat-of-arms may be a mark 
of degradation instead of decoration.

Town Meeting 


Every citizen should determine to 
attend the Town Meeting.

The citizens of Man- 
chester are fortunate in their ideals 
of service among many of its lead- 
ing citizens, but this spirit should 
permeate the whole life of the town. 
If the town calls for your service 
respond gladly for service is its own 
reward. 


Taft or Roosevelt 

The air has been cleared. The 
Presidential outlook has at last 
opened. Cummins and La Follette 
are now excluded and the issue hes 
between Theodore Roosevelt and 
William Howard Taft. The ques- 
tionings of the people are answered 
and doubt no longer prevails con- 
cerning the nature of the contest 
for the presidential nomination of 
the republican party. The winds 
have been earefully noted and no 
surprise was evinced at Roosevelt’s 
decision to abide by the wish of the 
people. The editorial of the Out- 
look of a preceding week and the 
significant pugilistic statement that 
‘‘his hat was in the ring’’ had al- 
ready shown which way the wind 
was blowing. The pugilists are Taft 
and Roosevelt and the republican 
party is forced, whether it will or 
no, to compare the relative methods 
and successes of the two men. For 
the nomination of Mr. Roosevelt 
means the ‘‘dismissal’’ of Mr. Taft. 

Such a dismissal of the President 
would be a dishonorable defeat—for 
it means, first, that President Taft’s 
administration does not meet with 
public approval; second, that Pres- 
ident, Taft has proved himself un- 
worthy of the endorsement of the 
republican party, of which he is the 
chieftan by virtue of his success; 
third, that the republican party 
confesses that it is unable to win 
the approval of the people on its 
principles and must fall back on the 
personal popularity of Theodore 
Roosevelt; fourth, that the unwrit- 
ten policy of the government of the 
people against the third term is to 
be discontinued as untenable and in- 
judicious; fifth, that the people 
shall confer upon Theodore Roose- 
velt a greater honor than it paid 
George Washington. 

It remains, however, to be proven 
that. Mr. Taft has failed. It may be 
well to consider that much of the 
turbulency of the Taft’s term has 
been occasioned by the trouble pre- 
cipitated in the preceding four 
years and bequeathed to him by Mr. 
Roosevelt; that Mr. Taft has shown 
wonderful constructive ability and 
it is not a foregone conclusion that 
he will be defeated; that Roosevelt 
may be defeated is equally true if 
he be nominated. Temperamentally, 
Mr. Taft has shown great capacity 
for poise, discretion, Judgment and 
statesmanship. He is more reliable 


than the ‘‘explosive’’ Roosevelt. 
The republican principles of the two 
men are not so opposed as one 
would think. Mr. Taft believes in 
the rule of the people, the square 
deal, and the democracy of a re- 
public. What Mr. Roosevelt be- 
heves in and says he is going to do 
Mr. Taft believes in and is doing. 
The constructive peace and arbitra- 
tion policy of William Howard Taft 
is much more desirable than the im- 
perious war policy of Theodore 
Roosevelt. The fight is now on and 
it does not yet appear that Taft will 
go down before Roosevelt. Roose- 
velt was severely beaten in the late 
New York gubernatorial contest. 
He may learn defeat in a larger 
sense. It may prove that, however 
harsh the candidacy of Mr. Roose- 
velt may be to Mr. Taft—in the de- 
sertion of a friend—that it was the 
best thing which could have hap- 
pened for his best good. It has al- 
ready served to solidify the party 
for him. It may do more as the 
days go on. 


The Lawrence War 

A state of war exists in Lawrence 
and despite the Outlook’s statement 
if the militia were removed a reign 
of terror would begin ending in 
bloodshed, the destruction of prop- 
erty, the cruelizing of defenseless 
women and the chaotic furor of an- 
archism. The militia must be kept 
there. One of the most unfortunate 
factors in the situation has been the 
unreliability and bias of the reports 
made by the press, by the I. W. W. 
and even the pulpit. As an intelli- 
gent college-trained practical man 
of- affairs, a citizen of Lawrence for 
years, stated to the editor: ‘‘They 
are wrong. .How can a man from 
the press or pulpit come in on a 
morning train and accurately diag- 
nose the situation. It has ceased to 
be simply a strike. The socialist ex- 
tremes have precipitated a condition 
which they hope may result in other 
cities. There are hundreds of men 
who would like to work, but cannot 
for fear of persecution and even 
bodily harm. The closely inter- 
woven relations of all people are 
seen in these conditions. An effort 
was made to eall the strike in Man- 
chester, N. H., and in a measure the 
I. W. W. sueeeeded. One large shoe 
manufacturing company with four 
extensive plants came very near 
failure. As the times go on the 
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cause of the manufacturers appears 
more just. ‘he assertion that the 
enterprise has been making exces- 
sive profits is shown by the declar- 
ations of the woolen 
Seven per cent is paid on the pre- 
ferred and nothing has even been 
paid on the common stock. As it ls, 
the former sells at eighty-seven to 
eighty nine and the common is pro- 
_ portionately low.’’ 

The operators of the mills would 
like to increase wages but the busi- 
ness will not permit. They are 
handicapped by short hours and 
high wages and actually compete 
against child labor. In some of the 
Southern mills it has been a common 
practice for the parents of children 
to put their children out in the mills 
under one certificate. The law does 
not require the surrender of the age 
certificate; consequently a parent 
may send several of the younger 
children to work, it may be in an- 
other mill, on an older child’s cer- 


tificate. There is also no law 
against children loitering about 
mills. It opens the way for abuses. 


A boy is assigned five looms. He 
‘has younger brothers who loiter 
about to help him. They are not em- 
ployed. The mill pays the older 
boy for ten looms. ‘The helping 
brothers are not paid because they 
are not employed but the funds 
reach the common treasury in the 
home. Against such conditions the 
manutacturer competes. 

The reported fact that many 
heads are earning four, five and six 
dollars a week seems to be true, but 
the fact needs explanation. Many 
of the foreigners are persistent in 
their demands for work. In such a 
search they will loiter for hours, 
saying, when the head of the de- 
partment appears, ‘‘me want a 
job.”’ Eventually a sign—‘‘ Boy 
Wanted’’—for a boy’s task is hung. 
A man, it may be the head of a fam- 
ily, takes the boy’s work and gets 
the boy’s pay. This is the explan- 
ation of the fact. 

It comes to light that the Ameri- 
ean workers are happy, contented, 
industrious and making provision 
for old age. The mill directors have 
been humanitarian in their activi- 
ties and there is peace in the mills 
between the operatives and _ high 
class labor. 

The struggle has ceased to be a 
labor difficulty. It is a flagrant ex- 
ample of class spirit, socialistic an- 
archy and despotic demagoguery. 
The I. W. W.—facetiously dubbed 
the ‘‘I Won’t Work’’—are exploit- 
ing the situation and the honor of 
organized labor (as commonly un- 
derstood) is not in any way in- 
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volved. It seems to be a socialistic 
insurrection with a determination to 
precipitate a revolution if possible. 
The workers are not protesting 
against any one ill which could be 
arbitrated. They are _ stubbornly 
‘‘kicking against the thrusts,’’ and 
the outlook is dubious. If there is 
any thing that can be done to solve 
the problem it ought to be tried— 
but who is to know what will solve 
this acute difficulty. 


The Beverly Water Problem 

Another issue is brought forward 
in the Beverly-Salem water prob- 
lem. There have been already pro- 
posed two methods for increasing 
the water supply of the two cities. 
One was the sale by Salem of its 
interest in Wenham Pond to Bev- 
erly and with the sale money pur- 
chase admission into the metropol- 
itan system. The other was the in- 
crease of the present supply by 
waters from Ipswich River. <A third 
proposition is advanced, really only 
a variation of the second plan. The 
engineer of the Salem board has an- 
nounced through the board the dis- 
covery of a natural basin which may 
be used for a storage reservoir. The 
reservoir is in Putnamville, Dan- 
vers, and will require only the con- 
struction of two dams, one 600 and 
the other only 400 feet long, in or- 
der to store 1,500,000,000 gallons. 
It is evident that the problem is still 
unsettled. To endeavor to reach a 
decision on the three plans as now 
proposed without careful investiga- 
tion by both boards will be folly. 


Bath-house Question 

One of the important items to 
come before the Manchester voters 
at the annual meeting next week is 
the question of building a public 
bathhouse at Singing Beach. The 
Breeze has always favored an im- 
provement of this nature, if such 
an improvement could be brought 
about in the proper manner. The 
removal of the scores of small tum- 
ble-down shacks from the beach, 
now used and owned by individuals, 
and some sort of a public building 
erected, would do much to improve 
the looks of the beach. We do not 
favor, however, the construction of 
a large building, a ‘‘double deck’’ 
affair, such as is now proposed. 

To build a bathhouse of the type 
alluded to, would be a very serious 
injury in the opinion of many tax- 
payers, to the town of Manchester. 
Many voters think that the con- 
struction of a bathing pavilion on 
Singing Beach will destroy the char- 
dacter of the beach, an will bring an 
undesirable class of people to the 
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beach from outside of Manchester. 
The voters should act cautiously 
in this matter. 


The Rev. Albert G. Warner of 
Manchester, has approached the un- 
ending liquor problem discussion 
with candor and sanity.

He has 
dealt with principles, leaving the 
problem of details to the mind and 
will of the people.

SOCIETY NOTES 


Edward L. Davis, ex-mayor of 
Worcester, and one of the most 
prominent men in that city, died at 
his home at 71 Elm street, Worces- 
ter, Sunday. He was a director of 
the Boston and Albany railroad and 
one of the heaviest stockholders in 
the road. Mr. Davis was born on 
April 22, 1844, and was the son of 
Isaac Davis, who was mayor of 
Worcester in 1856-57 and 1861.

MANCHESTER WOMAN’S CLUB - 


Miss Emma Latimer Fall Gave a 
Legal Address 

The regular monthly meeting of 
the Manchester Woman’s club was 
held at the Congregational chapel 
Tuesday afternoon, the president, 
Mrs. Emma E. Stanley, presiding. 
There were 95 present, 11 being 
guests, of the latter number, the 
president of the Lothrop club, Bey- 
erly. 

During the business session the 
announcement was made of a pure 
food exposition March 21-30 by the 
Retail Grocers of Worcester. The 
members of the Manchester Wo- 
man’s club have been invited to at- 
tend. The proceeds from the recent 
entertainment for the District Nurse 
fund will total $37 or more after all 
accounts are settled. The appropri- 
ation by the town of $500 toward 
this fund was received by the club 
members with great satisfaction. 

Previous to the opening of the en- 
tertainment program, Miss Brenda 
Cook rendered a ‘‘Lullaby’’ very 
sweetly. She was accompanied by 
Mrs. Flora 8. Hersey. 

The lecturer of the afternoon was 
Miss Emma Latimer Fall of Malden. 
Miss Fall is a young lawyer, her 
parents being both well known law- 
yers. Therefore this fair young 
Portia was very well fitted to im- 
part practical law to her audience, 
of which she was most cognizant. 
Ter subject was ‘‘Everyday Law 
for Women.”’ 

The subject matter was minutely 
handled and the practicalities and 
technicalities of everyday law so 
necessary to every woman was pre- 
sented at length. 

In part Miss Fall explained why 
one must turn aside for the law. 
There is no excuse for ignorance of 
the law. Her first legal subject was 
making contracts. Contract, coming 
from the Latin con tracto, means 
drawing together. Miss Fall spoke 
about consideration in contracts, 
implied and sealed contracts, defin- 
ite and illegal contracts, .the latter 
being in restraint of trade. The 
equity court, which means justice 
with mercy, is the place to secure an 
injunction when a contract is re- 
straining trade. In the matter of 
bank checks, Miss Fall gave practi- 
eal advise on their endorsement, 
cashing and legal status. 

In respect to the law in relation 
to mistress and maid, there is no 
legal demand for medical atten- 
dance for a maid or for references. 

In respect to married women 
there is no legal discrimination now 
as in the olden days between hus- 
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band and wife. There are three 
standard laws used over the world: 
civil, Roman and common law. Re- 
vised laws are at the legislature for 
reference. Americans use the com- 
mon law. The common law remains 
the same unless changed by amend- 
ments. 

Miss Fall spoke at length on wills. 
She emphasized the importance of 
one’s making their will at once. 
Many leave this very important 
document to some crucial period in 
life through the prevalent supersti- 
tion that it is one’s death warrant. 
t is a grave mistake because one’s 
very best intentions miscarry when 
a will is quickly and not clearly 
made. If a person dies intestate 
there is no will, testate there was a 
will. Heirs to wills are lineal des- 
cendants (father and mother) col- 
lateral (brothers and sisters) dis- 
tant relatives and friends, next of 
kin. 

Words in wills must have a clear, 
fixed meaning or else the fine tech- 
nicalities of the law can be used to 
divert them in most unheard of 
ways. In a codicil of a will, which 
is really a baby will, just as much 
formality is required; also in mu- 
tual wills between two parties plan- 
ning to make property over to one 
another in case of death. To regis- 
ter a will go to the probate court 
of your district, pay one dollar 
($1.00) and receive a certificate of 
its registration. 

Miss Fall compared the modern 
and primitive causes for divorce. 
She also gave many pointers in the 
specific way evidence should be 
given. 

Miss Fall’s other topic was the in- 
heritance tax, dealing with amounts 
and percentages which must be paid 
by those inheriting property. Law- 
yer Fall’s extended address was re- 
plete with knowledge of the law 
most necessary every day to every 
woman.

opinion, no better site than the pres- 
ent could be found; that in near fu- 
ture a new building must be eree- 
ted; that same be placed some 200 
feet back from the road; _ that 
Little Crow Island and Brook Field 
be placed on the market. 

The committee on removing fire 
station also reported. 

The committee on new _ picnic 
house at Tuck’s Point and instructed 
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to present plans at this meeting 
said that at the last minute the ar- 
chitects had presented plans calling 
for a $17,000 building. The com- 
mittee recommended the matter be 
referred to the incoming board of 
selectmen and that not more than 
$5000 be spent. 

KF. P. Knight asked why the com- 
mittee had arrived at their conelu- 
sion regarding almshouse.  Chair- 
man Knight replied that sufficient 
land was needed with almshouse to 


raise own supples. The lot con- 
tained some four acres. He thought 
enough money could be realized 


from sale of Little Crow Island and 
Brook Field to build a new alms- 
house and leave a fund the income 
from which would be almost enough 
to maintain the house. 

James Beaton: ‘‘ Where is Brook 
Field?’’ 

Chairman Knight: ‘‘Almost  op- 
posite Cove School house. Contains 
about 3 acres. The property is very 
desirable for summer house.’’ 

It was voted that the reecommen- 
dations in the first report be adop- 
ted and that the property referred 
to be sold provided price satisfac- 
tory to the town can be obtained. 

Regarding the new picnic house 
W. C. Rust said he wanted a com- 
mittee of five chosen to look into 
the matter. Such a committee could 
give more time to it than the selact- 


men. He thought $5000 too much 
and that $3000 was plenty. The 


town does not want a whole lot of 
hed-rooms, toilets and the like at 
its picnic house. He moved that this 
committee report at an adjourned 
meeting. 

The moderator asked Mr. Rust to 
put his motion in writing. 

‘Will you put it down as I word 
it,”’ rephed Mr. Rust. 

F. P. Knight asked for a division 
of the question. 

It was then voted to refer 
matter to a committee of five. 

As to the. amount, M. C. Dodge 
thought the old house ought to be 
repaired. Even $3000 is an exces- 
Sive price. 

EK. S. Knight said the old house 
was old when it was remodelled 
some dozen years ago. It was in 
no condition to be repaired now. 

Mr. Rust did not see how $5000 
eould be put into a house of this 
kind unless there was some fancy 
work put into it, and he did not see 
the need of this. 

Tt was then voted that the amount 
for new picnic house not exceed 
$3000. 

Under Article 2 J. S. Reed asked 
that the committee on preparing 
plans for the improvement of Mas- 


the 


conomo park be given until the ad- 
journed meeting to report. 

Under Article 5 of the warrant 
the same appropriation committee 
as last year was appointed by the 
moderator as tollows: George S. 
Sinnicks, Chester L. Crafts, Thomas 
Baker, Frank P. Tenney, Patrick H. 
Boyle, Walter R. Bennett, Augustus 
M. Killam, Alfred C. Needham and 
George KE. Hildreth. 

Under Article 6, to see what ac- 
tion the town will take regarding 
repairs and improvements of high- 
ways, bridges, ete., $23,500 was ap- 
propriated. The appropriation cov- 
ered $2,000 for clearing snow, and 
$125 for the care of Central pond. 

On motion of E. 8. Knight $50 
was appropriated for salary of 
sealer of weights and measures; $40 
for harbor master, and $600 for li- 
ability insurance. 

The question of liability insurance 
evoked some discussion. In as 
much as there is to be some new 
enactments in this connection it was 
thought wise to place this question 
in the hands of a committee and to 
have a blanket polcy that would 
cover all departments of the town. 
On motion of W. C. Rust a commit- 
tee of three was appointed by the 
chair to consider the general ques- 
tion of publie lability, to report at 
some future meeting. The modera- 
tor appointed E. 8. Knight, O. T. 
Roberts and H. T. Bingham. 

On motion of E. 8. Knight $150 
was appropriated for overseers of 
poor department; $800 for Memor- 
ial Library building maintenance; 
$500 for town reports; $2000 for 
contingent; $7480 interest; $6000 
general debt (water bonds); $22,- 
000 state tax; $24,000 county tax. 
In connection with the Contingent 
appropriation the selectmen were 
authorized to draw upon that fund 
for emergency purposes and when 
other accounts are overdrawn. 

Under Article 10, $25,000 was 
appropriated for the support of 
schools. 

Art. 11. To see if the town would 
appropriate $600 for the care and 
maintenance of the play ground. 
The appropriation committee recom- 
mended $400. Dr. Tyler explained 
that $500 was needed for instrue- 
tion from April 15 to September 15 
if the same man as last year is to 
return and $100 would be needed 
for care of ground. 

M. KE. Gorman thought the in- 
structor ought to teach the high 
school boys how to play baseball. 

Austin Morley thought $100 a 
small enough amount to eut of what 
was called for. 

$600 was appropriated. 


Under Articles 12 to 20 inclusive, 
the following appropriations were 
made: $550 for repairs and _ paint- 
ing the Priest school building (out- 
side); $200 for medical inspection 
of children of public schools; $300 
for new fence at Priest school 
grounds; $200 for planting suitable 
trees on the play ground for shade 
to take the place, in the near future, 
of the apple trees that are fast dying 
out; $10,500 for maintenance water 
works; $2000 together with receipts 
from service piping and the sale of 
pipe for water service extensions; 
$350 for official salaries water com- 
missioners; $2250 for new auto 
truck, water department; $2100 for 
improvement of street mains. The 
amounts in the five articles of the 
water department were appropri- 
ated in one sum, $17,200. ; 

Under article 29, $5000 was ap- 
propriated for moth suppression and 
an additional $5000 was appropri- 
ated to add to the special North 
Shore fund raised each year by the 
summer residents’ committees. 

Under Article 28, $500 was appro- 
priated for the benefit of the Dis- 
trict Nurse association. 

It was voted to construct con- 
crete sidewalks on the easterly side 
of Beach from railroad crossing to 
Tappan street, and on  Lineoln 
street from the corner of Norwood 
avenue to Vine street, the same to be 
paid out of the general highway 
appropriation. 

Article 23, to see if the town 
will drain and macadamize Tappan 
street, was left in the hands of the 
selectmen. The expense for what- 
ever work was to be done to be 
taken from the general appropria- 
tion. 

Article 24. $7400 was appropri- 
ated for the fire department; $5400 
for maintenance, $800 for 1000 feet 
of hose and $1200 for cable line for 
underground conduit for fire alarm. 


Under Article 25, $8200 was ap- 


propriated for police department, 
$7000 being for maintenance and 


$1200 for one-half the cost of plae- 
ing signal alarm system  under- 
ground. This amount was $1000 
less than called for in the article. 
O. T. Roberts hoped that a sum 
much smaller than $7000 would be 
appropriated. Ile berated the de- 
partment somewhat on its condition. 
Ile said he did not see the need of 
<o many officers and so large an ex- 
pense, especially at this season of 
the year. 

Article 26. $4546.28 was appro- 
priated for the maintenance of Pub- 
lie library ; $2500 of that amount be- 
ing intended for changes. 


$1425 was appropriated for the 
Board of Health department under 
Article 27. 

Articles 31 to 36 inelusive called 
for $1000 use of Forest Warden; 
$1200 support of poor-out; $3000 
support of poor-in; $1500 state and 
military aid; $250 soldiers’ relief; 
and $8000 for street lights. All of 
these sums were appropriated. In 
connection with the last appropria- 
tion N. P. Meldrum moved that the 
policy of last year be continued in 
regard to street lights. 

M. E. Gorman wanted a. street 
light placed on Pine street between 
the houses of Mahoney and Dunn. 

EB. 8. Knight explained that it was 
always customary to place such ar- 
ticles in the warrant. A new street 
light meant the expenditure of $27 
a year. 

Article 38, dredging, was laid on 
the table until the April adjourn- 
ment. 

Article 42. On motion of W. C. 
Rust $1800 was appropriated to 
build a conerete dam in Central 
pond on the southerly side of Cen- 
tral street. $1800 was appropriated. 

Under Articles 48, 44, 45 and 
46, respectively, $600 and _ interest 
($232.50) was appropriated for care 
of Tuck’s point: $500 for series of 
band concerts to be given on the 
Town common; $500 for celebration 
of Fourth of July and $200 for the 
observance of Memorial day. 

At 11.50 the moderator called a 
recess of ten minutes to prepare to 
open the polls at 12 o’clock for the 
election. The result of the election 
will be found on page 10. There 
were six candidates for selectman 
and the closeness of the vote for the 
three successful ones speaks em- 
phatically of the desires of the peo- 
ple for the three men to serve them 
this year as selectmen. N. P. Mel- 
drum polled a large vote. The polls 
were closed at 5.30 and at 6.05 the 
vote was announced. 


The Evening Session 


The evening session was called to 
order at 7.30 and the result of the 
election was announced. The fol- 
lowing additional officers were elec- 
ted: Measurers of lumber, Thomas 
Baker, C. L. Crafts and Lewis Kill- 
am; measurers of wood and bark, 
George L. Knight, Maynard B. Gil- 


man and Benj. L. Bullock; fence 
viewers, J. Alex. Lodge, Abbott 
Hoare and I. M. Marshall; pound 


keeper, Samuel L. Wheaton (M. B. 
Gilman declined): field drivers, M. 
KE. Gorman, L. Nelson Cook, Manuel 
S. Miguel, Charles Scott, T. W. Lo- 
masney, Lewis 8. Hooper. 
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The moderator then administered 
the oath of office to the board of se- 
lectmen, and to the newly-elected 
members of the board of assessors. 

W. C, Rust moved it be the sense 
of the meeting that the selectmen be 
instructed to give the same instruc- 
tions to their chief of police as they 
gave last spring. (Referring to the 
enforcement of the liquor law.) 


Voted. 
C. T. Loomis: ‘‘ What are those 
instructions ?’’ 


W. C. Rust: ‘‘I do not doubt the 
gentleman knows full well what the 
instructions are.’’ 

On motion of W. C. Rust it was 
voted that the selectmen be author- 
ized to renew the lease of the prop- 
erty on which rests part of the 
Manchester House stable, to the 
persons to whom the property is as- 
sessed, for a period of 20 years, at 
one dollar a year, same to be paid 
in advance. The lease expired last 
October. 

The moderator appointed the fol- 
lowing on the committee to have 
plans prepared for new picnic house 
at Tuck’s Point: W. C. Rust; A. M: 
Killam, P. H. Boyle, D. T.- Beaton 
and Thomas Baker. 

Roland C. Lincoln spoke feelingly 
on the death of the late Librarian 
D. L. Bingham, with whom he had 
served as library trustee for the 
past 17 years. He presented reso- 
lutions to be engrossed on the ree- 
ords of the town, and a copy to be 
sent to the widow. The motion to 
adopt was carried by a rising vote. 

Articles 47 and 48, having to do 
with regulations for common and 
wharf, beaches and landings, ete., 
was disposed of in the customary 
manner, it being voted to leave 
these matters in the charge of the 
selectmen. 

Under Article 49, $12,125 was ap- 
propriated for the maintenance of 
the several departments of general 
government, as follows: Legislation, 
$450: selectmen’s $1500; account- 
ant’s $850; treasurer and collector’s 
$1800: assessors’ $1400; town clerk’s 
$525: law $1500; election and regis- 
tration $300; town hall and common 
$3800. 

It was voted under Article 50 to 
buy a new piano for the Town hall. 

Art. 51. $1400 was appropriated 
for cemeteries. 

Article 39. Parks. $2500 was 
wanted for maintenance, $2000 for 
dredging and $15,000 for new bath- 
house. 

W. C. Rust asked Park Com. Reed 
if he knew the law concerning put- 
ting buildings on park property. 

Mr. Reed: ‘‘We do know it.’’ 

Mr. Rust: ‘‘ Well, that’s all right. 
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No building exceeding 600 feet can 
be put on park property without 
special act of the legislature.’’ 

Mr. Reed said he knew that. 

The moderator then ruled that 
portion of the motion before the 
house concerning new  bath-house, 
out of order. 

Four or five petitions, signed by 
summer residents and others, were 
then presented and were read and 
placed on file. All of these strongly 
opposed the placing of a large pub- 
he bathhouse on Singing Beach. 

Mr. Reed said the commissioners 
had brought in plans for a building 
by request of the voters. The ques- 
tion of law was learned after the 
article had been inserted in the war- 
rant. 

©. C. Dodge suggested that the 
commissioners read the park acts in 
the future. 

C. W. Taintor of the Smith’s 
Point summer colony, a voter here, 
spoke against the construction of 
such a large bath-house as had been 
proposed. He said nearly all peo- 
ple believed in providing suitable 
bathing facilities for all the towns- 
people. To provide adequate facil- 
ities would not necessarily call for a 
look-out and a big building. A 
large building such as was proposed 
would attract people from all over 
the county. He favored the con- 
struction of a building, if any, that 
would not obstruct the view,—a low 
long building. 

It was voted that $2500 be appro- 
priated for maintenance of parks. 

The matter of dredging was left 
on the table until such a time as the 
harbor and land commissioners 
acted. 

E. 8S. Knight said that the town 


had asked the commissioners to 
help the town dredge a_ channel 
across Glass Head flats, 150 feet 


wide at the bottom. He thought it 
business-like to wait until the com- 
missioners were ready to report. 

It was then moved that $1000 be 
appropriated for additional bathing 
facilities, in accordance with the 
recommendation of the finance com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Reed asked the definition of 
the word ‘‘facilities.”’ 

Chairman Sinnicks of the commit- 
tee on appropriations explained his 
version of the work. 

John F. Seott thought $1000 not 
enough. 

P. H. Boyle believed in more am- 
ple bathing facilities being pro- 
vided. Te didn’t believe in piazzas 
on top of the bathing houses. He 
thought something ought to be done.

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Symmetry of Character 
Symmetry is an approach to per- 
fection whether it be in nature, art 
or character. True symmetry in art 
is not so rare as symmetry in the 
character of men. For perfectly 
symmetrical men and women are 
rare in society. The attractiveness 
of the perfect world beyond this one 
in which we dwell has been des- 
cribed by the transcendentalist in 
these very terms, those of sym- 
metry. The height, breadth and 
length of their. celestral city are 
equal. Symmetry is a heavenly vir- 
tue. “Symmetry is as rare in nature 
as in human life. The pebbles of 
the beach are lop-sided and irregu- 
lar, perfectly smooth but not per- 
fectly round. The sands of the sea- 
side, the very hairs of the head, the 
features of men, the leaves of the 
trees are alike in form but each dif- 
fering from the other. It is called 
the variation of types but it is in 
reality variation from symmetry. 
The flowers of the field vary in their 
opportunities and advantages. One 
tree gets a good start but another 
is handicapped by environment. A 
puff of wind, only marks the early 
difference of the seed of the trees. 
If a zephyr had but carried the 
winged seed ten feet onward it 
would have fallen on virgin soil but 
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it fell in the seam of a rock and de- 
veloped gnarled, impoverished and 
unsymmetrical. But even in an ap- 
parently perfect tree the leaves are 
unsymmetrical—there is the ubiqui- 
tous variation. How rare is symme- 
try in nature. It is still more rare 
in human nature. Who can find a 
well rounded man of poise, and well 
balanced judgments and _ action. 
The ancient philosopher turned out 
of his tub with an insignificant light 
to find an honest man. His search 
in our world would be but for a 
short period of time. Honesty is so 
common that the dishonest man once 
detected finds his name written on 
the shell. He is ostracized. But 
who can find the symmetrical man. 
The man who holds the faculties 
and talents and endowments of his 
physical body, of his material 
power, of his intellect and of his 
spirit in checque and in proportion? 
Caricatures are picturesque rep- 
resentations of the pronounced qual- 
ities of men. The penman draws 
one man ali head, another all heart, 
another all gold with hands on the 
chests, another all sympathy, para- 
lyzed into inaction, another all labor 
and no recreation, another all ree- 
reation and no labor and so through 
gamut of the foibles and failings of 
human nature. There are few men 
who could stand the test of the 
earicaturist’s pen. All have fall- 
en short of the perfect man. One of 
the greatest eurses of human life is 
the lack of symmetry and balance 
in life. It is a rare man who can 
take an account of his personal 
stock and find his personal capital 
wisely invested and carefully used. 


Fear 

Fear is the greatest enemy of 
mankind. From the ravages of this 
monster no one is free. Fear ham- 
pers all men in every walk of life 
and hours which could otherwise be 
spent in happiness are ruined for- 
ever. In every human _ enterprise 
prudence is valuable, but not over 
prudence; paralizing the will into 
inaction, is fatal. The farmer, as 
the seasons come, must plant the 
seed and take his chance. He ecan- 
not wait for perfect climatic condi- 
tions. They will never come. They 
never come in any human relation. 
The outcome of business enterprises 
cannot be discerned. There is al- 
ways an clement of daring and the 
breaking of the bonds which fear 
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would bind upon the individual. 
That element of fear must be over- 
come. Chaplain Crawford narrates 
an incident which occurred while 
he was a chaplain on one of our 
battleships. ‘‘During the cannon- 
ading no one could tell through the 
smoke if any damage was being 
done the other side. There was 
nothing left to do but to pound 
away—nothing fearing.’’ From 
time to time, as he was a free lance 
he would go aloft and return to tell 
the gunners the result of their exe- 
cution. Much of life is gained by 
conquering fear and pounding away 
even if one must wait to know the 
results of action. The waiting and 
fearing destroys happiness. It is al- 
ways the worry and not the “work 
which kills. It is too true that fear 
is man’s worst enemy but ‘‘ man 
must pound away nothing fearing’’ 
and win the battle of life. Work is 
being done and impressions being 
made even in the face of fear but 
the heart can never find happiness 
until fear is conquered. And this is 
a problem for the individual to 
solve with himself. No one else can 
solve it for him.

Memorial Resolutions Passed 


At the Manchester Town meeting 
Monday, the following memorial 
resolutions were presented out of 
respect to the late Delucena L. 
Bingham by his co-worker on the 
Board of Library Trustees, Roland 
C. Lincoln: 

It seems fitting that at the first 
meeting of the citizens of the town 
after the decease of Delucena L. 
Bingham, the venerable librarian of 
its library, a public recognition of 
his long and faithful service should 
be made, and a testimony thereto be 
entered upon the records of this 
meeting. Here, whither he so often 
came as a good citizen and valued 
public servant, it is well to revive 
the pleasant memory in which he is 
held by all who knew him. 

For forty years he served the Pub- 
lic Library both as trustee and li- 
brarian and he enjoyed the distine- 
tion of being the oldest librarian in 
this commonwealth. He earned and 
maintained the respect and confi- 
dence of his fellow citizens and of 
his associates in his long career; 
and they desire to have placed upon 
the records of the town this evi- 
dence of their wish to perpetuate 
his name as a citizen and as a libra- 
rian in the town to whose interests 
he was so long devoted. 
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At the morning session W. C. Rust 
offered the following resolutions on 
the death of the late Franklin K. 
Hooper, for a number of years mod- 
erator of the town meeting: 

Whereas, there are times in the 
history of communities as well as 
of individuals, when it is eminently 
proper to pause and consider the 
path along which they have come, 
to review the ideals that have in- 
spired them, and to cherish the 
memory of self-sacrificing and pub- 
lic spirited men who have helped 
them by wise counsel and unfalter- 
ing interest for the public good, so 
that the community may be better 
fitted to press on again with cour- 
age and determination to work out 
the problem of good citizenship, 
and 

Whereas, the late Franklin K. 
Hooper was a man of unusual abil- 
ity as related to public affairs, hav- 
ing been honored with two terms in 
the Legislature where he served his 
constituents faithfully leaving an 
untarnished record; having served 
many years as moderator, presiding 


over the deliberations at Town 
meeting with ability and even- 
handed justice; his voice often 


heard on the floor when questions 
of vital interest to the town were 
under consideration; his mind, 
keen, active, and well stored with 
useful information, able to grasp 
the underlying principles of a ques- 
tion quickly; advocating with vigor 
and determination conclusions he 
believed to be right; never surren- 
dering even though the cause he 
represented went down; and 

Whereas, he was a potent factor 
for good, whether considered from 
the standpoint of public affairs, bus- 
iness relations or citizenship, it is 

Resolved, that we show our ap- 
preciation of Mr. Hooper’s service 
to our town by a rising vote; that 
these resolutions be spread on the 
records of the town; and that an 
engrossed copy be sent to Mr.

A Harvard Man in China 

During the troublous times in 
China, as the London Times points 
out, the collection of customs at the 
various ports has gone on without 
interruption, regardless of the see- 
sawing back and forth between the 
republicans and the imperialists. 

There has been, of course, the 
very best reason in the world for 
this. Both sides in the fight under- 
stand clearly that the foreign pow- 
ers would immediately intervene if 
the customs were touched. So, ac- 
cording to the Times, both sides have 
kept their hands off. The Inspector 
General of the Customs keeps the 
funds in his own hands and meets 
the interest on the Chinese bonds as 
they fall due. The Times says the 
bonds have not fallen appreciably 
in value. 

One of the most difficult of the 
ports has been that of Shanghai. 
Trouble has broken over the port in 
waves, but through it all one man 
has clung to the strong box and kept 
it from being washed away. That 
man‘is Henry F. Merrill, an Ameri- 
can and a graduate of Harvard. 
The London Times correspondent 
speaks with keen appreciation of the 
tact and dexterity which he has dis- 
played in the trying position in 
which he has found himself. 

Merrill’s ability and judgment in 
handling the difficult and compli- 
cated questions of revenue and fi- 
nance, as well as the thousand 
unusual problems arising under 
strange conditions in his great port, 
have been the theme of general 
praise. Men like these any govern- 
ment might be proud to have in its 
service. 

Thus of Merril. There was Shus- 
ter, too, and Hall. Are we gradu- 
ally developing in this country ‘a lot 
of young men who are in demand for 
difficult fiscal tasks in the service of 
foreign countries? It begins to look 
that way.—Chicago Evening Post.

Cleanliness 
and medical treatment are taught 
and given at the mission. Con- 
sumption is prevalent among these 
Indians. Ninety-five percent of the 
scholars in Miss Houston’s school 
were found either thus afflicted or 
having eye troubles. Morally the 
Indians are of a low standard. 
Their marriage principles are poly- 
gamous. Blankets, beads and jew- 
elry are much worn by these In- 
dians over their clothing. The res- 
ervation church has been dedicated 
and has 40 members. A collection 
was taken toward this home mission 
work in Montana. Mrs. Abbie Lee 
Lang sang very pleasingly: ‘‘Cast 
Thy Bread Upon the Waters.”’

Art. 56. Referred to selectmen. 
(Matter of selling strip of land on 
Highland avenue to F. P. Frazier). 

Art. 60. $65.50 refunded to Relief 
Fund of Allen Post, the amount of 
rent paid by the W RC. 

Art. 55. ‘“‘Shall the town vote to 
accept Chapter 468 of the acts of 
general court of 1911, being an act 
to extend the provisions of the Civil 
Service to chiefs of police.”’ A Yes 
and No ballot vote was taken on this 


and the attitude of the voters was 
plainly shown by the overwhelming 
vote against the proposition. The 
vote was 24 yes, 155 no. 

Under Article 61, $4111.38 was ap- 
propriated to cover deficiencies as 
they appear in the printed report. 

Under articles 62 and 63 it was 
voted that all taxes be paid by No- 
vember lst, and that interest at 6 
percent per annum be paid after 
that date. 

Art. 63. The treasurer was given 
the authority to borrow in antici- 
pation of taxes an amount not ex- 
ceeding $80,000. 

It was voted that $100 be reappro- 
priated for the use of park board to 
pay for plans already obtained. 

At 9.40 the meeting adjourned 
until April 15, at 7.380 o’clock.

At a recent Whittier entertain- 
ment in Washington, D. C., the sug- 
gestion that there should be a me- 
morial of John Greenleaf Whittier 
in the Capital City of the United 
States was enthusiastically received. 

There is ample reason for such a 
memorial in Whittier’s broad and 
liberal thought, encompassing _ all 
mankind in its tolerance, but there 
is an especial reason which should 
be voiced by Essex County. 

The fervid demand for the aboli- 
tion of slavery was absolutely and 
eternally right but there will never 
be a time in history when some one 
will not question it. There will al- 
ways be denials of its wisdom and 
its expediency, but while the people 
of Essex County have no doubt of 
the final verdict, it seems that there 
is an incumbent duty of actual af- 


firmation and that it should be in 
the city of Washington where the 
writing of American history has its 
focus. 

It has been suggested that Essex 
County shall take the lead in erect- 
ing a Whitier memorial in Washing- 
ton which shall in its expression 
typify Whittier’s message for all 
time and for all mankind, but which 
shall at the same time silently but 
forcefully affirm the course he took 
as to Chattel Slavery as having been 
2 divinely inspired crusade. An ap- 
peal for a movement in Essex 
County for such a memorial is being 
made by H. C. Gauss of 1403 Web- 
ster st., N. W., Washington. This 
seems a suggestion that should have 
the serious approval of admirers of 
Whittier and preserve the literary 
distinction of Essex County at the

Gave Talk on Immigration. 

Assistant commissioner J. J. 
Hurley of Boston, was the special 
guest of Col. H. P. Woodbury camp 
149, 8S. of V., of Manchester, at their 
meeting Tuesday evening. Supper 
was served at 6 o'clock to which the 
members of the post and associates 
were invited. The meal was pre- 
pared by a committee of ladies from 
the WRC. 

At 7.30 the gathering was called 
to order by Commander by <A. U. 
McCormack, who introduced the 
speaker. Mr. Hurley having been se- 
cured through the courtesy of Com- 
rade H. T. Bingham, the two being 
associated at the Boston custom 
house. 

Mr. Hurley entered briefly into the 
history of immigration from the 
earliest days up to the present time. 
From the earliest days there has al- 
ways been two distince attitudes on 
this question: one, open wide the 
doors, let everybody come in; the 
other, close the doors let nobody in. 
Immigration is one of the most imn- 
portant and serious problems the 
United States has to deal with today. 
All other questions relating to the 
government is of the highest im- 
portance and significance. It is the 
pubhe’s desire to lessen the number 
coming in. Congress is continually 
passing laws to make it more difficult 
for foreigners to enter. There are 
three causes for the influx. One is 
the general attractiveness of the 
country, higher wages, ete., ete. An- 
other class that find their way here 
are those who are expelled from 
their own country for one reason or 
another. <A third class is brought in 
in large numbers by the sub-agencies 
who send for them. There is no 
hamlet so remote but what is heard 
of in America. The compulsive 
military duty in most of the Euro- 
pean countries serves to drive many 
away from there. 

Forty-five per cent. of the arrivals 
in 1907 came here well prepared to 
come. From ten to twentye five per 
cent. were brought here with money 
sent from this country. Millions of 
money is sent to Italy every year. 

Yet, there is another side. Immi- 
gration has helped this country. If 
we were to strike a balance, it would 
be found that America is far better 
off with its open immigration laws 
than without. But as Roosevelt says, 
we don’t want too many of the un- 
desirable class. If the imigrants 
were left to themselves, thev would 


be well enough. But commercial 
greed enters in. These agents do 


more harm than good. The immi- 
grants of the old days were sturdy 
and upright. Now that the ocean is 


home to the 


little more than a ferry trip and costs 
less than $50, almost anybody can 
find a means to reach this country. 

Mr. Hurley related some very pa- 
thetic as well as amusing stories and 
incidents which he has met during 
his service with the government. He 
spoke of stow-away and some of the 
methods which they used to get in. 
IIe coneluded by saying it was his 
opinion to open wide the doors to 
the right kind of immigrants, but to 
do all we can to keep out the un- 
desirable ones.

THE SINGING SANDS 


Best Example of Musical Quartz is 
on the Scotch Isle of Egg 
(From the London Standard) 

A lecture given at the Royal so- 
cieties club by Cecil Carus-Wilson 
was devoted to a consideration of 
the extraordinary sands known as 
‘““musical’’ or ‘‘ Singing ’”’ sands. 
The best singing sands in the world 
come from the isle of Egg, off the 
coast of Scotland, and it is com- 
forting to know that whatever fig- 
ure Britain may cut in grand opera 
she is at least pre-eminent when it 
comes to a question of singing sand. 
But what is singing sand? Mr. 
Carus- Wilson went to great pains to 
leave no doubt on the subject, and 
although his audience contained 
many eminent geologists he asked 
leave to begin at the very beginning 
and to treat his audience ‘‘as an 
audience of boys.’’ 

The lecturer showed how the 
rocks of which the earth is com- 
posed are decomposed by the ac- 
tion of natural causes, chiefly the 
weather; how cliffs become bowl- 
ders, how bowlders become pebbles, 
and pebbles in turn become sand. 
In the course of time it occurs that 
Nature, that most versatile old lady, 
produces a kind of sand which has 
music in its soul; a sand composed 
-of quartz, rounded and highly pol- 
ished, of a uniform size and very 
clean. 

And when these are agitated so 
as to produce vibrations, by means 
of the wind, by being trodden upon, 
or by being struck they produce 
musical notes. Such perfect depos- 
its are found in the isle of Egg, and 
it was by means of samples of the 
real egg variety that the lecturer 
produced musical notes. 

Filling a wooden eggeup with 
sand from the isle of Egg he 
stabbed the sand with a wooden 
ninepin abstracted, he said, from 
the nursery at home and produced 
a high musical note. The sand be- 
haved better in the eggeup than in 
anything else. In a cardboard box 
its musical note remained dumb, as 
it did in a flower pot and in the half 
of a rubber ball. In half a wooden 
Easter egg the sand from the isle of 


Egg, as the lecturer remarked, 
‘‘nositively reveled’? in its sur- 
roundings and emitted a_ sharp 


jovous saueaking. 

Musieal sands have been known 
for 1000 vears and it is believed 
that there is a reference to them in 
one of the tales of the ‘‘ Arabian 
Nights.’’ But Nature, who con- 
ducts experiments on quite a dif- 
ferent scale from those of last night,

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The Burning Issue. 

One man’s guess is as good as 
another man’s guess on the probable 
outcome of the present difficulties in 
the coal market. A boy can see that 
there exists conditions at the pres- 
ent time which forebode a severe 
struggle between the coal barons and 
the operatives. The public will not 
soon forget the privation and suf- 
fering caused by the coal shortage 
during the winter of 1903-4. The 
unpromising lesson from that fam- 
ine was that the real effects of the 
strike were not felt until after the 
issue had been settled. The actual 
suffering was caused during the 
period in which the miners were 
struggling to put coal onto the mar- 
ket to meet the shortage caused by 
the summer’s idleness. It must be 
born in mind also that there are now 
difficulties in the coal market which 
did not exist during that first strike. 
The bituminous mine workers re- 
mained at work and the mines of 
Europe were being worked and tons 
of English coal were placed on sale 
in the American market. Today 
however, there are difficulties in 
England and other coal centres of 
Europe. The miners of bituminous 
coal also have grievances which re- 
quire a settlement. The conditions 


are ripe for the worst coal famine

the world has known, but it is to be 
hoped that before April 1, the atmos- 
phere will be cleared and the im- 
pending crisis avoided. 

The uncertain and restless state of 
mind which these facts have created 
in the business world cannot be dis- 
counted and when press reports state 
that large industrial corporations in 
New York are paying even at this 
early date a premium on the regular 
price of coal no one can be surprised. 
The public have rights which ought 
to be respected and the experiences 
of the earlier strike will develop 
opposing public opinion so rapidly 
that another element will be mani- 
fested early in the deadlock between 
the operators and the operatives. 
But it is an open question whether 
that remonstrating public opinion 
will be able to bring sufficient pres- 
sure to bear upon the problem to 
mature in immediate good results. 

Those on the ground assert that 
the miners are determined to make 
their stand and that the operators 
are equally determined to maintain 
their position. The bituminous work- 
ers are demanding an increase of 
ten per cent. in wages, but the opera- 
tors have put in a counter demand 
for a reduction of ten per cent. in 


wages. It is evident that there is 
thus in dispute a valuation of 


twenty per cent. The anthracite 
coal miners demand twenty per cent. 
in increase in wages and both the 
anthracite and bituminous miners 
demand the recognition of their re- 
spective unions by their respective 
boards of control. In both eases it 
is apparent that the margin in dis- 
pute is twenty per cent.. 

If there be no strike it will be be- 
cause the operators have granted 
the demands made. This will mean 
that the consumer must ultimately 
pay the increase which by that time 
will be twenty-five per cent. It is 
a simple problem in arithmetic to 
determine the probable future cost 
of coal per ton. If there be a strike 
the expense of the delays imeident 
to the settlement will be paid by the 
ultimate consumer. Whether there 
is or is not to be a strike it is evident 
on the surface that the price of coal 
will not be lower. 

Everyone who has a human heart 
is interested in the men who go 
down into the earth to give to hu- 
manity the comforts of heat and 
light for our homes. These men 
must not be forgotten. It is 1mpos-

sible for one not knowing the perils 
and exegencies of such a life to ap- 
preciate its hardships and cruelties. 
These men are entitled to an honor- 
able living wage for an honorable 
day’s work. The raise in the price 
of coal which necessarily must fol- 
low, will cause much suffering and 
many heart aches. The burden will 
fall the heaviest upon those who are 
living upon the savings of other 
years. 

However, some readjustment of 
the wage scale ought to be made so 
that the mining of coal may be con- 
tinued throughout the period of dis- 
pute. The public ought to be pro- 
tected from any suffering which can 
be avoided. 


The Beverly-Salem Water Question. 


The Water problem for the City 
of Beverly is now being considered 
by the water committee of the Gen- 
eral Court. This committee consists 
of eight members from the house of 
representatives and three from the 
senate. Fortunately Beverly has one 
representative on the committee, 
Representative Herman A. MacDon- 
ald. The city of Beverly and the 
city of Salem, jointly, own and use 
as a source of water supply, Wen- 
ham Lake and the Longham mea- 
dow stream. For some years it has 
been apparent that the water pro- . 
visions of the lake were insufficient 
to supply both cities with an ade- 
quate supply of pure water. To 
remedy the difficulty it has been 
suggested that each community ob- 
tain an independent water supply. 
To meet the increased needs of the 
two communities, Salem seems to be 
unwilling to terminate the joint re- 
lations which exist with Beverly. 
Although the attorney for Salem has 
facetiously suggested in a counter 
argument, the purchase by Salem 
of Beverly’s one third interest in 
Wenham Lake, and thus giving to 
Salem, Wenham Lake, and conse- 
quently forcing the city of Beverly 
to take water from the Ipswich river. 
The attorney for Salem suggested 
the appointment of a commission to 
consist of one member nominated by 
the city of Beverly and one member 
by the city of Salem and the other 
member to be appointed by a dis- 
interested party. This board, it was 
suggested, should control the water 
interests of both cities. The city of 
Beverly, however, has committed it- 
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self to the plan of buying out the 
eity of Salem’s two thirds interest 
in Wenham Lake. This lake will be 
sufficient to supply the needs of the 
growing city for upwards of twenty, 
perhaps thirty years to come. In the 
event of the city of Beverly obtain- 
ing Wenham Lake it will be possible 
to shut out the water of the Long- 
ham meadow and in a very short 
period of time Beverly will be able 
to obtain pure Wenham water again, 
for which it enjoyed for years an 
enviable reputation. The outcome 
of the question is problematic. Bev- 
erly will be fortunate if it can ob- 
tain an independent source of sup- 
ply in Wenham Lake. In the event 
of the city of Beverly being able to 
obtain an independent supply of 
water by purchasing the interests of 
the city of Salem in Wenham Lake, 
the city of Salem can purchase its 
way into the metropolitan system or 
use the sources of supply in the Ip- 
swich river. 

The question is complicated for 
other communities such as Danvers 
and Peabody have interests in the 
river. The mill owners on the river 
are contesting every inch of the way 
and against the Ipswich river plan. 
The line of least resistance although 
the most expensive to the city ‘of 
Salem, would seem to be for that 
city to enter the Metropolitan SYS- 
tem. Naturaly Beverly and its citi- 
zens are not specifically interested in 
the future choice of Salem, between 
the Ipswich river or the Metropoli- 
tan system, for its interest lays in 
obtaining an independent source of 
water supply and that supply from 
Wenham Lake. 


“An Aristocratic Privilege and a 
Charter of Democracy.’’ 


Class privilege and the abuse of 
the institutions which belong to the 
people are not tolerable by a demo- 
cratic people. There is a man in 
public life by the name of Theodore 
Roosevelt, who won by hard work, 
patient service and fearless activity, 
the highest seat in the gift of the 
people, namely the presidency. He 
has now ‘‘put his hat in the ring’ 
for the second time and has begun 
an active campaign for the presi- 
dential nomination reversing his in- 
tention of being merely a receptive 
candidate. This same gentleman has 
been an ardent and faithful cham- 
pion of the doctrine of the square 
deal, but somehow many feel that 
the ideal has been broken in his want 
of square dealings with the Presi- 
dent of the United States. On Feb- 
ruary 21, Mr. Roosevelt delivered an 
address on the Charter of Democracy, 


before the Ohio Constitutional con- 
vention. This address was presented 
to the senate by Mr. Clapp on Febru- 
ary 26, and accepted and became 
Document 348 of the Senate. The 
address was printed by the Govern- 
ment Printing Office and mailed far 
and wide all over the country under 
the franking permit of Mr. Clapp. 
This address is practically a cam- 
paign document. Here stands the 
anomaly. Mr. Roosevelt, private 
citizen, contestant for the presidency 
delivers an address in the Ohio Con- 
stitutional Convention. It is ac- 
cepted by the Senate. It is printed 
by the American People’s printing 
office. It is carried by the United 
States mails which belong to the 
people, under the franking privilege 
granted to Mr. Clapp. Or in other 
words he is using a disagreeably 
aristocratic privilege to air his demo- 
cratic views. 

And, moreover, the unvarnished 
truth glares out from the last page 


.whereon is printed Mr. Roosevelt’s 


already famous Boston letter of 
February 24, to the governors of six 
states of the union. If Roosevelt 
wishes to be president again he ought 
not to make the american people pay 
his campaign publishing and mailing 
expenses.

For some 
while the barrels of sugar purchased 
from them have a very prominent 
printed label pasted thereon, inform- 
ing the purchaser and every persons 
who sees it in transportation, or sees 
it later as an empty, may know that 
the duty is so much and but for that 
duty the price of the sugar per 
pound would be so much less. Any 
reduction in the household expenses 
of the people is desirable. At first 
thought most men would say, “‘let 
the sugar come in free. Let the price 
of living be reduced.’’ Unfortunately 
the affairs of a nation follow the in- 
evitable laws of economy and ex- 
pense as in household. The real ques- 
tion is not shall sugar be free, but 
where can the Government obtain 
the millions of dollars of revenue 
which must be obtained, and which 
is obtained from the duty on sugar. 
Can the fifty million be obtained 
more easily from sugar? The fifty 
millions taken off on sugar must go 
on somewhere else and even though 
the consumer does not know it he is 
really paying the price. Of course 
the manufacturer and the house- 
holder want free sugar, but will it 
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in the end result in an actual econ- 
omy either in the household or in 
the nation? 


The haste manifested to let the 
Canadian Grand Trunk Railroad 
enter Massachusetts is somewhat 
surprising considering that the field 
is adequately covered by the Boston 
& Maine Railroad. This competi- 
tion will not help the State, it will 
only mean that the business will be 
split up, and necessarily a lessened 
service and higher freight rates. 
Massachusetts stockholders will suf- 
fer beeause of the Canadian owned 
Grand Trunk coming here. The 
publie will also suffer from granting 
a charter to the Eastern Railroad 
which is to parallel the Boston & 
Maine on the North Shore. In rail- 
road building in this State, past ex- 
periences are of no account.—Win- 
chester Star.

the city. Such conditions ought not 
to exist. I do not know as I care to 
argue the rich man’s ease, but may 
I present also my own. From time 
to time, particularly in the summer 
droughts, I have been forced to pur- 
chase spring water to provide safe, 
palatable water for the table. Fre- 
quently the water drawn from the 
faucet has had an objectionable yel- 
lowish tinge and needed decidedly, 
what is called bleaching. It 1s my 
opinion, formed by ‘conversation with 
my friends, neighbors and those who 
have thought about this matter, that 
the exclusion of the Longham mea- 
dows from the Wenham Lake, would 
give the city the good water it en- 
joyed in other years. The city of 
Beverly should have complete con- 
trol of Wenham Lake, which I recog- 
nize of course, means the exclusion 
of the city of Salem. As to what 
provision should be made for the 
city of Salem is a technical question 
upon which I am not qualified to 
give an opinion. I hope, however, 
that some equitable plan may be 
devised so that the city of Salem may 
be otherwise provided for and the ex- 
clusive water privileges be granted 


in Wenham Lake to the city of Bev- ; 


erly.

House Square . . - 
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Simplicity at White House. 


(From Washington Letter to the 
; Boston Advertiser.) 

In these days when it is being 
shouted from the house tops by the 
Roosevelt trumpeters and by Col. 
Roosevelt himself, that the people 
are not ruling themselves and will 
rule only by setting up Theodore 
Roosevelt at the White House for a 
third term to rule them, it is inter- 
esting to note how simple in their 
ways are the alleged aristocrats who 
now occupy the White House and 
direct the government of the United 
States. 

Not in years, if ever, has there 
been such democratic simplicity as 
is now exemplified at the White 
House and has been since March 4, 
1909. There is no show of pomp 
whatsoever, and the Tafts walk in 
and out of the White House just as 
do at home ordinary Washington 
folk, and therefore, American folk. 
Except at night in going to some 
social function the Tafts leave the 
White House on foot and even on 
pouring rainy days Mrs. Taft may 
be seen leaving the White House 
with just an umbrella to do her 
shopping, and usually unattended. 
And in this way, also, the first lady 
of the land takes her morning and 
afternoon walks in the parks not far 
away from the White House 
grounds. Miss Taft and the other 
Tafts conduct themselves in the 
same way. The president also loves 
best to exercise afoot on the streets 
of Washington and may be seen any 
day on them as if an ordinary Ameri- 
can citizen. 

The democratic simplicity of the 
Tafts in their life here, and their 
interest without ostentation and par- 
ade in the homely affairs of the city 
and their participation in it, bring 
home to Washington, at least, the 
fact that the people truly rule at the 
White House in the composite plain 
people that the Tafts are and in 
marked contrast to the aloofness, ex- 
clusiveness and_ selectiveness that 
characterized the occupation of the 
White House by some of President 
Taft’s predecessors, and particular- 
ly by his immediate predecessor. 
Col Roosevelt may love the people 
and shout that he does so, but he 
has not eared to mingle with them so 
familiarly as have the Tafts, who 
have not used megaphones to tell 
how their hearts went out to the 
people. They have exemplified it.

Address on ‘‘Child Labor by Ev- 
erett Lord. 


The Manchester Woman’s elub 
held its semi-monthly meeting at the 
Congregational chapel Tuesday af- 
ternoon, the president, Mrs. Emma 
EK.

During the business session, Mrs. 
K. S. Knight gave a fine report of 
her observations at the Domestie 
Science convention at Winchester 
on Monday.

Mareh 
27, there will be an entertainment 
in the chapel given under the aus- 
pices of the March committee for 
the same fund.

The entertainment program 
opened with a finely rendered violin 
solo by Miss Bella Porter, ‘‘Souvenir 
in D’’ by Franz Drdla. Miss Sten- 
house accompanied Miss Porter very 
sympathetically. 

The speaker of the afternoon was 
Everett Lord of Boston, an Ex-Sup- 
erintendent of Schools and a former 
Secretary of the National Child La- 
bor Association. He proved most 
conversant with his subject through 
his practical association and work 
with and for the advancement of 
children. 

In part Mr. Lord alluded to Dr. 
Mosso’s great book on ‘‘Fatigue.’’ 
Dr. Mosso, as examining surgeon for 
the Italian army, had a great op- 
portunity to discover the physical 
deficiences of recruits for the army, 
through unrestricted child labor in 
Italv. The same deficiency was also 
found when reeruiting the Enelish 
factorv workers for the Boer war. 

Child labor is deteriorating the 
English race. Aristotle prophesied 


the advent of machinery. Te_ be- 
lieved it was to elevate work. It has 


in many respects, and in others done 
great harm. Machinery has enslaved 
rather than improved the races. 


The loss of citizenship is another. 


serious aspect of child labor. It is 
so dangergqus, injurious and such a 
menace to the mental, physical and 
moral uplift, that boys and girls of 
tender age, thrust out into the world, 
do not live long enough or acquire 
knowledge enough to arrive to that 
stage in their lives. 

Orphans as young as five years of 
age were observed by Mr. Lord, 
working in the cotton mills of the 
south. In New England it is not 
legal to have a child working in 
factories or mills under 14 years. 
They are there though, at 9 and 10 
years of age. It is hard to enforce 
the law in every case in its entirety. 

Other factories and mills Mr. Lord 
has visited regarding child labor are 
the cigar factories, silk mills, an- 
thracite coal mines, glass manufac- 


tories, canning factories, department. 
ba) 


stores and on the stage. 
In respect to the injurious side 


of these industrial places, the 
cigar factories are poisonous to 


young children. The moral dangers 
of night work at silk mills are most 
demoralizing. As to the work at the 
‘‘breakers’’ in the coal mines, boys 
from 10 to 14 years, who pick over 
the coal as it continually thunders 
down the chutes are quite pitiful 
looking objects, black, dirty and 
saturated body and lungs with coal 
dust. They become at a very early 
age unfitted for any work whatever. 

Child labor in the wonderful and 
magical glass factories is gradually 
being displaced by ‘‘TIron Boys,”’ 
who hold the moulds in which is put 
the hot melted glass. Human boys 
used to be employed, wearing masks 
in this dangerous work. 

The canning factories too, have a 
large quota of children employed. 
The most ‘‘blind allv’’ work to de- 
teriorate children is that of bundle 
or cash girls in department stores. 

The unprejudiced view of the 
newspapers is not helping the ecru- 
sade much regarding children on the 


stage. 
What are the causes for child 


labor? Competition, ignorant parents, 
improfitable school systems and the 
desire of independence. ‘“‘It is time 
the school system found something 
to interest the 14-vear-old boy,’’ as- 
serted Mr. Lord. ‘‘The teacher tires 
of a dull boy at that age and is glad 
to see him slip out of her sight.’’ 
Tlow a bov of 18 or 20 realizes his 
educational mistake when his great 
opportunity comes! Everytime a 
ehild is emploved it means an adult 
out of work. The child lacks all 


civic and moral training also. The 
get most of a factory worker’s wages 
hquor and patent medicine venders 
eventually. When their physical bur- 
den is more than they can bear, they 
furnish new recruits for the tramp 
world. It is the great duty of the 
Women’s clubs to help stamp out 
child labor.

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‘The Littlest Rebel’’ at the Boston 
Theatre. 

In the opinion of Dustin Farnum, 
handsome and heroic portrayer of 
the Northern officer in ‘‘The Littlest 
Rebel’’ at the Boston Theatre, this 
stirring war drama from the pen of 
Edward Peple is destined to figure 
prominently in the negotiations for 
universal peace which are engrossing 
the attention of nations at this time.

“The story of ‘The Littlest Rebel’ 
so strongly brings out the big human 
phase of conditions which exist dur- 
ing the time of war, the heart-aches 
of those who remain at home wait- 
ing for crusts of news from the ones 
in battle and the anguish of the men 
who give up their lives for their 
country with no hope of ever seeing 
their wives and children again, this 
play will eventually be held up as 
a potent argument in favor of the 
abolition of war. I understand that 
several writers who are dipping 
their pens in the cause of universal 
peace are calling the attention of 
their reading public to ‘The Littlest 
Rebel.”’ 

‘“‘And yet,’’ spoke up William 
Farnum, brother star of ‘‘The Lit- 
tlest Rebel,’’ ‘‘I have never known 
a play that had a rattling good bat- 
tle scene in it which has not been 
successful. There is something 
primitive in each of us that responds 
with an uncanny delight to the call 
to arms. I agree with Dustin that 
war should be abolished, but if it is, 
what will our dramatists do for 
material with which to stir the 
patriotism of the people. I have 
learned on good authority that the 
recruiting stations have increased 
their enlistments twenty-five per 
cent. in every city in which ‘The 
Littlest Rebel’ has appeared.

Miss Zaidee Brown Spoke on ‘‘The 
Public Library.’’ 


The March meeting of the Man- 
chester Parent-Teacher association 
was held Wednesday evening at the 
Price school. In point of attend- 
ance, it was one of the most largely 
attended in the history of the or- 
ganization. The assembly hall was 
completely filled and the hallways 
also. The new president, Mrs. Hat- 
tie F. Baker, and the new corres- 
ponding secretary, Miss Lila G. 
Goldsmith, presided very ably in 
their respective capacities. 

During the business — session, it 
was voted by motion of Alfred L. 
Saben, that the secretary be author- 
ized to send a letter of sympathy to 
Mrs. Higgins, state president of the 
Parent-Teacher Associations, on ac- 
count of her recent bereavement, 
the death of her husband. Mrs. Hig- 
gins has addressed the local associa- 
tion. 

To increase interest in the mem- 
bership of the local association, a 
committee was appointed by the 
president to cover the different sec- 
tions of the town. For the west 
section, Mrs. G. B. Northrup was 
appointed; east section, Mrs. Leon- 
ardo Capello; plains, Mrs. David 
Butler. The fee to join is only 35 
cents. Stamp savings in the schools 
was announced as discontinued yes- 
terday. It was a most successful 
departure until the advent of the 
Manchester Trust Company and the 
Postal Savings were established. The 
former savings method has merely 
been outgrown by those other more 
profitable means children can con- 
tinue to save. The Trust Company 
plans to provide banks also, for 
children 9 years and younger. 

Supt. J. C. Mackin next took 
charge of the program. He first in- 
troduced the Manchester High 
School Glee club, who were heard in 
a well sustained chorus, under the 
leadership of Miss Bella Porter, who 
is fast gaining prestige in the com- 
munity as an accomplished and 
versatile musician, both as a violin- 
ist and conductor of the High school 
orchestra and Glee club. She is also 
a teacher at the High school in 
classical branches of that curricu- 
lum. The eclub’s appearance re- 
flected great credit on Miss Porter’s 
capabilities as a musical conductor. 
Miss Dora Marshall presided at the 
piano in an excellent manner. 

The presence of Miss Zaidee 
Brown of Boston, agent of the Free 
Public Library Commission at the 
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State House as the speaker of the 
evening, came about through the 
courtesy of Roland C. Lincoln, of 
the Manchester Public Library 
board. Miss Brown is a very charm- 
ing easy speaker and most convers- 
ant with her subject. She spoke on 
‘“‘The Public Library—what it does 
and ean do for the community and 
how to make it useful; its work with 
the schools, the duties and oppor- 
tunities of the librarian, trustees, 
ete.”’ 

In part Miss Brown stated that 
she had _ visited the Manchester 
library on her arrival in town and 
had fonnd it above the average in 
circulation of books per capita. <A 
good library magnifies its office. It 
is an active force in any community. 
There are always lalent readers in 
any community. 

The library creates broader lines 
of interest and is a stimulus anil 
guidance for reading especially m 
relation to children. Children often 
have special gifts along literary 
lines. They should have stimulous 
from good children’s books which 
should be selected wisely. They 
should have the best books, not milk 
and water literature. Children 
should be read to, out loud.” Books 
children own themselves often make 
the most impression as they are read 
repeatedly. 

Coneerted effort along these lines 
ean be made by parents, teachers 
and librarians by holding meetings. 
Women’s elubs should discuss ehil- 
dren’s books. ‘‘Story Hour’’ at the 
library, furnishing reading by the 
library for school work, regular lec- 
ture courses at the library, can be 
maintained. Such methods often 
bring out the real color and life of 
the subject in order to appeal to the 
youthful reader. 

Regular instruction in the practi- 
eal use of books and libraries should 
be given. Some people think the 
library is merely a source of recrea- 
tion. It is a souree of continued 
education. One’s hfe is always 
richer by more interests. A good 
active publie library is just as use- 
ful in many eases as a correspon- 
dence school. 

Other avenues by which the li- 
brary may realize its real function 
in the community are by the organi- 
zation of study and reading clubs, 
reading courses, autobiographic 
talks by representative citizens of a 
town on books that had influenced 
them. A readers’ bulletin board at 
the library of what books they liked 
is a great institution. It arouses 
different lines of interest in books. 
It helps workers along different lines 
and offers the value of the experi-

The library can aid materially in 
technical and industrial work. Lists 
for labor unions on books of particu- 
lar interest to them could be pro- 
vided or speakers to address sucn 
unions on those subjects. The best 
composition of the week in the local 
schools could be tacked on the 
library bulletin board. 

Cooperation between the lbrary 
and town societies can be stimulated 
by local pride in a good historical 
collection of town events in the local 
library, a kodak collection of pic- 
tures, scrap books of clippings, ete. 
The community should give the 
library appreciation, patience in ser- 
vice and adequate support. 

Regarding the State Library Com- 
mission, its function is advisory. It 
has a fund for inadequately financed 
libraries, an office for general in- 
formation. 

A good library therefore, is a 
uniting foree for good in any com- 
munity.

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President Taft 1913-1917. 
President Taft will be the Presi- 
dent of the United States in 1913- 
1917. In one month Mr. Taft has 
made gains that no student of politi- 
cal affairs would have dared to hope 
six weeks ago. There is only one 


way to account for them, that is, by- 


the inevitable reaction which has 
followed the announcement of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt’s willingness to ac- 
cept the Republican nomination. Mr. 
Taft is a man of quiet ways and it 
has taken time for the public to 
awaken to the realization of the 
power of his brain, the sagacity of 
his judgments and the iron in his 
will. No one who heard Ex-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and President Taft 
address the legislature of Massachu- 
setts, can fail to see the surpassing 
genius and ability of William How- 
ard Taft. It is not often that Massa- 
chusetts becomes the battle ground 
in a Presidential Campaign but 
strangely enough, the republican 
campaign was launched by a strange 
turn of events in the House of Re- 
presentatives in Massachusetts. Ex- 
President Roosevelt addressed that 
body the very day he announced his 
candidacy. He presented his case, 
the Judicial Recall and other sundry 
Rooseveltian interests. The defence 
of his position was listened to re- 


ending in 


spectfully, for Roosevelt was and is 
a great man. The applause was 
hearty but hardly more than his 
honorable position as the former 
President of United States de- 
manded. It was evident that neither 
the doetrines of Roosevelt nor the 
personality of Roosevelt were over 
popular. This result was increas- 
ingly unfortunate for Mr. Roosevelt, 
coming as it did, on the day he came 
back from Elba. On Monday, Wil- 
ham Howard Taft appeared in the 
same arena and the contrast was 
marked. These two addresses will 
abide. The address of Mr. Roose- 
velt will live because of the marvel- 
ous answer it ealled forth from that 
giant among men, William Howard 
Taft. Whoever heard these two ad- 
dresses has a priceless experience to 
cherish. In twenty-three minutes 
President Taft gave expression to 
the fundamental principles of our 
government, exposed the fallacy of 
the Roosevelt judiciary reforms, ap- 
proved the Presidential Primaries, 
and laid bare the errors of socialism, 
defended the legitimate rights of 
capital and denounced the infring- 
ment of personal right and property 
privilege and championed the Con- 
stitution of the United States. It 
was a memorable event. It was the 
psychological moment and Taft re- 
deemed the apportunity beyond the 
wildest hopes of his sincerest 
friends. It was an oceasion and Mr. 
Taft arose to it. The address is im- 
mortal. It is a classic. It is more 
than a campaign speech, or a cam- 
paign doctrine. Such are temporary 
and pass with the campaigner’s vic- 
tory or defeat. Principles only were 
discussed with hereculean power by 
Mr. Taft. Because of the success 
which was attained, the address of 
Mr. Taft in the discussion of those 
great subjects, marks the end of an 
era. There is no question now in the 
minds of the best men in our land, 
that the presept President is the 


greatest man in intellectual power, 


judicial diseretion, social sense and 
justice and might of will that has 
occupied the President’s chair since 
the days of the immortal and be- 
loved Lineoln. This country has been 
through two great crises, the first, 
the establishment of 
a free country, the second, in ending 
in the abolishment of the slave traf- 
fie and the third, now, concerns the 
great economic problem. That crises 
is at hand and Mr. Taft’s address

The Presidential Primaries. 

The State of Massachusetts has 
passed the Presidential Primary Bill. 
This act provides each citizen with 
an opportunity to express his in- 


- dividual preferences for the party 


nomination. This does not make a 
radical change in the method of the 
election of the President. It only 
provides an opportunity to each citi- 
zen to express his choice. The pas- 
sage of the Presidential Primary was 
urged as a progressive party meas- 
ure and was endorsed enthusiasti- 
cally by the Roosevelt workers in 
the republican party. It has been 
claimed and is still claimed by them, 
that such a primary bill will result 
in the voters of Massachusetts reg- 


-istering their will to have Theodore 


Roosevelt receive the nomination of 
the Republican Party. But unfor- 


-tunately Mr. Taft has spoken the 


final word, endorsing the bill as 
sane and conserving the will of the 
people. Mr. Taft’s bold advocacy 
of the bill stole the Rooseveltian 
thunder. The new primary law will 
demonstrate without equivocation, 
the loyalty of the citizens of Massa- 
chusetts to William Howard Taft. 
Mr. Taft’s warning comes at the 
psychological moment and_ should 
receive the careful thought of the 
citizens of Massachusetts. ‘‘I am 
sure it (the Primary Bill) makes

Harvard Medical School Lectures. 

The corporation of Harvard Uni- 
versity is and has rendered an 
incalcuable service to the public in 
opening its halls and affording an 
ignorant public opportunities to 
hear what the preachers of a gospel 
of a healthy body have to say. Dr. 
White, a leading dermatologist, has 
recently rendered great service in 
his clear, warning message on The 
Possibility of Skin Infection in Pub- 
lie Places. Every man, woman and 
child should be equipped with a 
working knowledge of the complex 
rules of hygiene. Among them, 
‘don’t play kissing games; don’t 
fondle untidy and perhaps diseased 
children; don’t go to the barber or 
hairdresser without carrying your 
own brush and comb; don’t drink 


from a public water tank, even 
though there may be individual 


drinking cups provided; don’t use 
public: ¢igar cutters; don’t use rol- 
ler towels; don’t use soap provided 
for common use; don’t wash the 
face in a public bowl, but use the 
water running from the faucet; 
don’t put money in your mouth ; 
don’t lean one’s head either against 
the back of chairs or against the 
wall or wear hats belonging to 
others, as germs may thus be ob- 
tained,’’ 

A barber who is not careful may 
spread skin infection, as, for in- 
stance, by the use of soap and 
brushes that have not been properly 
cleansed since last used. It is practi- 
cally impossible to sterilize _hair- 
brushes by any means other than a 
thorough washing with soap and 
water at least once a week and ex- 
posing them to the sun, out-doors, 
for several hours, two or three times 
a week. All barbers and hairdressers 
should be obliged by law, to take a 
course in dermatology, and then ob- 
tain a license before practicing such 
occupations do ‘‘the best they know 
how,’’ they ought to be instructed 
as to the dangers incident to 
their work. The alum-stick, for 
stopping the blood after a razor 
for stopping the blood after a razor 
cut should never be used on differ- 
ent customers. Dirty and perhaps 
infected hands handle ice for water 
coolers, and a man was seen in a 
railway car to take the cover off the 
tank and drink from it, which might 
have infected every drop of water 
in the tank. The public cigar cutter 
infects many. Persons who use the 


public sanitary arrangements risk 
their lives. Too much cannot be said 
on such an important question of 
life and happiness. The public ap- 
preciates this disinterested service 
which the University is rendering. 


One Day in Five for Firemen. 

The community has no right to 
keep its servants in voluntary ser- 
vice by wages, however large. A 
man is entitled to the privileges of 
his home, his community and the at- 
tractiveness of the manifold rela- 
tions of life. The communities of 
Massachusetts are not giving the 
men who protect their property a 
square deal. Shut in from _ their 
homes twenty-one hours of day is 
not fair, either to the men or the 
community. The homes of these 
loyal men need them. The mothers 
in those homes and_ the children 
have some rights which the com- 
munity should respect. It is mor- 
ally wrong for any community to 
keep a man from his home in such 
a way. That home needs some of 
the father’s time and the com- 
munity robs those children of an 
inalienable right. Any man who has 
a heart in him rebels against this 
form of social injustice. While we 
are railing against the large cor- 
porations it would be well for the 
average citizen to turn around and 
use his eyes and his thinking cap. 
For the toleration of these condi- 


tions the citizens are to blame. The 
law ought to have long ago been 


past permitting the brave and loyal 
permanent men of our departments 
to have some opportunities for home 
life and recreation. It seems pos- 
sible now to remedy this glaring 
evil and the Breeze hails with pleas- 
ure the opportunity to register its 
approval of the proposed plan_ to 
grant the firemen one day in five. 
This is only an innovation in the 
smaller cities and towns. Boston, 
Brookline, Brockton and Lawrence 
have already adopted the system. 
It should be compulsory in many 
other towns. The referendum will 
permit each city or town to accept 
or reject the proposed scheme. There 
can certainly be no harm done in 
presenting the plan to the common- 
wealth with the provisions for local 
option.

A Club Drought. 


The expected happened when the 
stern legislative committee on the 
liquor law turned down the bill pro- 
viding for the issuance of elub h- 
censes for the sale of liquor to mem- 
bers in the no-license cities and 
towns of this commonwealth. The 
earnest efforts of the clubmen to se- 
eure the legalization of the sale of 
liquors in their club houses thus 
comes to naught and the campaign 
of the Watch and Ward society 
against liquor selling in the clubs 
located in no-license towns gets fur- 
ther encouragement. The triumph 
of no-license in Brookline some time 
ago has since been repeated in Mar- 
blehead and in Hamilton, notwith- 
standing the endeavor of the mem- 
bers of The Country club, the East- 


ern Yacht club and the Myopia to . 


stem the teetotal tide. The contest 
in Hamilton resulted in a tie vote, 
which operates the same as a ma- 
jority for the negative, and I am 
told there will be no recount of the 
yotes. Considering the fondness of 
the country clubmen for more or 
less stimulating liquor refreshment 
with their outdoor sports this tri- 
umphant crusade against the club 
bars in the rural retreats is rather 
discouraging, from the tipler’s point 
of view, at least. Besides, it cuts 
heavily into the club receipts and 
thus seriously imperils their finan- 
ees. The only alternative for the 
country clubmen would seem to be 
the cultivation of a taste for non- 
aleoholic drinks—or the adoption of 
the private individual bottle—From 
Talks of the Town, Boston Herald. 


Automobile Legislation. 


The Massachusetts House of Rep- 
resentatives will consider during the 
coming week the Bill introduced by 
the Automobile Legal Association, 
known as House Bill 1481, relative to 
the proper use of warning signals. 

This Bill has been delayed in Com- 
mittee for some weeks, but the senti- 
ment in its favor among the Repre- 
sentatives seems to indicate that it 
will receive the favorable considera- 
tion of the House. 

This Bill is for the purpose of 
forcing every motorist to equip his 
automobile with some kind of ade- 
quate warning signal which shall 
make an abrupt sound, such as al- 
most all types of warning signals 
ean make; of preventing unneces- 
sary noise; of restricting the use of 
automobile horns to warnings of 
positive danger, and forbidding the 
use of such horns for any other pur- 
pose, 
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President Taft’s Record of Achieve- 
ment. 


Certain facts are herewith courte- 
ously submitted for the econdidera- 
tion of those who desire to east their 
vote in the coming Presidential elec- 
tion for the man in whose ability, 
fearlessness, wise judgment, integ- 
rity of purpose, some progressive- 
ness and fidelity to principle they 
have confidence; for the man who 
stands not for words, not upon 
broken promises, but upon a record 
of actual achievements never ex- 
ceeded by any President since the 
inauguration of this Republic. That 
man is William Howard Taft. Con- 
sider the record of these achieve- 
ments during the three years of his 
Administration and let. his deeds 
speak for him :—In three years Pre- 
sident Taft’s administration has 
conducted forty-three anti-trust 
prosecutions. During his predeces- 
sor’s entire administration of seven 
and one-half years only forty-four 
prosecutions were carried on. More- 
over, President Taft has fearlessly 
prosecuted the greatest ‘and most 
powerful trusts the country has ever 
known. Certain strong opposition 
to his renomination is due to his in- 
flexible enforcement of the law. 

The railroads were prevented by 
a writ of injunction from putting 
rate increases into effect. President 
Taft appointed a Stock and Bond 
Commission, of which President Had- 
ley, of Yale University, was chair- 
man, which has made a most valu- 
able report for the basis of legisla- 
tion for the regulating of stock and 
bond issues, the prevention of stock 
watering, ete. 

The President has no power to 
veto any part of a bill. He must 
accept it all or veto it all. Had he 
been able to veto a portion he would 
have vetoed certain schedules in the 


The present Massachusetts law, as 
interpreted by the Courts, practi- 
cally forbids the use of adequate 
warning signals in cities, and per- 
mits the unrestricted and continuous 
blowing of horns in the country dis- 
tricts. Should the Bill referred to 
become a law, it will remedy both of 
these evils. 

During the past few weeks the 
Bill has gained in popularity, and 
now. has the support of the Massa- 
chusetts State Grange, the Massa- 
chusetts State Automobile Associa- 
tion, a large majority of the news- 
papers of the state, the selectmen of 
over 100 towns, and the non-motor- 
ing public in general, 


Payne-Aldrich Tariff Bill, of which 
he openly said he did not approve, 
but having to act upon it as a whole 
he signed the Bill because it re- 
duced the tariff by eight per cent., 
as has been proved by results; be- 
cause it gave practically free trade 
with the Philippines, for which he 
had labored so long; because it pro- 
vided for a corporation tax, due to 
his recommendation, which has not 
only brought thirty millions of dol- 
lars into the Treasury annually, but 
has given the Government valuable 
information of the activities of these 
corporations; and because it  pro- 
vides for a non-partisan Tariff 
Board, also upon his recommenda- 
tion, whose reports he could depend 
upon to sustain a demand for just 
reductions in the tariff. 

He vetoed tariff bills hastily com- 
piled before reports were received 
from this Board, for he knew that 
the ‘‘square deal’’ for all concerned 
could be obtained only upon non- 
political, impartial reports. Only 
by such honest, scientific investiga- 
tion ean the industries of the conu- 
try be safe-guarded and at the same 
time consideration be given to the 
rights of the consumer. As soon as 
reports were made by this Board he 
recommended reductions of the 
sehedules concerned, based upon this 
non-partisan information. 

To be prepared to meet financial 
emergency needs, upon President 
Taft’s recommendation an income 
tax amendment to the Constitution 
has been submitted to the States. 

President Taft appointed a Com- 
mittee to study and report on ex- 
penditures in Government Depart- 
ments. Rigid economy has been in- 
stituted in these Departments, and 
yet greater efficiency maintained. 
The Postoffice has been placed on 
a self-supporting basis, yet postal 
banks have been established and 
pareel posts recommended. By the 
efforts of the President the old 
‘‘nork barrel’’ system for river and 
harbor appropriations has been 
changed to a new policy upon a 
businesslike and scientific basis, de- 
pending upon recommendations of 
army engineers. 

On July 1, 1909, the Government 
faced a deficit of fifty-six millions 
of dollars. In two years’ time, July 
1, 1911, the surplus had risen to 
forty-seven millions of dollars. 

President Taft has provided for 
the accomplishment of conservation 
policies, and has obtained a bond is- 
sue for irregation projects. Of con- 
servation he himself has said: The 
problem is how to save and how to

WING to the reports of widely scattered uprisings against the Madere 
government in Mexico, it has again become necessary for the United 
States military. authorities to take measures for the guarding of the 
Texas frontier.

President Taft’s Record.

utilize, how to conserve and how to 
develop; for no sane person con- 
tends that it is for the common good 
that nature’s blessings should be 
stored only for unborn generations. 
Conservation is national. It affects 
every man of us, every woman, 
every child. What I can do in the 
cause I shall do, not as President of 
a party, but as President of the 
whole people: Conservation is not 
a question of politics, or of factions, 
or of persons. It is a question that 
affects the vital welfare of us all, of 
our children and our children’s chil- 

dren.”’ 

A new and excellent treaty with 
Japan has been secured—China was 
opened to American finance on equal 
terms—war in South America 
averted—peace in Cuba maintained 
by a word of friendly warning— 
treaties with Honduras and Nicara- 
oua that will make for permanent 
peace in these countries have been 
negotiated and await action by the 
Senate. The difficult situation last 
spring in Mexico was handled by 
the President with masterly tact, 
yet with a firmness that at that time 
aided in the reestablishment of law 
and order there while preserving it 
along our own border. 

President Taft’s great work for 
the Arbitration Treaties has aroused 
the approval of the leading civilized 
countries of the world and the en- 
thusiastic commendation of the best 
people of his own country. He has 
pleaded for these Treaties with all 
the fervor of his nature, with in- 
tense sympathy with those who 
must bear the burden in time of 
war, who must pay the cost out of 
their hard earned wages, for the peo- 
ple who contribute the human sacri- 
fice of men and boys, for the mothers, 
Wives, sisters and daughters who 
have to go through agonies of spirit 
waiting to hear from the battlefield. 
He writes: ‘‘For nineteen hundred 
years the message, ‘Peace on earth, 
good will to men,’ has been ringing 
down the ages, but it has remained 
for the United States to take the 
lead in giving to the first Christmas 


greeting conerete and _ practical 
form.’’ Mark you this: He has 


given to his country the credit due 
himself. Such is the nature of the man 

Under his administration the date 
of the opening of the Panama Canal 
has been advanced several months. 
Largely because of his interest the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition was se- 
eured for San Francisco. 

Ile appointed a commission and 
submitted its report to Congress on 
‘the better compensation of workmen

for accidents, which he strongly ad- 
vocates. 

The Thirteenth Census was made 
non-political—the extension of Civil 
Service recommended by him—the 
white slave traffic has been well- 
nigh extinguished—bucket shops 
forced out of existence—fradulent 
schemes frustrated by the Postoffice 
Department. Judicial appointments 
for the Supreme and Federal Courts 
he has made irrespective of politics 
or sectionalism. 

All this is the record of only three 
years! What Administration has 
been more progressive and yet pro- 
gressed with wiser judgment! 

President Taft has been absolutely 
fearless of the power of great cor- 
porations, while he encourages legiti- 
mate and honorable business enter- 
prises by proposing Federal incor- 
poration. He believes in the right 
of honest labor to unite for its legiti- 
mate interest and protection. He has 
placed the tariff revision on a non- 
political basis; he has reduced Gov- 
ernment expenditures and changed 
a deficit into a surplus; he has ad- 
vocated and practiced conservation 
policies; his foreign dealings have 
brought honor to his own country 
and justice to all; and he has led the 
world towards ‘‘peace on earth.”’ 

The greatness of the man _ has 
sometimes been obscured by his 
modesty, and by the fact that he is 
a statesman and not a_ politician. 
He has been a man of deeds unac- 
claimed by himself. With the sin- 
gle-hearted purpose of doing his 
duty he has earried out the pledges 
upon which he was elected. He has 
kept the faith. Well may the coun- 
try trust the man who has said, ‘‘T 
have not been willing, nor shall I 
be, to purchase it (a reelection) at 
the sacrifice of my freedom to do my 
duty as I see it.’’ : 

With such a great record of deeds 
accomplished for the benefit of the 
people and the progress of the Gov- 
ernment, no other man should be 
nominated by his party and no other 
man elected by his country. 

Finally, in all things has Presi- 
dent Taft been unafraid, unmindful 
of the consequences of rightful aec- 
tion upon his own political fortunes, 
regarding his office as one to be ad-

State Forester’s Report. 

The annual report of State For- 
ester F. W. Rane was transmitted to 
the legislature Tuesday. <A detailed 
statement of conditions of the moth 
work in the infested district and 
particularly throughout the eastern 
section of Essex County was given. 
The forester asks for the usual ap- 
propriation of one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars yearly for the next 
four years, and believes that the re- 
sponsibility for preventing the 
spread of the gypsy brown tail moth 
should begin gradually to rest upon 
the cities and towns rather than the 
State. 

Of the North Shore towns he says: 
Manchester—The infestation is gen- 
eral and very severe in some parts. 
Some of the wooded areas are being 
taken care of from the North Shore 
fund, and the residential section, 
street trees and private property are 
in much better condition than last 
year. Supervision has been very 
good, and an excellent spirit in gen- 
eral has been shown in the work. 

Essex—The gypsy moth occurs 
generally in this town, but the resi- 
dential section, only a small part of 
the town, is in somewhat better 
condition than last year. Consider- 
able more tin patching and remoy- 
ing of dead trees in orchards is still 
to be done. The wooded areas are 
not severely infested, and some of 
them have been cared for from the 
North shore fund. The supervision 
has been good, and local officials 


shave shown an excellent interest. 


Hamilton—The infestation of the 
gypsy moth at the present time is 
mostly in the woodland, the residen- 
tial section being in a very fair con- 
dition, although there is consider- 
able tin patching and removing of 
dead trees in some of the orchards 
to be done. The work has been sup- 
ervised in a very good manner, and 
generally good results obtained. The 
co-operation of local officials has 
been good, 
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The Railroad Question. 

The vice president of the Boston 
& Maine railroad, granted the trans- 
portation committee of the board of 
trade of Beverly, Rep. Herman A. 
MacDonald, chairman, a hearing on 
matters of interest to that city. In- 
cidentally these matters are of in- 
terest to the public which uses the 
Gloucester branch, either for local 
accommodation or for through ser- 
vice to Boston. The request for a 
shelter on the Beverly side of the 
track brought out the answer that 
within a few years the whole branch 
would be electrified and that the 
construction of a building in _har- 
mony with the architecture of the 
present building would not be an 
economical expenditure of money. 
This assurance by the officials of the 
Boston & Maine railroad is good 
news to the Gloucester branch for 
the real solution of the transporta- 
tion problem of the shore from Bev- 
erly to Rockport, of necessity lays 
over the road bed of the Boston & 
Maine railroad. The electrification 
of the branch with an increased train 
service will satisfy the requirements 
of business and pleasure for years. 
The branch has a good train service 
and fault eannot be found with the 
day service. The service in the even- 
ing is very poor. Unfortunately, the 


American express train which goes 
up the branch about 7 o’clock is on 
its way through to New York and 
that proposition to have it stop at all 
stations is excluded. It has been 


‘suggested by a member of the trans- 


portation committee of the Beverly 
board of trade, that a train be run 
from Rockport to Salem, a little af- 
ter seven. In this way any derange- 
ment of the schedule of trains into 
Boston will be avoided and any who 
wish to go to Boston, can alight at 
Salem and take the train from there. 
It is believed that the board of trade 
of Salem, as well as the board of 
Beverly, will be willing to fortify 
the request of the Gloucester branch 
for a train later than the 6.22 from 
Rockport and accomodating all of 
the stations on the branch. The pas- 
senger department has promised to 
take the request for this service into 
consideration in making up the new 
schedule. 


The New Deed Law. 

A new law has been placed upon 
the statutes of Massachusetts, mak- 
ing it legal for a man to transfer to 
his wife or a wife to her husband, a 
deed without a go between. An old 
blue law has hitherto forbidden this 
transaction. The old law was based 
upon an obselete theory of the legal 
status of the man and wife. Now it 
is clearly seen in the practice of 
equity and the theory of law that 
the partners in family life have in- 
dividual rights. The new law while 
serving as an economic measure for 
the registrars of deeds really ex- 
presses the modern conviction of the 
personal rights of individuals. The 
husband and wife are indeed one. 


In the years gone by, the necessity . 


for the preparation, writing, signing 
and registering of two deeds in or- 
der that a wife or husband may con- 
vey a parcel of property to the other 
partner in the home life is done 
away and a single deed can now be 
prepared, written and recorded. The 
convenience to the partners is ap- 
parent and the saving in expense 
while nominal, the price of register- 
ing one deed is appreciable. But the 
great saving will be the economy of 
space on the books and in the office 
of the Registry of Deeds. 


The New Potash Find. 
The reputed finding of an immense 
deposit of potash in an old lake bed 
in San Bernandine County, Califor- 


nia, is of great importance to the in- 
dustries of the United States. There 
has been for a long while an un- 
fortunate clash between the users 
of potash in America and the Ger- 
man Potash trust. Most all of the 
available potash in the world has 
been stored in the mines of Germany. 
The high duties and regulative re- 
strictions placed upon the trade has 
resulted in no small embarrassment 
to the American manufacturies and 


- the state department in Washington. 


If it proves as the first examination 
seems to indicate that there is pot- 
ash enough in the old lake for thirty 
years to come the situation in the 
potash market has been relieved by 
2 surprisingly fortunate turn of 
events. 


Marriage and a Health Certificate. 

The Dean of the Protestant Epis- 
copal cathedral of Saints Peter and 
Paul, has taken a courageous and 
commendable stand upon the ques- 
tion of matrimony. He is clearly 
within his rights as a minister of the 
gospel. The law recognizes the mar- 
riage ceremony as a civil duty and 
as far as the community is con- 
cerned, at the marriage, the clergy- 
man performs a civil rite and such 
civil rite must be recorded by him 
upon the books of the city or town 
clerk. LEceclesiatically the record of 
the marriage is made upon the par- 
ish record, but civilly it is recorded 
upon the books of the clerk of the 
community. While the clergyman 
does perform a civil duty it is not 
an obligatory duty. He has the per- 
sonal right to marry or refuse to 
marry any or all couples who come 
to him seeking his office. 

No criticism can be made of the 
bishop for refusing any couple who 
come seeking his offices. The dean 
has the right to formulate any rules 
he may choose in his parish in re- 
gard to that matter. Any criticism 
good, or otherwise, must be made 
upon the judgment shown in the 
grounds upon which the marriage is 
refused at his hands. Some states 
already have required a physician’s 
certificate. 

The dean subjects himself to no- 
toriety and his action becomes a na- 
tional topic of discussion. His stand 
has doubtless been the result of per- 
sonal observation. Every thinking 
man must acknowledge that the 
marriage of unfit people has been 
the cause of much social suffering

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and sin. The refusal by law to grant | 


certificates of marriage to the phy- 
sically unfit is not an infringment of 


personal liberty for the liberty of 
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the individual is limited by the good 
of the social group. 

The amateur in social study knows 
that a large per cent. of the expense 
in which the state has been involved 
for the care of the weak, poor. 
idiotic and diseased has been due to 
unwise or cruelly wrong marriage of 
physically unfit persons. May it not 
be that the dean has seen the tiny 
suffering infant destine from birth 
to the ravages of tuberculosis be- 
cause of the diseased parents? Is it 
a wonder that he has come to so 
radical a conclusion? In fact may he 
not be a John the Baptist erying in 
the wilderness? Must not the State 
eventually follow with such a rule? 
It is blindness not to see the begin- 
ning of many social wrongs in wrong 
marriages. The claim of the dean 
that it will lessen the number of di- 
vorees is well said. There is a rea- 
son why the state has hesitated to 
take the step. Perhaps this reason 
will act as a deterrent upon legis- 
lation for some years to come, but 
nevertheless, no criticism can be 
made of the dean’s attitude and ac- 
tion to purify the home and lift 
high the standards of matrimony. He 
is acting clearly within his rights. 


March Bird Life on the North Shore. 


The light fall of snow Sunday, 
continuing on the ground well into 
the week, has driven the spring birds 
out from under the cover and soli- 
tude of the woods and the seclusion 
of the Marshy wetlands and swamps 
to the open roads and fields. Hven 
the shy song sparrow and junco flit 
about the houses and bars seeking 
food. At no time of the year does 
the call of nature stir the mind so. 
There is no season when the song- 
sters’ trill notes are so pleasurable 
as ina snow storm. Yet all through 
the storm of Sunday the little song 
sparrow sang out his bold proclama- 
tion of spring in the face of the win- 
ter’s last struggle to hold nature in 
bondage. The robin has not been 
friendly this winter. Last year he 
stayed through the seasons, and at 
Manchester’s Singing Beach and 
Pride’s Crossing shores he was seen 
in flocks. At Preston Place in the 
beautiful open plain of the Shaw es- 
tate two blue jays have been regu- 
P larly leaving fas rustic lonliness of 
old Chebacco woods to satisfy their 
hunger on the tidbits left out with 
kindness aforethought by a loving 
friend. The junco has not been so 


attentive during the winter, owing 
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partly to the unusually light fall of 
snow and the long season of bare 
ground. They seek civilization most 
often when the snow covers their 
feeding grounds. His suit of slaty 
gray, with its low cut vest of white, 
is not worn by any other of our 
birds, and while some species show 
white outer tail feathers in flight, 
the junco’s seems to be more than 
usually conspicuous. In a month or 
more they will fly northward and 
make their home in nothern New 
England. He is such a joy to the eye 
on the snow covered ground! When 
seen, the bird lover feels that nature 
has not been too unkindly for a few 


of the feathered have remained to 


weather the winter. The tree spar- 
row has also been about with his 
rufus crown and his distinguishing 
spot on the breast. They, too, wiil 
remain but a short while, but they 
will not be missed for other friendly 
visitors from the south will have 
returned again to sing at the morn- 
ing hours. The rusty red fox spar- 
row has been seen, but not so num- 
erous this winter as in the year be- 
fore last. Then they were seen in 
small flocks. Now ‘they are seen 
onee in a while singly. One chicka- 
dee has pleased the ear with his 
sweet little song. But no song has 
been so cheerful as the notes of the 
song sparrow. His song is often 
heard as early as February, but this 
year he has not been heard. fad Mees 
magic of his voice bridges the cold 
months of early spring; as we lis- 
ten to him the brown fields seem 
ereen, flowers bloom, and the rare 
branches become clad with soft 
rustling leaves.’’ The sparrow will 
stay with us and bring up three 
families of little song sparrows be- 
fore the winter’s cold begins again. 


The Opening Season. 


Within ten days of the time the 
ereek was dynamited to allow the 
grand sea going barges to bring in 
their store of coal for the citizens of 
Manchester, crocuses with flowers 
abloom, and the snow drops also, 
were found poking their welcome 
petals above the cold ground upon 
an open southerly exposure. The 
hepatica may be in bloom, but who 
has found any of these harbingers 
of spring? The pussy. willow, the 
faithful early sign ‘of * the coming 
glory of nature’s awakening, has 
long been with us. Every tree is 
showing the budding of new life 
and the sap of the tree root and 


heart is beginning to flow. The 
buds of the lilac bush are pro- 
nounced and nature lovers have 


broken branches, to coax into an 
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earlier life indoors in the flower 


vase, but nothing can excel the 
forcythia for forced early house 


blooms. Nature has treated us 
severely enough this winter to send 
an early spring and no one would 
stay his hand.

The Immortal Hope. 

The awakening of nature, the 
spring time, and the return of the 
great day of the Church dedicated 
to the faith in the immortality of the 
soul imparted to the world by the 
founder of the church, causes even 
the careless to give more than a 
pasing thought to the destiny of 
man and the worth of the soul with- 
in. What all would have revelated 
is the answer to the question. After 
death, what? It is of no small mo- 
ment in this ideal of an immortal 
hope that every race known to the 
anthroplogist has had some belief in 
an immortal life. Many of these 
have’ been crude, irrational and of- 
ten bestial. But others have been 
cultured and bore ineffaceable evi- 
dence of the spirit in man. Today 
many are of the mind of Shelley, ‘‘I 
hope but my hopes are not unmixed 
with fear for what will befall all 
this inestimable spirit when we die. 
I am content to see no farther into 
futurity than Plato and Bacon. My 
mind. is tranquil: I have no fears 
and some hopes. In our _ present 
gross material state our faculties are 
clouded: when death removes our 
clay covering, the mystery will be 
solved.’’ There is an element of un- 
certainty in the minds of the man 
who-tries to ferret out the secrets 
of the inner life and the destiny of 
the soul, unaided by faith. For faith 
in immortality is born of the heart 
and not of the mind. The heart has 
joys the mind can never understand 
or deny. This uncertainty, timidity 


and fear which dominates the in- 


timations of Shelley are symbolic. 
His hope is the same wavering hope 
of all literature, all poetry and all 
philosophy. There is a marked con- 
trast to this hopeful fear and fear- 
ful hope in the strong and certain 
faith in the immortality of the soul 
in Paul the Apostle to the Gentiles, 
who says, ‘‘There is a natural body 
and there is a spiritual body. First 
that which is natural, then that 
which is spiritual.’’ The spring tide 
awakening is used by that great 
Leader of men, not as an argument, 
but as an illustration to the eye of 


the reality of the unseen, ‘‘for eye 
hath not seen nor ear heard, neither 
hath it entered into the mind of 
man.’’ ‘‘That which thou sowest is 
not quickened except it die. And 
that which thou sowest, thou sowest 
not that body that shall be.’’ No 
better argument and intimation of 
immortality has been written than 
the words of the letter on that sub- 
ject which he wrote toa body of 
believers at Corinth. But whenee, 
came this steady faith in the midst 
of a world of paganism and doubt 
with its paralyzing agnosticism con- 
cerning all the virtues of the in- 
dividual and society. This certain 
note of faith came from the Master 
of men. The faith of Paul was the 
faith of the risen Christ. From Jesus 
of Nazareth, the world received the 
great message of faith in immor- 
tality. As a faith it is proclaimed 
positively without argument or logic 
to be the end of Christ’s life to pro- 
claim eternal life. Christ has carried 
the world with him and the soul 
reach of the heart in man finds its 
faith for the immortal hope in the 
testimony of the Easter thought, 
the Risen Christ. 
The New Steamer. 

After tomorrow, Beverly Farms 
will have an efficient steamer avail- 
able for action in ease of fire in the 
district. It has been nothing short 
of a good fortune that the Shore 
has not been visited by a severe fire, 
for under the strain of a severe fire 
fight the old engine would doubtless 
have failed.

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A New Ordinance the Remedy. 

Beverly Farms has not won her 
fight yet for better sidewalks. A 
partial victory has been obtained 
which should be followed up. It was 
supposed that when the Board of 
Aldermen voted a generous amount 
of money to be used for sidewalks 
at Beverly Farms as a part of the 
budget that the end had_ been 
reached. It is now known that this 
amount is not available for exten- 
sion work along a definite plan. The 
sidewalk money is available upon 
the old plan, helter-skelter, method. 
This is not what is needed but con- 
tinues the old trouble. Beverly 
needs a new ordinance which will 
permit the Sidewalk committee un- 
der the direction of the proper 
superintendent to expend the whole 
of that budget on a single continu- 
ous stretch of sidewalk somewhere 
in the town and permit the exten- 
sion of sidewalks next year from 
the point of discontinuance this year. 
Would it not be in the line of pro- 
gress to present a petition from the 
ward, now, to this effect, through 
the alderman of the ward? 


Learn This New Word. 

Under the management of Francis 
H. Rowley, the society for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals, is 
making great strides. He made a 
diseovery—a new word—and he 
would pass it on—philozoic. George 
Herbert Palmer, professor of Har- 
yard university has said ‘‘that a 
great impetus would be given to our 
language if each one would learn 
and use two new words a day.”’ 
Philozoic is a good word in expres- 
sion, content, use and etymology. It 
will be well if it can control the 
purse. After the word has been 
added to your vocabulary Mr. Row- 
ley would be pleased to have you 
make use of it by sending a remit- 
tance for the new animal hospital 
in Boston. ‘‘We had never seen the 
word. We wanted it and were 
tempted to make it. When men de- 
sired to express that within them 
which went out toward their human 
kind with emotions of kindness and 
affection they put two Greek words 


together and we had ‘‘philan- 
thropy.”’ Then all organizations, 
societies, guilds, associations that 


sought to relieve the suffering of 
men and aid them in distress or bet- 
ter their condition were called 
‘‘philanthropic.’? Why should we 
not take the two Greek words, one 
“to love’? and the other ‘‘animal,”’ 
and make the word ‘‘philozoic,’’ 
just as ‘‘to love’? and ‘‘man,’’ in 
Greek, had been made into ‘‘philan- 


thropic?’’ Our societies for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals, our 
refuges and shelters for them, our 
various associations that seek their 
welfare we could not quite speak of 
as ‘‘phianthropic;’’ we did not like 
to call them ‘‘charitable.’’ 

Had not this same desire oceurredl 
to someone else? We turned to the 
Century dictionary to see and, lo, 
there we found it: ‘‘Philozoie hav- 
ing tenderness for brute creatures, 
characterized or prompted by fond- 
ness for animals.’’ Perhaps it sounds 
a trifle strange,.just as all unfamiliar 
words must till we recognize their 
helpful service and avail ourselves 
of them. The readers of this paper, 
henceforth, will understand what is 
meant when they see such a phrase, 
for instance, as ‘‘the philozoic soci- 
eties of the country are agitating 
the subject of humaner methods: in 
the slaughter of all food animals.”’ 
If Archbishop Trench is right in 
saying, ‘‘It is sad to note how much 
richer our vocabularies are in words 
that set forth sins, than in those that 
set forth graces,’’ then shall we not 
be doing our common speech a real 
service if we help to add to it one 
more beneficent word? 


Spring. 

The season is still backward, but 
undeniable signs of earth’s awaken- 
ing are with us. The fields are still 
unplowed and no one has dared to 
test nature’s good intention with a 
row or more of hardy peas. In-dther 
years this has been done earlier even 
than now. The birds were return- 
ing one by one a week ago, but are 
still more numerous now. The pheas- 
ants which stay about through the 
winter have been shy. Many have 
been seen at Preston Place, West 
Beach Hill and on the open lands of 
Monsterrat. One, more trusty than 
the rest of a trio of pheasants found 
his way into the dooryard of a Hart 
street cottage to eat with the hens, 
only to stay awhile to return again, 
which he did on the following day. 
At the Hooper estate in Manchester 
a bluebird was heard but not seen, 
late last week. <A flock of black 
birds made merry about Central 
square at Beverly Farms, in the 
storm of a week ago. The robins 
are still scarce. Two have been seen 
about, but they are keeping away, 
noticeably, for they are the most 
neighborly ‘of the feathered kin. 
The song sparrows are more numer- 
ous. The Juneos still remain and 
the fox sparrows as well. On Thurs- 
day a lone frog broke the stillness 
of the evening hour with his spring 
song. Beneath the accumulated

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BIG IMPROVEMENT 
FOR MANCHESTER 


Channel 100 Feet Wide to Be Dredged from the Entrance 
to Harbor, New Yacht Club, Across Glass Head F lats 


One of the most important moves 
in the line of permanent improve- 
ments for Manchester is about to be 
undertaken by the state in dredging 
a channel 100 feet wide at the bot- 
tom, and 6 feet deep at low water, 
across the Glass Head flats at the 
entrance to the harbor. The chan- 
nel will be dredged from the deep 
water of the outer harbor to a point 
about opposite the Yacht club. From 
that point into the inner harbor has 
already been dredged. 

The harbor and land commission- 
ers were petitioned by the town to 
give their assistance in this project 
and they have decided to spend 
$15,000, with the understanding the 
town will appropriate $6,000 of this 
amount. 

The selectmen have assured this 
amount and with this understanding 


the commissioners have prepared 
plans and _ specifications and_ bids 


will be opened on the 12th of April 
for doing the work. Just as soon as 


the town takes. action at its ad- 


journed town meeting, April 15, the 


state will give out the job and work 
will be started at once. The work 
must be completed by.October 1. 

Few Manchester people realize the 
importance of this work. The en- 
trance to Manchester harbor has 
been of a very crooked and winding 
nature, and almost impassable to the 
stranger. By cutting this straight 
channel across the flats anyone 
could find their way into the barbor 
at any time. 

The channel will be buoyed later 
and properly lighted. 

This project is made possible 
largely through the efforts of Chair- 
man Edward 8. Knight of the board 
of selectmen who has worked in- 
defatigably to bring it about.

Beverly’s new fire engine, the 
product of the Combination Ladder 
company of Providence, and pro- 
nounced by experts to be one of the 
finest seen in this part of the state, 
arrived in Beverly Monday from 
Providence and was unloaded from 
the freight yards cars at the Boston 
& Maine yard and taken to the Cen- 
tral fire station. 

The new engine will go to Beverly 
Farms and old Engine Three, after 
long years of service, will go to the 
North Beverly fire station. The old 
engine was taken up to Hose Three 
on Saturday and will be overhauled 
and put in commission there giving 
splendid protection to aay section 
of the city. 

The new engine will ‘i tried out 
on Beverly Common Saturday after- 
noon and fire chiefs from all over 
the state have been invited to at- 
tend. C. N. Richardson of the Com- 
bination Ladder Company, the build- 
ers of the engine, is coming to Bev- 
erly for the trial and the judges will 
be Col. J. W. Spencer of Salem, 
Capt. C. A. Kent and H. C. Farrell 
of this city. A lunch will follow the 
trial. 

The new engine is a special second 
size engine, built especially for the 
Farms district. It is lighter than 
the great large first size steam fire 
engines but yet is fully as powerful, 
as the committee insisted upon hay- 
ing an engine built with a large 
heating surface, extra large steam 
cylinders and extra large water 
eylinders. 

The pump and engine parts are 
what is known as’ the Amoskeag 
type, while the boiler is a special 
combination boiler equipped with 
copper cased smoke tubes and water 
tube nests. The running gear is 
well made, with hand forged trim- 
mings. The frame itself is of steel, 
with a crane neck so that the for- 
ward wheels turn under. 

A water tank of sufficient size is 
carried underneath the driver’s seat 
to supply the boiler with fresh water. 
The wheels are rubber tired and the 
rear hubs are equipped with the 
latest design of double acting band 
brake. The boiler and all steam 
connections have been made to com- 
ply with the laws of the state of 
Massachusetts and have been so ap- 
proved. The residents of the Beverly 
Farms district can feel well assured 
that they have for their protection 
a good, large. powerful fire engine

PRINCELY GIFT TO MUSEUM. 


Pride’s Summer Resident the Donor. 


Francis Bartlett of Boston and 
Pride’s gave to the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts Tuesday, a most prince- 
ly gift. It was property in Chicago, 
valued at close to $1,500,000. From 
this real estate at the corner of State 
and Dearborn streets in Chicago the 
Museum is assured for almost 209 
years an average income of more 
than $59,000, as the property has 
lately been leased for 198 years at 
an annual net ground rental of $50,- 
000 for the first five years, $55,000 
for the next 20 years and $60,000 
for the remaining 173 years. Fig- 
ured on a leasing basis of 4 per 
cent., the value of the real estate 
runs near $1,500,000. In the letter 
which was sent with the deed to 
the special meeting of the trustees, 
called for 5 o’clock Tuesday, the 
donor directed that for a series of 
years the income be used ‘‘to pur- 
chase works of art selected, ap- 
proved and recommended by the 
curators of the respective depart- 
ments or other experts employed by 
the Museum, which will add distine- 
tion to the collections of classical 
antiquities and paintings.’’ Other- 
wise the gift is unconditioned and 
the trustees. may in their discretion 
use the income as may seem best. 

Nine years ago Mr. Bartlett gave 
the museum a collection of classical 
antiquities including the famous 
head of Aphrodite, the value of 
which was estimated at $1,000,000. 

Mr. Bartlett has been a trustee of 
the museum since January, 1890. He 
was born in Boston, in 1836, and 
was graduated from Harvard in the 
class of 1857, with John D. Long as 
‘one of his classmates. He studied 
law and was admitted to the bar in 
1860, and in 1867 he married Mari- 
anna Hubbard Slater of Norwich, 
Ct. She died after a few years, 
leaving him with two daughters, 
neither of whom now survives. 

To most persons who heard of the 
eift it seemed an impressive fact that 
the donor, who has been something 
of an invalid for a few years, has 
never been in the present museum 
building since it was opened to the 
public. He inherited a fortune from 
his father, Sidney Bartlett, who was 
for many years a leading lawyer of 
Boston. He has been extensively 
interested in manufacturing, rail- 
way and mining enterprises. 

In making the splendid donation, 
Mr. Bartlett wrote—‘‘I make this gift 
in recognition of the obligation 
which rests upon the citizens of 
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Boston to furnish the means with 
which to enrich the collections of 
the museum, and in the hope that 
others may be encouraged to give. 
It is my firm belief that the collec- 
tions which already contain so 
many objects of the first import- 
ance, will grow with increasing 
rapidity, and that the museum, 
which now furnishes a high type of 
enjoyment will, as the years pass, 
become of even greater importance 
to the community, both by makirg 
the collections more definitely valu- 
able for education and by increas- 
ing the happiness derived from see- 
ing with understanding beautiful 
and interesting works of art. This 
will be accomplished more quickly 
if the city assumes, as I think it 
should, a portion of the burden of 
caring for and effectively exhibiting 
these collections which have been 
given by public-spirited and gener- 
ous citizens for the benefit and en- 
joyment of the whole people.’’

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Jy SS a ae Se al a 
THE EASTER SALUTATION 


Matthew 28:9 


TEXT: All Hail! 


Extract of sermon by Rev. A. G. Warner, Manchester Baptist Church 


On the first Easter morning, the 
risen Christ spoke to His loved ones; 
and this was His salvation. There 
can be no better Easter motto than 
that which Christ Himself used; it 
is more than an exclamation; it is 
a command to do something and 
that something is to rejoice. It is 
the greeting of one who is glad to 
others who ought to be glad. ‘‘ All 
hail, rejoice!’’ and this is what 
Christ said to His disciples on the 
first Easter morning. 

We must not forget that the 
minds of the disciples were already 
in a state of wonder. The air was 
full of angels. The angel of the 
Lord descended from heaven, and 
came and rolled back the stone 
from the door of the Sepulchre and 
sat upon it. His countnance was 
like lightning, and His raiment 
white as snow. The women saw an 
angel within the sepulchre. Then 
again two men stood by them in 
shining garments. And John tells 
us that Mary saw two angels sitting, 
one at the head and the other at the 
foot, where the body of Jesus had 
lain. It was not one angel coming 
in the vision of the night, but it 
seemed as if the air was full of 
them, saying, ‘‘Fear not ye’’ and 
‘Why weepest thou?’’ 

There are some things that are 
mysteries unrevealed. They are 
mysteries of God beyond human 
reason; and though we may think 
about them and speculate to some 
extent, yet there should be no pro- 
fane attempt to force our way into 
the Holy of Holes. In regard to 
some things we must wait rever- 
ently, until we no longer see through 
a glass darkly, but face to face and 
know as we are known. But these 
angels were a revelation from God, 
a part of that great revelation in 
Jesus Christ. It is no profanity to 
inquire why they were sent, and 
just what was the significance of 
their coming. 

It teaches us the nearness of 
angels. As they are sent by God, it 
is not one, once in a thousand years. 
But what Jacob saw in the vision, 
when God had so few faithful serv- 
ants on earth, is more emphatically 


true today. The angels of God are 
continually ascending and descend- 
ing, between earth and heaven. 


‘It hes around us like a cloud, 
The world we cannot see; 

Yet the sweet closing of an eye, 
May bring us there to be.’’ 


But these angels became visible 
to men on that occasion. It teaches 
us that the resurrection of Christ 
was something of great importance 
since angels came to greet men on 
that occasion—important in heaven, 
as well as on the earth, as there was 
silence in heaven at the crucifixion, 
so at the birth and resurrection, 
there was rejoicing in heaven, such 
rejoicing that the echoes of it 
reached the earth. Angels appeared 
to men erying,—‘‘ Behold I bring 
you glad tidings of great joy’’ and 
then again asking a bereaved wo- 
man .‘‘ Why Weepest thou.’’ 

But it was Christ who said, ‘‘ All 
hail!’’? These words, the first so far 
as the account goes, spoken by Him 


after the crucifixion, we should 
especially notice. 

Note first the contrast. A short 
time before, beside the tomb of 


Bethany, Jesus wept. Three days 
before, as He went out in the even- 
ing to the dark shades of the olive 
trees, He said to His nearest friends: 
—‘My soul is exceedingly sorrow- 
ful, even unto death,’’ and being in 
agony, He prayed the more earn- 
estly, and Elis sweat was as it were 
ereat drops of blood, falling down 
to the ground. And on the cross 
He had eried ‘‘I thirst.’’ The pains 
of this mortal body which He bore 
were felt even then. And worse 
than that, there were pains of mind 
and heart, a mysterious spiritual 
darkness resting upon Him, which 
found expression in the words ‘‘ My 
God, My God, why hast thou for- 
saken me?’’ But now He no longer 
feels human pain; He has fought 
and conquered; He came from the 
grave, with glory and majesty, and 


in joy and gladness, erying ‘‘ All 
hail.’’ 
These words indicate His own 


triumph, the great triumph of the 


Inearnation. When Christ was laid 
in the grave, the whole world might 
well call His life a failure. He hum- 
bled himself; He was despised and 
rejected of men; the powers of this 
world opposed Him; when His time 
was come, He faced them bravely, 
but they bound Him, | slandered 
Him, condemned and crucified Him ; 
they seattered His followers, and 
put a guard over His grave. Was 
ever defeat more complete? The 
boldest of His disciples had denied 
Him; His body was confined in a 
tomb of solid rock; a huge stone 
was rolled at the door; and back 
and forth, before it, paced the Ro- 
man soldier, regular as the sun, 
fearless as the storm, inflinching as 
the rock. Did it not seem that the 
ease of sinful humanity was hope- 
less? Then came the triumph. The 
soldiers became as dead men; the 
rock was no longer hard; death, it- 
self, had lost its power; for Jesus 
triumphed. He rose from the dead 
erying ‘‘All hail! Rejoice! Rejoice! 

This means triumph to humanity 
as well as to Christ. There was 
good reason why those disciples 
should rejoice, else Christ had not 
commanded them to do so. Because 
He lives, we shall live also. — Be- 
cause the trials and limitations of 
earth no longer crush Him into the 
grave, so in His resurrection and 
life there comes to us a deliverance 
from the fatal sorrow of earthly sin. 
This word of cheer comes to us still, 
because it tells us of a world be- 
yond, of a spiritual existence, of a 
life like that of Him who rose from 
the grave. This resurrection and 
the angels around the tomb are the 
reflection of heaven’s splendor upon 
the earth. It is heaven and salva- 
tion and eternity, for you and for 
me. This is the true meaning of the 
promise because He _ lives, we 
shall live also. Today, on _ this 
Easter morning, we behold an in- 
teresting sight. A few buds are 
swelling, there are traces of green 
grass about us, but back in the 
woodlands there is snow, to the 
north there is much more, the

Easter sermon by Rev. Louis H. Ruge, at Congregational Church, Manchester 


In the joy of this Easter service 
and Easter hope, let there be no un- 
thinking enthusiasm. There are 
those that insist on reasons for the 
faith that is in us; therefore let us 
have a rational basis on which to 
build the thought of the subject. 

In consideration for those that 
demand the up-to-date that I pur- 
posely depart from the order of 
mere homileties and extract but one 
of the great thoughts that my text 
contains,—progressive resurrection 
What a wonderful story is the life 
study of Jesus Christ! 

The world itself contains a won- 
derful story. The tale of its struc- 
tural creation in space,—the form- 
ing and fashioning of it in the 
heavens without hands,—its founda- 
tions laid without seeing a single 
builder about the work, as if you 
should see a great structure erected 
without a soul or a sound attending 
its building,—every detail from the 
foundation to the artistic finish 
flashing into being by unseen work- 
man,—what a dramatic glory to the 
tale! Order appeared out of chaos. 
Isles and continents and mountain 
ranges arose from watery wastes. 
Vast seas sought their level. Vege- 
tation and living creatures came to 
glorify the earth. All this wondrous 
story goes on with an unseen crea- 
tor behind the work. But there is 
no more wondrous story than the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ. Crea- 
tion tells but the story of man’s 
coming and going, but the gospel 
tells the story of his eternal exist- 
ence. 

The story of the resurrection is 
the story of a resurrected world. 

The time between the crucifixion 
and the resurrection was the dark- 
est in the history of the race. The 
hope of humanity, that ‘‘sat in the 
darkness and shadow of death,’’ had 
received, with Christ, its death 
blow. Henceforth the race could 
produce no greater, sublimer soul. 
Lf he: fails everything fails. For, 
think a moment,—have even the 
Christian ages of a redeemed world 
produced a greater soul? Then 
what was the fate of an unredeemed 
world? Has any vitalizing or re- 


generating flower been born of the 
old order of things since Christ’s 
day? Then what would be man’s 
condition today had the old order 
of things continued as they were 
and getting worse? 

The last gasp of Jesus Christ on 
the cross was the last gasp of a 
world. The fatal plague of sin had 
done its work. From the court of 
kings to the hovel of the slave, from 
philosopher to savage, from temple 
to idolatrous shrine, the world’s life 
was finished. For three days, not 
only the fate of Jesus, but the fate 
of mankind hung in the balanee. 

The world had built its hopes on 
mere philosophy and mental culture. 
It had drifted to its doom on that 
rotten spar and had gone down to 


death. You, who talk mere philoso- 
phy and mental science as_ the 
power of salvation and life, are 


academic and science is not in you. 
You forget that the world talked 
that way throughout untold ages be- 
fore Christ came; until at last they 
stopped talking that way and had 
abandoned themselves to despair 
and death. When you talk philoso- 
phy and science today, be sure that 
it is Jesus Christ’s philosophy and 
science, for that only is the hfe of 
the world. 

There was only one possible hope 
for Jesus Christ to demonstrate his 
divine power by getting up out of 
that tomb. 

Had Christ’s body remained in 
that tomb to perish, there would 
have been no Christianity to preach; 
there would have been no chureh to 
hear: there would have been no 
Paul the apostle of a risen Christ; 
there would have been no hope to 
inspire the world; there never would 
have been a Christian era, nor a 
Christian civilization and a world 
progress. 

The resurrection of Jesus was also 
the resurrection of the race. The 
angel, that rolled the stone from the 
tomb of Jesus, rolled the stone from 
the tomb of a world’s despair and 
death. 

Easter morn built the moral 
structure of the world anew and put 


new foundations under a_ world’s 
faith. 

Haster is a new point of view for 
the world. It gives a new interpre- 
tation to all life’s affairs. It is the 
new solvent of lfe’s mysteries. It 
is the new standard of existence. 

Easter is a new and never-ending 
world-wide program of progress. 
The creative energy of the Almighty 
is now implanted anew in the more 
abundant life of Jesus Christ. 

The vitality of the Christian ages, 
to the great throbbing activities of 
modern times, is the pulse-beat of a 
world’s resurrection. <All the great 
revolutions and progress of the na- 
tions are the result of regenerated 
life. 

Never was the soul of man so 
living and alert as today. The 
resurrection is not over, its glory is 
all around us. It is perpetuated un- 
to every generation in ever inecreas- 
ing power. The miracle is not his- 
toric of the past alone, nor prohetic 
of the future alone, it is a’ present 
fact. Angels this morning are roll- 
ing stones from world tombs, hoary 
with antiquity. Old world empires 
today behold the glory and feel the 
power of a resurrection. Seores of 
statesmen in Japan and China are 
quoted today as declaring that the 
superiority and power and progress 
of the western world must be as- 
eribed to Christianity. 

Progressive politics, progressive 
laws, progressive nations, progres- 
sive thought,—all are mere details 
of the progressive resurrection of 
mankind. Everywhere a_ strange 
pulsation and power quickens the 
race to the farthest corners of the 
earth, until this miracle of a world’s 
progressive resurrection is the won- 
der of all ages. 

And the greatest wonders of 
Christian civilization and progress 
are not yet come, but coming. When 
the life of Christ shall permeate 
every soul on earth, this will be a 
resurrected world. 

If through man’s invention he ean 
produce pure white paper from fil- 
thy rags, I believe Christ will take 
these vile, sinful bodies and loose 
them from the bonds of disease and 
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death and make them like unto his 
own glorified body. 

Why is this truth of the resur- 
rection so imperfectly understood 
and the hope so dim in many? Let 
me ask another question. Why is 
human intelligence so dim?—why is 
genius and wisdom and intuition so 


dim? Because these things are not 
cultivated. Burbank claims that he 
can so develop the rind of an 


orange or the husk of a nut to the 
point where the rind and the shell 
are everything and the sweet, nour- 
ishing heart is nothing. So men, of 
the earth, earthy, develop the ani- 
mal, the material, the husk until it 
is everything and faith and hope 
and reason and intuition are noth- 
ing. Theat and that only is the rea- 
son for dead souls. Flatter not your- 
self for your doubts and unbeliefs, 
deplore them rather as showing that 
your soul is being atrophied and is 
tending toward death. 

Not every soul is passed from 
death unto life; not every soul 
knows the power of his resurrection, 
only the regenerated soul. Sin is 
just as fatal as ever in destroying 
the soul. But more souls are pass- 
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ing from death unto life and know 
the power of Christ’s resurrection. 

Passing from death unto life is a 
present and earthly experience. 
Every regenerated soul is a repeti- 
tion of the Easter miracle. Im- 
mortality is not a future bequest, it 
is a present gift. ‘‘He that hath the 
Son hath life.’?’ There is an inner 
life that not a grain of dust can 
touch, not a germ can destroy. 
Weakness, pain, disease, are indica- 
tions that the husk of this life is 
being removed. 

Go then into the world of human 
affairs, into larger plans of labor, 
into a fuller unfolding of your 
powers, cheered and inspired by the 
truth of the resurrection. Go brave- 
ly, persistently, fearing neither the 
death of the bodies in yonder 
cemetery, nor the death that walks 
the street in human forms; go, as- 
sume the fact of immortality as you 
must assume a thousand scientific 
facts in the universe in order to live 
and make progress,—‘‘for the Lord 
is risen indeed,’’ and as his life and 
work extend through eternal ages, 
so does the life and work of them 
that are his.

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The Evening Train Service. 

The service which has been ren- 
dered the Gloucester branch by the 
Boston & Maine Railroad has been 
good and no complaint can be rea- 
sonably made against the accom- 
modations afforded the public. The 
railroad has hke every other con- 


cern a problem in economy. The 
public requires good service and 
such service must and _ should be 


paid for. There is a financial obliga- 
tion which the pubhe owes a road 
before new advantages can be af- 
forded. This problem cannot be 
ignored by a _ Railroad any more 
than by any other business enter- 
prise. The problem of the evening 
service is really a problem in econo- 
mies. It will be a great convenience 
to the public if there were another 
train on the branch between the 
one leaving Rockport at 6.22 and 
the next one leaving at 8.42, but 
to the railroad it is a business pro- 
position and must be met as such. 
The passenger department of the 
railroad is giving this problem their 
attention and it is now _ being 
worked out. The results may be a 


new train after seven p. m. At the 
present time it does not appear 
practicable to the railroad to aug- 
ment the service on the Gloucester 
branch, but the railroad is work- 
ing upon a plan, the feasibility of 
which is still problematic, but which 
may turn out to be practicable. In 
this event it may be found possible 
to meet the wishes of the Glouces- 
ter branch in part, if not wholly, on 
the new summer schedule. If the 
suggested plans prove feasible it 
will prove a great convenience to 
the branch. 


The Opera House Problem. 

A final appeal has been made by 
Eben D. Jordan to put the manage- 
ment of the institution upon a sound 
financial basis. The letter is care- 
fully and convincingly written and 
should result in many _ responses, 
making the end _ desired a reality. 
Mr. Jordan has personally been un- 
tiring in his service and has spared 
no expense making the enterprise 
the success that it now is. The editor 
of the Boston Transcript writes well, 
when he says: ‘‘If ever anyone were 
entitled to make an appeal, it is Mr. 
Eben D. Jordan a sum from the col- 
lective community, which is a mere 
fleabite to what he individually has 
contributed and is still contributing 
to opera in Boston. Boston has been 
taunted with what Chicago and 
Philadelphia would have done under 
like circumstances, yet we find that, 
while it is Boston’s ambition to set 
up an opera company all it own, 
they have contented themselves with 
a divided enterprise. It is required 
some special appealing and effort to 
raise this guaranty fund, it is not 
beyond belief that the Opera’s 
‘prosperity’? up to date has miti- 
gated somewhat against it. Mr. 
Jordan’s energetic buoying of it up 
has considerably screened its real 
vicissitudes and prevented a salient 
object lesson from forcing itself un- 
pleasantly upon those mindful of 
Boston’s fame. We are confident 
that this. last appeal will not be 
without its effeet, and that shortly 
the opera will be beyond those: fi- 
nancial shoals from which Mr. Jor- 
dan says this guaranty will free it.’’ 

Mr. Jordan writes: ‘‘The amount 
of $50,000 is all that is necessary to 
make the Boston Opera independent 
of financial problems. ,Is it the 
opinion of the eitizens of Boston 


that opera of the same quality as 
given during the present season is 
distinctly a benefit to the city? If 
so, why is the Guaranty Fund not 
fully subscribed? Surely, this fund 
is for a most worthy cause. There 
must be hundreds of people, who 
have not yet contributed, who feel 
that permanent opera in Boston 
would be a splendid thing both for 
themselves and for the city. 

‘‘T firmly believe that if opera is 
continued on the same high plane 
as now for the next three years, a 
public will have grown up in that 
time that will render any Guaranty 
Fund unnecessary. If you give to 
this fund you give for yourselves, 
your children and your city. Can 
anyone find anything in the world 
more beneficial or inspiring to be in- 
terested in than an institution that 
confers its benefits upon one’s chil- 


dren, one’s city and oneself? Does 
the public realize what Boston 
would be next winter’ without 


opera?’’ 

Boston can be depended upon to 
respond with its usual spirit to this 
convincing and reasonable appeal. 


The Sidewalks at Beverly Farms. 

Despite the difficulties before him, 
Alderman Loring is doing every- 
thing that can be done to put the 
money appropriated for Beverly 
Farms, into good walks. He is handi- 
capped by an old ordinance and the 
outcome is problamatic. The ques- 
tion is now in the hands of the 
committee on sidewalks, George H. 
Hurd, chairman. Everyone inter- 
ested in the sidewalks of Beverly 
Farms should write or telephone 
Mr. Hurd at once, thus strengthen- 
ing the hands of the alderman from 
the ward.

He held up a box 
and stammered ‘‘He-’ere’s s-some- 
thing for c-camp.’’ Mrs. Bennett 
asked him to thank his mother for 
it, and he rephed ‘‘My mother did- 
n’t send it. I earned it myself 
p-pickin’ huckleberries.’’ 

Now, as no boys are allowed at 
camp, and as most of the girls are 
many years older than this little 


chap, Mrs. Bennett thought that 
about the best present she had. 
Three successful seasons have 


given Mrs. Bennett experience and 
an insight into the immense oppor- 
tunity for good along this line. Most 
of the girls come from homes where 
care sits heavily upon each member 
of the household. Many are mother- 
less, some are entirely alone in the 
world, working bravely to support 
themselves. One of Mrs. Bennett’s 
constant duties is to see that they are 
happy while in camp. To this end, 
she provides a novel entertainment 
each week. 

A camp newspaper is ‘‘published”’ 
weekly, one of the most interesting 
items being the ‘‘Lost’’ .and 
‘*Found’’ column. 

Mrs. Bennett does not lose sight

of her girls when August is over 


She continues to be ‘‘Mamsie Ben- 
nett’’ all the year around, and exerts 
a splendid influence over her 
‘‘daughters.’’ 

It is hoped that the summer of 
1912 will make it possible to extend 
the work and entertain a larger 
number of girls than during any 
previous season.

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Death of T. Jefferson Coolidge, Jr. 


Thomas Jefferson Coolidge, Jr., of 
Boston and Coolidge Point, Man- 
chester, son of the ex-ambassador 
to France, prominent in financial 
and banking circles in Boston for 
more than a score of years, who had 
been identified with many leading 
New England business enterprises 


in the past decade, died at his 
summer home, Manchester, early 


Sunday morning, after an illness of 
many months’ duration. 

Mr. Coolidge recently returned 
from the south, where he spent the 
winter in a vain attempt to regain 
his health. His illness had _ pre- 
vented him from taking an active 
interest in business for over a year. 

HIe was born in Boston, March 16, 
1863, the son of Thomas Jefferson 
and Hetty Sullivan (Appleton) 
Coolidge. He entered Harvard in 
the fall of 1880, graduating in 1884 
with the degree of A. B. On Sept. 
30, 1891, he married Miss Clara 
Amory, daughter of C. Amory, then 
of Brookline, but who now lives at 
278 Beacon street, Boston. To the 
couple were born four sons—T. Jef- 
ferson, 3d; Amory, William A. and 
J. Li. Coolidge—all of whom survive 
him. The first named is a student 
at Harvard. 

Mr. Coolidge was probably best 
known through his connection with 
the Old Colony Trust company, Bos- 
ton, of which institution he was the 
founder. He was its president from 
1890 until 1903, giving up the office 
in the latter year upon the orders of 
his physicians, and becoming the 
chairman of the executive commit- 
tee. 

In the following year, however, 
he assumed the presidency of the 
Bay State Trust Company, which 
office he held up to the time of his 
death. In January, 1907, he was 
elected president of the American 
Loan & Trust company, but his 
election was only temporary. He 
retired from the office a short time 
.ater, giving place to a permanenu 
president. He had also been presi- 
dent and director of the Lawrence 
Manufacturing company. 

Besides being a director in all the 
above companies, Mr. Coolidge was 
a member of the board of directors 
in the American Bell Telephone 
company, the American Telephone 
& Telegraph company, the Amos- 
keag Manufacturing company, the 
Edison Electric @iluminating com- 
pany of Boston, the General Elec- 
tric company and the Western 
Union Telegraph company. He was 


trustee of the Suffolk Savings Bank 


“New York. 
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for seamen and others. Up to a 
few years ago he had also been vice- 
president and director of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce for almost 
two decades. 


The deceased was a member of 
the Algonquin, Country, KHssex 


County and Somerset clubs of Bos- 
ton and the North Shore and the 
Metropolitan and Knickerbocker of 
His summer estate was 
at Coolidge Point, Manchester, which 
resort was built up and developed 
by his distinguished father and bore 
the family name. It is a beautiful 
spot on the North Shore and one at 
which the deceased spent the great- 
er part of the year for rest and re- 
laxation from his varied activities. 
He will be sincerely mourned by a 


very large cirele of friends and 
business associates. He was an 


uncle of Miss Eleanora Sears. 
The funeral was held at Trinity 
chureh, Boston, Tuesday afternoon 
at 3 o’clock. Bishop Lawrence. offi- 
ciated assisted by Rev. Alexander 
Mann, D. D., rector of the church.

The tragic fate of the magnificent 
liner Titanic has grieviously struck 
the North Shore colony if the fate 
of those missing becomes a reality. 

First on the lst comes Major 
Archibald W. Butt, military aide to 
President Taft; Clarence Moore of 
Washington and Pride’s, who mar- 
ried Miss Mabelle Swift, daughter 
of Mrs. E. C. Swift of Chicago and 
“Swiftmoor,’’ Pride’s. George D. 
Widener, the great financier was 
numbered among the West Man- 
chester colonists last season as ten- 
ant of the Eben D. Jordan estate. 
He is a son of P. A. B. Widener, the 
traction magnate of Philadelphia. 
Mrs. Widener before her marriage 
was Miss Eleanor Elkins. The cou- 
ple went abroad several weeks ago, 
Mr. Widener for the purpose of in- 
specting several works of art his 
father had intended to purchase; and 
Mrs. Widener to supervise the pur- 
chase of a trousseau for her daugh- 
ter, Eleanor, whose engagement to 
Fitz Eugene Dixon recently was an- 
nouneed. 

Frederick M. Hoyt and wife of 
New York and Marblehead, are re- 
ported safe on board the Carpathia, 
also Col. Archibald Gracie of Wash- 
ington, who was among the guests 
at the Leach cottage, Manchester, 
last season. Mrs. Clarence Moore is 
believed to have survived, also Mrs. 
Widener and her maid. Miss Eliza- 
beth M. Eustis of 1020 Beacon street, 
Brookline, also on the Titanic, was 
of the Eustis family party that had 
the small Laurence cottage, Hospital 
Point, Beverly, last season. 

Frederick M. Hoyt reported 
among the survivors is one of the 
best known yachtsmen in Massachu- 
setts and extremely popular in Mar- 
blehead. He first came to the town 
in the summer of 1909. His yachting 
affiliation was the New York Yacht 
club and he came to Marblehead as 
a candidate to enter the Sonder 
Klasse races. His boat was named 
the Skeezix and she has won many 
races. Mr. Hoyt is a member of the 
New York, Eastern and Corinthian 
yacht clubs. 

Mr. Hoyt liked Marblehead so 
well that he bought the valuable es- 
estate in Ocean avenue, Marblehead 
Neck, formerly owned by the son of 
the late Senator Redfield Proctor of 
Vermont. He remodelled the place 
after buying it and spent nearly six 
months of the year there, thoroughly 
enjoying himself on the water in his 
boat. He became a resident of the 
town and oftentimes came on from 
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New York, expressly to vote. 

Mr. Hoyt was 48 years old and 
was a man of considerable means. 
Ile had no business connection that 
is known of in Marblehead. He was 
married but had no children. Gard- 
ner Hathaway, a well known Marble- 
head real estate agent confirmed the 
statement that the F. M. Hoyt on 
the Titanic was the summer resident 
of Marblehead, because he said he 
knew of Mr. Hoyt being in Europe 
and that he was expected to return 
toAmerica at this time. 

Maxwell Norman of Hamilton, the 
well known polo player, was booked 
to sail on the Titanic and his name 
was on the passenger list that was 
cabled to New York. Mr. Norman 
did not sail on that ship, however, 
changing his passage to the Oceanic. 

As we go to press reports come 
that J. Tracy Eustis of Boston, who 
had two sisters on board the Titanie, 
has received word at St. Johns that 
one of them has been picked up by 
the steamship Olympic, but that no 
word has been received of the other. 

Mr. Eustis heard later that his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Walter Stephenson, of Hart 
ford, Pa., had been rescued by the 
Capathia. He was also informed 
that another woman ealled Miss 
Ellis in the list of survivors on the 
Capathia was supposed to be Miss 
Elizabeth M. Eustis of Boston, an- 
other sister. 

The women are nieces of George S. 
Mandell of the Boston Transcript. 

Mr. Eustis was one of the large num 
ber of persons who passed through 
St. John on their way to Halifax, 
hoping to meet friends and relatives 
among the survivors, whom they be- 
lieved, were being taken to that 
port. Mrs. Stephenson visited the 
Kustis family at Beverly last sum- 
mer,

TO DREDGE HARBOR. 


State to Assist Manchester in Dredg- 
ing 100-ft Channel Across Glass 
Head Flats. Adjourned 
Town Meeting. 


The most important action at the 
adjourned Town Meeting in Man- 
chester Monday evening was the ap- 
propriation of $11,000 for dredging, 
$6,000 of which will be turned over 
to the state to be expended under 
the direction of the Harbor and 
Land Commissioners, $3,000 to be 
spent under the direction of the 
town and $2,000 for dredging at 
Masconomo Park under the direc- 
selectmen of the town and $2,000 
for dredging at Masconomo Park 
under the direction of the Park 
Commissioners. 

The state is to spend $9,000 in 
conjunction with that appropriated 
by the town in dredging a 100-ft. 
channel from the entrance to Man- 
chester harbor, opposite the Man- 
chester yacht club, in a straight line 
across the Glass Head flats. The 
channel from this point now winds 
snake-like along the beach shore and 
finally after a very circuitous route 
leads into deep water. The channel 
has always been a treacherous one 
for strangers especially, and has 
been a means of keeping many 
yachtsmen away from the harbor. 
For years and years the project of 
cutting a channel across the flats 
into deep water has been talked of, 
but it was looked upon as one of 
the big improvements for the town 
which would come in the far-distant 
future. The channel is soon to be 
a reality, however, for the state has 
already received bids and has award- 
ed the contract for the work. It is 
proposed to have the channel Ort 
deep at low water. 


The adjourned meeting was called 
to order by Moderator Allen at 7.30. 
The report of the Forest Warden 
was accepted. Chairman KE, 5. 
Knight of the selectmen read the re- 
port of the board relative to dredg- 
ing and made some explanatory re- 
marks relative to the improvements, 
propriated for dredging, $6,000 to 
be paid into the state treasury to be 
spent under the direction of the 
Harbor and Land , commissioners 
and the balance $(3,000) to be 
spent under the direction of the 
selectmen. Voted unanimously. 

Under the same article he moved 
and it was so voted, that the select- 
men be instructed to petition the FH. 
and L. commissioners to appropriate 
such sum of money for dredging in 
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1913 in Manchester as arrangements 
can be made for. 

Art. 39. $2,000 was appropriated 
for dredging under the direction of 
the Park dept. Yes 45, No. 0. 

New bath-house. The special com- 
mittee reported, recommending that 
two small bath-houses be erected in- 
stead of one large one,—one for 
ladies, the other for men and that a 
suitable shelter be provided. 

Plans were presented. In reply 
to various questions it was brought 
out that the houses are to be 40 ft. 
8 in, by 14 feet each, that they will 
cost between $1,200 and $1,500, that 
the committee had not gone into the 
details of location but that it would 
be such that it would not interfere 
with view from other buildings near 
the beach; so far as possible the 
houses now standing on the beach 
would be left there, but some would 
be destroyed, that matter to be left 
to the discretion of the park board; 
each house would have 16 rooms; the 
shelter would be between the two 
houses. 

The whole matter was recommit- 
ted to the committee to report at the 
adjournment of this meeting in May. 

W. ©. Rust reported for the com- 
mittee on Tuck’s Point picnic house. 
After careful investigation the com- 
mittee had found that the present 
building was overcrowded at any of 
the large gatherings and they recom- 
mended the building be enlarged by 
building 15 feet to the south-west 
end, two ventilators to be built in 
the roof, the main roof to be re- 
shingled, the piazza roof renewed. 
the floor repaired, the shutters re- 
newed and hung on the outside, and 
that the building be repainted. 
$2,000 was appropriated for this 
purpose. 

Chairman Reed of the park dept., 
reported on the proposed improve- 
ments at Maseonomo park. The plan 
as submitted by Olmstead Bros., 
called for the permanent improve- 
ment of the park and it was esti- 
mated said improvements would cost 
$40,000. It was not desired to raise 
all of this sum, but to have the im- 
provements extend over a period of 


ten or twelve years, to start the 
work from Beach street. Three 
recommendations were made: 1. 


That the town accept the plan made 
by Olmstead Bros., dated April 7, 
1911, and that the park board or 
their successors be instructed to 
carry these plans out; 2. that $3,000 
be appropriated for 1912 to carry 
on the work and that a like sum be 
appropriated each year until the 
work is completed; and 3. that ar- 
rangements be made for a specific 
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and systematic furtherance of such 
plans. 

W. C. Rust believed this was the 
right thing to do. He said that in 
the past, one board had earried on 
one form of improvements at the 
park, another board another work. 


Ile believed some definite plan 
should be adopted and then go 


ahead on that plan. 

Under Art. 46 the GAR was 
granted free use of the Town hall 
for Memorial Day. 

Art. 49. E. P. Stanley asked for 
$100 additional for the treasurer’s 
and collector’s dept. He said that 
covered cost of buying a typewriter 
which he has been using the past 
year. Voted. 

Art. 25. Police. E. S. Knight said 
a number of minor improvements 
were found necessary at the police 
station. $400 was appropriated to 
cover cost of same. 

At 8.20 the meeting was ad- 
journed until Monday evening, May 
20, at 7.30 o’elock.

The thirtieth of April will be an 
important day in the history of 
Massachusetts, for on that day the 
citizens of the state will cast a vote 
for the -first time for delegates to 
the conventions which will choose 
the candidates for the Presidency 
of the United States. As the cam- 
paign progresses, the Yneaning of 
the decision in Massachusetts in- 
creases. If Massachusetts should 
fail to register for Wiliam Howard 
Taft it would be more significant 
than the vote of any of the states 
already received. What happened 
in Maine, Illinois and New York was 
not unexpected. If Massachusetts 
turns away from Taft to Roosevelt 
the vote will be surprising in its 
effect upon what has already become 
the most interesting contest for the 
presidency of the United States in 
the last two generations, perhaps 
since the days of the contest for 
president in Lincoln’s second term. 


Realizing the importance of the 
Massachusetts vote the Roosevelt 


forees have used every known means 
to increase his strength. Mr. Roose- 


velt thinks it worth while to come 
into the state. He has been here 
twice already and will return again. 
It is apparent on the very surface of 
things that while the voting strength 
of Massachusetts is small that there 
is a contest on. It is a rare Presi- 
dential campaign when both con- 


testants find it politic to enter the ~ 


state. Yet this has happened and 
every republican should guard well 
his birthright and be in town to 
vote at the primaries. 


The Boston & Maine Railroad. 

It seems to be the popular will at 
present to take up the sledge ham- 
mer and pound. The corporations of 
the country apart from the legiti- 
mate prosecutions which are justifi- 
able because of the breaking of the 
laws of the country, have been 
forced to bear unusual expenses be- 
cause of flagrant attacks by the 
press, in unjustifiable suits, in 
speeches of political damagogues 
and unscrupulous lawyers. When the 
current once starts in any given 
direction it is hard to stem it. Public 
opinion is formed quietly but steadi- 
ly and the unvarnished falsehoods go 
unrefuted from mouth to mouth. In 
this form of attack every corpora- 
tion of any size has suffered. It is 
not to be wondered at that the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad has had its 
share to bear. It has been popular to 
give that system a bad name. It is a 
striking fact that never before in 
this state have the railroads been 
more susceptible to the influence of 
pubhe opinion. This is clearly seen 
in the foreed position which the 
Boston & Maine Railroad took to 
inform the publie as to its improve- 
ments and care of the transportation 
problem plaeccd in their hands. 
There is no doubt that many abuses 
have crept into giant corporations, 
but nevertheless corporations should 
have some protection from the in- 
vidious and evil insinuations of ‘the 
press. The onlooker is forced to 
stop and ask—what is back of these 
persistant attacks on the Boston & 
Maine? What do they mean? 


Clara Barton. 

The passing of Clara Barton into 
the life eternal brings to mind again 
the loyal work of the nurses of the 
great Civil war. War brings with it 
the terrible fruits of hardship, pain 
suffering and death. The hospitals 


filled rapidly. All this made work, 
requiring beyond the skill of the 
physician the devotion, relief and 
fidelity of the nurse. The soldiers 


and sailors earned every reward 
which has been their honest due but 
their faithfulness and_ patriotism 


was equalled by the loyal women 
who served their generation and 
country on the field and in hospitats, 
Clara Barton, lantern in hand, in the 
darkness of the night, went out on 
the field of battle and ministered to 
the needs of the wounded and com- 
forted the dying. When asked 
‘“‘how she, a young woman, could 
bear all that horror,’’ replied, ‘‘Just 
by forgetting whether I lked it or 
not; just by seeing only the need 
and doing what I could to relieve it.’’ 
They do well to call her the ‘‘ Angel 
of the Battlefield,’’? ‘‘The Soldiers’ 
Mother,’’ ‘‘God’s Christmas Gift of 
Ninety Years Ago.’’ With her faith- 
ful and self sacrificing was begun 
the great work of the Red Cross 
society. The spirit of Clara Barton 
will anew be known and felt. She 
being dead yet speaketh. 


Colonel Roosevelt vs. Congressman 
Gardner. 

The surprise of the week in the 
aenouement of the presidential nom- 
ination contest was the challenge 
forwarded by Congressman Gardner 
of this district to his friend Colonel 
Roosevelt. The situation is unpar- 
ralled in the history of the United 
States a former President, seeking 
for the nomination of the republican 
party finds a glove thrown at his 
feet by a Congressman. Mr. Gard- 
ner is sincere in his challenged and 
has made a ‘‘move’’ that will force 
Mr. Roosevelt to guard well the ring 
wherein he has set his hat. The ad- 
dresses of Mr. Roosevelt and Presi- 
dent Taft brought the contest into 
Massachusetts.

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worthy of the highest respect, can 
fail to see that his platform ad- 
dresses of the last year have be- 
fogged the real issues. With an able 
debater on the same _ platform to 
answer the fallacious arguments of 
the former President and to bring 
forward the real issues of the eam- 
paign and defend the President of 
the United States and the republi- 
ean party of which he is the titulac 
head, Mr. Roosevelt will find him- 
self in an entirely different situation 
than that presented by addressing 
an enthusiastic hero worshipping 
audience of the west. If this debate 
is aranged and earried out it will 
be of great political import. It will 
turn the eyes of the whole country 
back to Massachusetts. The con- 
test was precipitated in Massachu- 
setts. It may end in Massachusetts. 
Every day that goes by adds to the 
barometrical importance of the pri- 
maries in Massachusetts. If this 
debate results in a defeat for Mr. 
Roosevelt it will be the beginning 
of the end—then comes Waterloo.

Massachusetts 
is loyal to Taft and Mr. Gardner will 
answer the charges in open debate 
against the administration. It will 
be a battle of giants and such a 
contest would be a_ battle royal. 
Tlow can Roosevelt avoid the con- 
test? 


The Teachers’ Salary. 

The teachers of Beverly are peti- 
tioning for an increase in salary. 
This opens up the whole question of 
compensation which is just to the 
teacher and fair to the community 
which the teacher serves. It is a 
mistake for any community to keep 
the teachers’ wage lower than other 
cities or towns because good teach- 
ers are attracted by the shghtly in- 
creased salaries and are forced by 
necessity to seek employment in 
such cities or towns paying larger 


salaries. This results in an impair- 
ment of the service. No teacher can 
do good work for a community 


while he or she is worrying about 
personal economies. Any communi- 
ty that will see the lght will re- 
ceive back in loyal service and in- 
telligent te: whinge more than is ex- 


pended in salary increases. Larger 
Salaries mean that the teachers 
worry less, have more. efficiency 


developing recreations, travel more, 
have more funds with which to pur- 
chase hooks and more money to take 
needed vacations and rests. What 
the teacher gains adds to her con- 
tentment of spirit and _ personal 


efficiency and goes back to the com- 
munity in increased efficiency in the 
school room. <A corps of discon- 
tented teachers is the inevitable re- 
sult of low wages. 

A high grade and _ intelligent 
corps of teachers with an enviable 
esprit de corps is the inevitable re- 
sult of reasonable wages. The high 
cost of living now prevalent pre- 
vents the teachers of every com- 
munity from obtaining — suitable 
clothing, rooms, board and_ other 
life necessaries at the low rates cur- 
rent when the present schedule of 
Wages was arranged. It is a well 
known fact that many laborers re- 
ceive larger returns for their labor 
than do the trainers of the future 
citizens of our towns and cities. <Al- 
ready the competition of other eall- 
ings, suitable for the training and 
skill of women, is being felt in our 
school systems. Young women may 
now choose their vocation. 

The school room ceases to have 
the attractiveness it once had, for 
other fields of labor are opening to 
women and the schools are feeling 
the resulting competition. The 
ereatest evil in the adjustment of 
modern wage seems to be to get 
most for the least money. This shows 
itself inevitably in the state wide 
movement to benefit the women 
teachers. <A teacher ought to be 
paid what she is worth to com- 
munity and ought not to be engaged 
for the least that can be paid to 
keep body and soul together. The 
worth of the work and not the cost 
of living should be staidard. The 
facts are that the teachers of our 
schools are worth more than they 
are now getting. It is poor economy 
to try to save money on the school 
budget of any town or city. Put the 
salaries up; it is the best sort of 
municipal economy.

It is well for every voter to bear 
in mind the duties and responsi- 
bilities of citizenship on next Tues- 
day. For the first time in the politi- 
eal history of this state the citizens 
have been able directly to. express 
their preferences for the nomina- 
tion of their party for President of 
the United States. The question to 
he settled on Tuesday will be of 
larger influence than the actual day 
of voting for president because of a 
strange combination of cireumstan- 
ees. The country is looking for- 
ward with unusual anxiety to the 
decision which is made in the Old 
Bay State. 

The attitude of the Old Bay State 
will have a larger influence than 
the small number of delegates which 
will go to the convention. The 
moral influence of Massachusetts 
loval to Taft or bolting to the Roose- 
velt will be great. There can be no 
escaping the conelusion that the 
votes in Massachusetts this year will 
count as they never have counted 
before in the choice of a President. 
It is evident on the face of things 
that Massachusetts is a strategtic 


politic to east his hat into the ring 
in Massachusetts. Mr. Taft has been 
in Massachusetts before and was 
here again this week. 

No one who has heard Roosevelt 
and Taft upon these great issues 
can fail to be drawn with irresist- 
ible power to the standard of hon- 
esty and integrity and national 
unity so ably and tactfully main- 
tained by the greatest President the 
country has known since the days 
of the immortal Lincoln. If there 
is any resemblance in the arena of 
modern politics of any personality 
to the Great Man who saved the 
country it is William Howard Taft. 
Patiently like the man of the Civil 
War days he has borne the heat and 
battle of the day and refused to 
descend to the pit to find political 
campaign material. He has stayed 
at his post doing the nation’s work. 

Roosevelt is a mighty man. He 
served his country well. No man 
with judgment or sense of fairness 
will attempt to ‘‘smudge’’ the noble 
career which was his. Besides he 
has been our president. He has been 
a man chosen from among the peo- 
ple to lead the destinies of the na- 
tion as its chief executive. As such 
Mr. Roosevelt deserves the honor 
and respect of every loyal Ameri- 
can. 

But all that Mr. Roosevelt is and 
has been Mr. Taft is, also. Fearlessly 
he has refused the dictation of little 
and big men in polities. The very 
antagonism of Mr. Roosevelt to the 
policies of Mr. Taft and Mr. Taft’s 
stubborn refusal to be infiuenced, 
ecajoled or intimidated into taking 
on other positions than his own be- 
cause they were the positions of his 
friend, Theodore Roosevelt shows 
the strength of the man. Mr. Roose- 
velt is a strong man and his power 
has and is great but he was unable 


.to eatech in his nets the masterly 


spirit of Taft. If Mr. Roosevelt has 
been strong Mr. Taft has ‘been 
stronger and he has and will have 
the loyal vote of every republican 
voter on Tuesday of next week. 


The Gardner-Roosevelt Issue. 


Mr. Roosevelt did avoid meeting 
Mr. Gardner in open debate in a 
Massachusetts arena. The refusal is 
significant. The giants did not meet. 
Mr. Roosevelt was wise. There was 
nothing for him to gain and every- 
thing to lose. The situation in 
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Massachusetts has been so tense it 
would have been a bad defeat for 
Mr. Roosevelt. Besides, the odds 
were against him. It would have 
been a battle on the enemies ground. 
It was well for his campaign that he 
stayed away. 

He has lost nothing, but Mr. Gard- 
ner gained. much. Mr. Gardner’s 
gains were Mr. Taft’s gain.

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A Taft Victory. 

It is now apparent that President 
Taft carried the State of Massachu- 
setts. Such a result was not unex- 
pected although the vote was closer 
than anticipated. The conservative- 
ness of Masachusetts was depended 
upon. The vote for Mr. Roosevelt 
was a decided rebuke despite the 
victory for him in gaining the dele- 
gates at large. One of the most un- 
fortunate results of the Primary 
was its defeat of the will of the peo- 
ple on the vote for delegates at 
large. Mr. Taft carried the state 
preferentially and failed to obtain 
the delegates at large. This result 
was brought about by the presence 
of a ninth delegate for election at 
large. This delegate was disgrun- 
tled because he had not been placed 
upon the regular slate and ran in- 
dependently. He pledged himself to 
Taft. The other eight in a group 
were pledged to William Howard 
Taft. The primary ballot was com- 
plicated. To its bewilderment must 
be added that it was the first pri- 
mary for President held in the state. 
Kach voter was permitted to vote 
for only eight in the delegates at 


large group. Many thousands of 
voters made an error and voted for 
the one isolated disgruntled politi- 
cian and also for the eight. This 
nullified the voters vote on the dele- 
gates at large. Consequently it 
transpires that Mr. Taft carried the 
state and lost the delegates at large. 
Jt is reasonable to suppose that the 
delegates at large belonged to Mr. 
Taft. It is unreasonable to suppose 
that the voters of Massachusetts 
voted for Mr. Taft as their Presi- 
dent and were unwilling to vote for 
his delegates at large. The election 
was a victory for Mr. Taft and a 
decided rebuke to Mr. Roosevelt. It 
is most unfortunate that the will of 
the people of Massachusetts should 
be balked by the very ballot that 
was supposed to grant the people 
new powers and privileges. The 
delegates at large elected do not 
represent the will of the people as 
prferentially expressed by their en- 
couraging vote for Mr. Taft. In the 
loss of these delegates the President 
has not had a square deal. 


The Contested Delegation. 

Mr. Roosevelt has already made a 
publie statement saying that if the 
preferential vote was for him and 
Mr. Taft won the delegates he would 
contest the delegation, on the theory 
that the delegates do not represent 
the will of the people. As a matter 
of fact the situation is actually the 
reverse of the imagined situation. 
Mr. Taft has won the preferential 
vote of the people and is the man of 
the people, the people’s choice. Mr. 
Roosevelt has won the delegates at 
large and he is not the choice of the 
people. Will he claim the delega- 
tion at large from Massachusetts? 
Can the delegates at large be true to 
the Roosevelt doctrine that the will 
of the people is supreme and vote 
for him at Chicago? The will of 
Massachusetts has been undeniably 
expressed. William Howard Taft is 
the people’s choice. If the Roose- 
velt delegates at large vote for Mr. 
Roosevelt they will be defeating the 
will of the people, the great Roose- 
veltian slogan. What will Mr. Roose- 
velt do with the Massachusetts dele- 
gates at large that do not express 
the will of the people? 


Municipal Education. 
A new departure in Municipal 
Edueation could be made by the 
towns on the North Shore which 


would result unquestionably in the 
cultivation of a loyal community 
spirit wherever tried. Each of the 
towns from Rockport to Beverly 
Farms would reap an immediate 
benefit. Each year the annual bud- 
get of the Town, of Rockport, the 
City of Gloucester for Magnolia, the 
Town of Manchester, and the City 
of Beverly for the Town of Beverly 
Farms should make a liberal but not 
necessarily large appropriation for a 
series of public lyeeum programs to 
be given during the winter season. 
This departure although novel to the 
North Shore is not new. Boston has 
been trying the experiment with 
success for some years. It would be 
peculiarly successful in the towns 
along the shore. These appropria- 
tions could be placed in the hands 
of competent unpaid commissions 
for expenditure. This commission 
could create its own organization 
and each of the towns could each 
winter for a small expenditure of 
money provide in an economical and 
dignified way for public lectures and 
instructive recreations. The field is 
wide open. Every church on the 
shore has endeavored to solve the 
severe ploblem in its own way but 
the sphere of influence of any one 
chureh, cathole or protestant, is so 
limited that the social service to the 
communities is nil. The possibility 
of developing this field by private en- 
terprise is hopeless. No group of 
individuals can spare the time from 
business to develop it to a degree 
warranting it as business enterprise. 
On such a basis such courses are 
doomed from their inception to finan- 
cial failure. But as a municipal en- 
terprise it ought .to succeed. The 
school-house halls or town halls are 
vailable and in making such use of 
them the modern movement to so- 
cialize the influence of the school 
will be partially realized. This pro- 
position is worth ‘considering and 
the Breeze suggests it to the Town 
we suggest it to the Town of Man- 
chester, the Cities of Beverly and 
Gloucester, for their wards, Beverly 
Farms and Magnolia, and the Town 
of Rockport. 


The Coal Question. 

It now appears that the coal scare 
is about over. The _ bituminous 
miners came to an agreement some- 
time ago. Now, the anthracite min- 
ers have come to an amicable under- 
standing. This agreement however,

The city government acted wisely 
in its choice of a steamer and every- 
one is satisfied. The problem of lo- 
comotion in the fight for the steamer 
was secondary to the fight for an 
adequate fire protecting apparatus. 
The time will come when city ec- 
onomies will permit it to purchase a 
tractor. Meantime property owners 
are grateful that a powerful steamer 
has been placed in the district to 
protect property interests.

Socially he is. one 
of the best-known men in Washing- 
ton. He was born in Clarksburg, 
W. Va., in 1865, and when he fin- 
ished his education in Dufferin 
College in Ontario he interested 
himself in the development of min- 
eral wealth of that state as did the 
late Senator Stephen B. Elkins and 
ITenry Gassaway Davis.

IN MEMORIAM. 


Major Archibald W. Butt U. S. A. 


Since the relentless sea has re- 
fused to give up its dead in the per- 
son of the late Major Archibald W. 
Butt, U. S. A., the former aide to 
President Taft, Titanic victim and 
heroe, the Breeze now assumes its 
sdd and regretted duty in paying 
its tribute and recognizing the 
worth and popularity of the de- 
ceased as has the press of the coun- 
try. Maj. Butt was a familiar figure 
in club and social life on the North 
Shore or on the shore and woodland 
drives with the President. 

Major Archibald W. Butt, mili- 
tary aide to two presidents was 
forty-six years old, a native of 
Georgia and a descendant of an old 
colonial family. 
at the University of the South, Sew- 
anee, Tenn., and as a young man 
went’ to Washington, and for sev- 
eral vears was well known as a cor- 


respondent of various southern 
newspapers. In 1905 he wrote a 
study of southern life, entitled 


‘“‘The Other Side of the Shield.’’ 
He was appointed a captain and 
quartermaster of volunteers in 1900 
and commissioned in the permanent 
establishment the following year. 
He made a ereditable record in the 
Philippine insurrection and, return- 
ing to the United States in 1903, 
was the voungest officer ever de- 
tailed as depot quartermaster at the 
capital. 

When General Funston was 
placed in command of the second 
army of Cuban occupation in 1906 
he asked for the appointment of 
Captain Butt as his junior quarter- 
master. President Roosevelt about 
a year before leaving the White 
House selected Captain Butt as his 
military aide and became greatly 
attached to him. When the army 
officials complained of the vigor of 
the physical test prescribed by 
President Roosevelt, he proved its 
feasibility by riding more than one 
hundred miles in one day with Cap- 
tain Butt and Surgeon General 
Rixey of the navy. His recent trip 
to Europe was made, it was offi- 
cially announced, because of ill- 
health, but it is known that he ear- 
ried letters from the President to 
the pope. in which the latter was 
thanked for the elevation of the Am- 
eriecan cardinals, 

The high regard in which the de- 
eoasee was held was exemplified by 
the memorial services which have 
been held in his memory. They have 
been at St. Paul’s Episcopal church, 


He was edueated . 


Washington, and at the National 


Theatre, where Masonic memorial 
services were held last Sunday at- 
tended by three thousand people. 
The President, mid tears and per- 
sonal grief, gave in part this tribute 
to his former aide :— 

‘“‘Archie Butt’s character was 
single, simple, straightforward and 
incapable of-intrigue. A clear sense 
of humor lghtened his life and 
those about him. Life was not for 
him a troubled problem. He was a 
soldier, and when he was appointed 
to serve under another, to that other 
he rendered implicit loyalty. I 
never knew a man who had so much 
self-abnegation, so much self sacri- 
fice as Archie Butt. 

‘‘Oecasions like the sinking of the 
Titanie frequently develop unfor- 
seen traits in man. It makes them 
heroes when you don’t expect it. 

‘‘Tle was on the deck of the Ti- 
tanic exactly as he was everywhere. 
He leaves a void with those who 
loved him, but the circumstances of 
his going are all what we would 
have had, and, while the tears fill 
the eyes and the voice is choked, 
we are felicitated by the memory of 
what he was.”’ 

‘“‘The Widow’’ in Town Topics 
pays this admirable tribute to him 
also: 

‘“‘Somehow I eannot get away 
from the thought that when Archie 
Butt—‘our Archie Butt,’ as he was 
so often called—saw that dark, 
fathomless deep waiting to receive 
him, he did not mind very much. 
He must have been very, very tired 
—the tiredness of years of doing and 
living for others, never for himself. 
The smile that came so naturally was 
the smile of cheer for others. It was 
not from a heart that was revelling in 
happiness because of any _ goal 
reached that ke had aimed for. He 
lived all his life close to the line of 
duty as he saw it plainly marked 
for him in the position he found 
himself. Where he found himself, 
however, there was always such suc- 
cess from his close personal attention 
that a glory seemed to follow him. 
He could have died any time, and 
have felt that he had accomplished 
something in doing each day the 
best he could. His own personal 
ambitions were to come later, when 
he would have gotten through with 
the work for others and have earned 
his rest. Each day, hour and minute 
of his life had been freighted with 
responsibilities that had developed 
unselfishness, and through this a 
keen knowledge of what others 
needed to make living easier. You 
can hear him say to those poor, 


trembling women and_ children: 
‘Don’t be afraid; we are going to 
see you through all this.’ It was so 
like him. He always saw that reefs 
were cleared away for everybody. 

‘‘Surrounded as he had been for 
years with people, the handling of 
masses, even before he stood in be- 
tween High Executives and _ the 
country’s millions, there must have 
been a weariness that none of us can 
know or realize. He gave out so 
much and received so little. No hu- 
man being can go on year after year 
as he did in this absolute self-efface- 
ment without growing into a ecray- 
ing for solitude—without, perhaps, 
seeing even there—where we must 
mourn for him with this horror add- 
ed—a place at least where rest could 
come. 

‘‘Major Butt had the knowledge, 
more than most people, of what peo- 
ple do need. He knew so well, that 
you must decide that this under- 
standing, knowledge, was the whis- 
per of his own heart, what he him- 
self needed, and what those who 
looked upon that magnificent man 
never dreamed that he craved—just 
the kindness and consideration of 
fellow men. Those who knew him 
best knew him as the plain, simple- 
hearted man. The gold lace of pub- 
he life was far removed from what 
he would have for himself, only as it 
eame into his military life and mili- 
tary duty. His self-effacing disposi- 
tion, added to his ability to make a 
success of the position in which his 
military duties placed him, made 
the fact recognized that he would be 
invaluable at the White House as 
Military Aide to the President. 
While it was at first much against 
his personal desire to be checked in 
his ambition to go to the top in pro- 
motion and achievement in his par- 
ticular branch of his military work, 
the work at the White House soon 
grew to be one of love—particularly 
with President Taft. He was truly 
happy in doing, saving, protecting 
this appreciative, genial Executive 
from every annoyance and danger 
and in smoothing the way. Tired 
and worn with it all? Yes. But con- 
tented only when he stood in be- 
tween the loved man—the President 
of the United States as secondary— 
and the masses of people who at all 
times thronged the way. He was al- 
ways alert and ready and happy if 
only President Taft could be saved 
from something of it all. His one 
regret in going away for the short 
six weeks for the change he so much 
needed was that the President would 
miss him, want him, and he would 
not be there. His care of President 


Taft had grown to be much the care 
that a parent gives a child in that 
the pathway must be as smooth as 
he could make it. It is as much as one 
can wish for oneself to die and be 
loved, respected and believed in by 
everybody who knew him as was 
Archie Butt. It does not come to 
many. He lived the soldier’s life; 
he died the soldier’s death. What 
greater glory can there be?’’ 

Major Butt’s memory was hon- 
ored at a recent meeting of the Bos- 
ton Royal Arcanum, when a silent 
toast was observed by three hun- 
dred members at the monthly din- 
ner at the American House. Maj. 
Robert E. Green of the Governor’s 
staff proposed the toast. 

The will of the late Major was 
filed Wednesday. It disclosed the 
sad fact that the one great wish of 
the President’s aide is impossible 
for realization. It was that he 
should be buried in Arlington Na- 
tional cemetery, and that the family 
name might be perpetuated there by 
a modest monument over his grave. 

In his will the young army officer 
had set aside $500 for this purpose. 
Major Butt left his personal effects 
to his two brothers, and provided 
that the residue of his estate be con- 
verted into cash and divided be- 
tween the eldest children of the two 
brothers. 

In view of the disclosures in the 
will, there is a strong liklihood that 
a movement will be started in 
Washington, looking to a_ suitable 
memorial to Major Butt at Arling- 
ton, although his last resting place 
was in the ocean’s depths. 


Preparing for President Taft’s Ar- 
rival. 

Following what has been his cus- 
tom in former years, President Taft 
during his summer vacation at Bey- 
erly, will use the board of trade 
rooms in the Mason building to 
house his executive staff. The for- 
mal consent of the board of trade 
officials to the lease of their quar- 
ters has been sent to Washington. 

The situation of the Mason build- 
ing on Main street makes it in some 
respects undesirable during the sum- 
mer months, and two years ago 
Seeretray Norton tried to break 
away from the custom and rented 
the Pickering cottage on Lothrop 
street. The proposition, however, 
proved such an expensive one to the 
members of the office force that it 
was abandoned last summer. 

The summer offices will be opened 
in June, and, provided that the 
President secures nomination, will 
be made the centre of the presiden-

tial campaign. Paramatta at Mont- 
serrat will again be the President’s 
home this summer, and alterations 
about the garden and estate to fit 
it for oceupaney by June are al- 
ready under way.

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Robert Browning. 

The calendar is governed by ris- 
ing and setting suns, a day is the 
measure of activity, and a year the 
counting unit of time. But life is 
measured by periods, epochs, and 
events and the time unit becomes 
subordinate to the more significant 
events of experience. The calendar 
is governed in its increasing units of 
years by the greatest event in his- 
tory, the birth of Christ. But there 
are lesser events, while not worthy 
of recognition as events from which 
to measure time are nevertheless 
worthy of notice. Why, centenaries? 
Because of this very evident course 
of human life not alone to remember 
life by the passing of days but life 
is to be remembered in relation to 
a great day or pronounced period 
of days. It is well to pause in life 
and let the return of these centen- 
aries have their influence in life. 
The centenary of the birth of 
Browning is worthy of notice. 

Robert Browning was fortunate in 
his endowments. His early hfe was 
influenced constantly by books and 
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scholarly- opportunities. To this at- 
mosphere his young life responded 
naturally and what was environ- 
ment without option on his own part 
soon became the spirit and love of 
his life. Fortunately endowed with 
funds he was enabled to satisfy his 
insatiable desire to acquire knowl- 
edge and to develop the splendid 
brain with which nature had_ so 
kindly blessed him. This oppor- 
tunity for leisure he redeemed and 
his poems reveal the sincerity of 
his life, the religious devotion of his 
spirit and the splendid optimism of 
his outlook on life. 

He was a student of life, manners, 
nature and men. But his view and 
understanding of the ways of life 
and men never equaled Shake- 
speare. As an interpreter of nature 
and all the great lower world he is 
surpassed by Wadsworth and 
Tennyson. In the knowledge, un- 
derstanding and compass of the hu- 
man mind and soul is is unequaled 
in English letters. He was and 
is more than a poet, a dreamer of 
fancies and a skilled artist in catch- 
ing the floating cloud lights of the 
imagination, imprisoning them in 
cold type that others may see what 
he sees. He was not a creator of 
fancies, the servant of the imagina- 
tion but the interpreter of the in- 
ner soul of Man, a philosopher of 
life, a revelator of things that are 
in their deeper meanings. This is 
quite clearly shown in a little poem, 
My Star. Elusive, almost without 
meaning at first reading, like a star, 
discovered in cloud mist, the be- 
holder waits until the mist goes and 
the full power of the star light is 
shown. 

All that I know 
Of a certain star, 
Is, it can throw 

(Like the angel spar) 
Now a dart of red 

Now a dart of blue; 
Till my friends have said 

They would fain see, too, 

My star that dartles the red and 
the blue. 

Then it stops like a bird; like a 

flower furled; 
They must solace themselves with 
the Saturn above it 

What matter to me if their star is 

a world? 
Mine has opened its soul to me; 
therefore I love 


The key to the starlight is the last 
verse, ‘‘Mine has opened its soul to 
me: therefore I love it.’’ 

Browning is often opaque. This 
is often his fault and more often 
the reader’s fault. And as the con- 
scientious student worries through 
some of his poems written at 
Browning’s leisure he cannot re- 
press the conviction that Browning 
must be read to be enjoyed when 
one may have that same leisure. The 
reader has anxious fear of his own 
intelligence and a nervous anxiety 
to keep the dictionary near lest 
the shades and forces of meaning 
buried beneath that dark line 
should remain unknown and not un- 
derstood. 

Browning had a heart and his 
poems are rich in human sympa- 
thies. And these sympathies are 
quickly found. At the final court of 
decision the heart will have its way 
in poetry as in all life. We love we 
know not why, nor do we try to 
understand but love finds and holds 
its sway. So the mighty heart of 
Browning has been a source of help 
to the world. The utilitarian stand- 
ard in life and poetry may not be 
the highest but it most surely have 
its value in life. So perhaps no one 
can ever be able to measure the 
soul courage that the first lines of 
Rabbi Ben Ezra have contributed to 
the world. A single example is its 
own beautiful story. A woman, not 
broken with years, but struggling 
against a normal human experience 
the almost inevitable consequence 
of a normal life went bravely then 
to the opening days of later life, be- 
fore and after the surgeon had done 
his life saving work: but 
Grow old along with me! 

The best is yet to be, 
The last of life, for which 
The first was made: 
Our times are in his hand 
Who saith, ‘‘A whole I planned, 
Youth shows but half: trust God 

See all, nor be afraid!’’ 

Carried the mind through the 
dark hours. The experience of one 
life has made that one poem worth 
while. 

The wholesome interpretations of 
life, which Browning make are al- 
ways optimistic. He is a christian 
in heart, spirit and mind. No ‘‘sty- 
gian darkness’? mars his light 
serene. He lives in bright day

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God and whose 
Pessimism acts 


whose centre was 
hope was Christ. 
as a deterrent to action. Optisism 
always inspires to action. Brown- 
ing was an optimist and this is no 
where more evident than in the 
same poem: 
“4 while I planned 
Youth shows but half: trust God: 
see all nor be afraid!”’ 
And the use of the symbol of the 
Potter’s wheel to teach this same 
beautiful lesson of good cheer is all 
the more impressive because of the 
pronounced pessimistic use of the 
same symbol in the Rubiyat. The 
Rubiyat says: 
‘And, strange to tell, among the 
Earthern lot 
Some could articulate, while others 
not: 
And suddenly one more impatient 
eried 
Who is the Potter, pray, and who 
The Pot?’’ 
The same pessimism in the Ru- 
biyat is written: 
For in the Market place, one Dusk 
of Day 
I watched the Potter thumping his 
wet clay: 
How Time is slipping underneath 
our Feet 
Unborn Tomorrow, and dead yes- 
terday, 
Why fret about them if Today be 
sweet.”’ 


One moment in annihilation’s waste 
One moment of the well of life to 
taste 

The stars are setting and the cara- 

van 
Starts for the dawn of nothing—oh 
make haste.’’ 

But Browning is so transparently 
cheerful with the same clay. His 
poem is a fitting antidote to the 
cheerless omar: 

Ay, note the Potter’s wheel, 
That metaphor and feel 
Why time spins fast, why passive 
lies our day, 
Thou, to whom fools profound 
When the wine makes its round, 
Since life fleets, all is change; the 
Past gone sieze today !”’ 


“Fool. All that is at all, 
Lasts ever, past recall: 
Earth changes, but thy soul and 
God stand sure: 
What entered into thee, 
That was, is and shall be: 
Time’s wheel runs back or stops: 
Potter and day endure. 
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But I need now as then, 
Thee, God, who mouldest men! 


And since, not even while the 
world was worst, 
Did I,—to the wheel of life 
With shapes and colours rife 


Bound dizzily, mistake my end— 
to shake thy thirst.’’ 
‘‘So, take and use thy work, 
Amend what flows may lurk 
What strain, the stuff, what 


warpings past the air! 
My tunes be in thy hand! — 
Perfect the cup as planned! 

Let age approve of youth, and 

death compelte the same.’ 

Such a cheerful philosophy of life 
has been a comfort to countless 
numbers and will continue for years 
to come. 

Browning was a democrat in 
spirit and the supercilious and the 
snobbishness of the lordly class was 
never found in him, 

This quality of his purespirit is 
expressed with chaste beautiful 
English by Henry Van Dyke. 

How blind the toil that burrows like 
a mole, 

In winding graveyard pathways 

underground, 

For Browning linage!

The President’s Heart. 

The President has shown his 
creat heart and his capacity for 
true friendship in his tribute to his 
Military Companion, Major Butt. 
These have been trying days for our 
ereat President and his character 
was never better shown in his tri- 
bute last week, when he left the 
arena of politics to let the heart 
have its way.

cannot turn around in my room, | 
ean’t go anywhere without expect- 
ing to see his smiling face or to hear 
his cheerful voice in greeting. The 
life of the President is rather iso- 
lated, and those appointed to live 
with him come much closer to him 
than anyone else. The bond is very 
close and it is difficult to speak on 
such an occasion. 

‘“‘Archie Butt’s character was 
single, simple, straightforward and 
incapable of intrigue. A_ clear 
sense of humor lightened his life 
and those about him. Life was not 
for him a troubled problem. He was 
a soldier, and when he was ap- 
pointed to serve under another, to 
that other he rendered implicit loy- 
alty. I never knew a man who had 
so much self-abnegation, so much 
self-sacrifice as Archie Butt. 

‘‘Oceasions like the sinking of the 
Titanic frequently develop unfore- 
seen traits in men, It makes them 
heroes when you don’t expect it. 

‘‘But with Archie it was just as 
natural for him to help those about 
him as it was for him to ask me to 
permit him to do something for 
me. 

‘‘He was on the deck of the Ti- 
tanic exactly what he was every- 
where. He leaves a void with those 
who loved him, but the circum- 
stances of his going are all what we 
would have had, and, while the 
tears fill the eyes and the voice is 
choked, we are felicitated by the 
memory of what he was.”’

OLD NECK, OR SINGING BEACH. 


Manchester’s famous point of interest is her spacious, 
beautiful beach. Historically it was known as ‘‘Old 
Neck’’ Beach and in later years as the ‘‘Singing Beach.’’ 
It is widely celebrated as a natural curiosity and there- 
fore bears the unusual name of ‘‘Singing Beach.”’ 

The name originated from the musical sounds the 
loose sand makes when walked upon. A similar phe- 
nomenon is chronicled in Scotland by the loose sand on 
the shores of the Bay of Laig, on the island of Eigg. 

The bold ledges at either end of the beach are 
natural and picturesque settings to the long stretch of 
sandy area. At the Beach street end of the beach, one’s 
attention is immediately attracted to Eogle Head or 
Eagle Hill, as it was historically known. Its steep de- 
elivities crowned with their wooded heights stand out 
in bold relief. At the other end of the beach is the 
rugged boundaries of the estate of Mrs. Charles P. 
Hemenway of Boston. 

Another distinctive scenic feature of the beach is the 
distribution of several little rocky islands off the beach 
shore. Among them are Little Egg Rock.and Salt Roek. 
Jn the rear of the beach are Manchester’s rich meadows

Historically the beach was known as Neck or Old 
Neck Beach, being the waterfront foundary of a portion 
of the traditional ‘‘Ye Four Hundred Acres.’’ 

ln 1699 much land was sold in that vicinity to help 
build a church. The last division of the ‘‘40U0 acres’’ 
was in 1711. Eagle Head was then an _ historical 
boundary. 

Therefore Manchester’s colonial hamlet clung to 
the sea borders. Only the most cautious advances were 
made toward her great forest interiors so that the ‘‘Old 
Neck’’ section of Manchester is historically famous. 

The name of Eagle Head and the late Senator 
James MeMillan of Detroit and Washington, are in 
noteworthy accord. It was on Eagle Hill, Manchester, 
that the late distinguished statesman established his 
beautiful summer home and purchased several hundred 
acres of the adjoining woodlands. By so doing, he 
brought the confines of Hagle Park to Summer street, 
leading to Magnolia. Here the priviledged visitor, who 
is allowed to go through the park, sees the primeral 
forests of Manchester at close and beautiful range. 

Tree crowned avenues of birch, pine, hemlock, white 
and black oak and maple are charmingly adorned with 
brilliant flora, particularly beautiful rhodendron. 

Other summer homes on the Singing Beach are 
those of Thomas Taylor of Columbia, 8. C., G. EK. War- 
ren, K. L. Wood, Alexander 8. Porter, Jr., Mrs. Russell 
Sturgis and Mrs. C. P. Hemenway, all of Boston. The 
Sturgis estate was the summer headquarters of the Rus- 
sian embassy during the season of 1910.

SOCIETY NOTES 


Judge William H. Moore of Rock- 
marge, Pride’s Crossing, will send 
on Saturday from New York on the 
Atlantic liner Minnewaska for the 
Olympia Horse Show at London a 
shipment of thirty-five horses made 
up of many national and interna- 
tional winners and_ probably the 
greatest horses in the world. The 
horses will be in charge of George 
Chipehase, stable manager for 
Judge Moore, who, with a staff of 
grooms and attendants, will make 
the trip with the horses, while the 
owner will probably sail the latter 
part of the month or early in June. 
The horses will be on the ocean for 
ten days, arriving in London May 
27. As the show does not begin 
until June 17, this will allow ample 
time for the horses to recover from 
the long voyage and be in fit con- 
dition when the bugle calls the first 
event of the show. On his return 
to America after the 1911 exhibition 
Judge Moore brought back with 
him a total of 25 ribbons and 19 
cups, in addition to cash _ prizes 
amounting to $5,000. The ribbons 
consisted of 21 blues, 14 seconds 
and 4 championships from a total 
entry of 35 classes. According to 
these figures, the Moore entries 
were placed in every event entered. 
This year the prize list is about the 
same, and the American horses will 
be entered in every class in which 
they are eligible, and as there has 
been no noticable depreciation in 
their quality and manners, which 
fact was demonstrated by their 
showing at the first show of the 1912 
season, recently held in Brooklyn, 
they are looked upon to repeat 
the remarkable performance. In 
addition to winning outright last 
year a number of cups, the Moore 
horses are now in _ possession 
of legs on several others, and as the 
rules require only two victories for 
their possession, they will in all 
probability return this season with 
a fine collection. Although there is 
a number of exceedingly fine show 
horses in the string, the bulk of the 
competition will be placed on 
champion Lady Seaton in the single 
classes, and Lady Seaton and Lord 
Seaton in the pairs. There will be 
a few other American exhibitors, in- 
eluding J. Sumner Draper of Bos- 
ton and Alfred G. Vanderbilt. The 
latter will be a contestant in the 
coaching Marathon from Hampton 
Court to the Olympia over a dis- 
tanee of about 11 1-2 miles, the 
event last year being won by Judge 
Moore’s entry. <A leg was also se- 
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eured on the Mackay Gold Chal- 
lenge Cup for the four-in-hand class 
by the Moore stable with Lord Sea- 
ton, Lady Seaton, Burgomaster and 
Robin Hood.

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At the service last Sunday morn- 
ing in Christ Episcopal church, 
IJyde Park, there was dedicated a 
memorial rood sereen, which is 
similar to the modern work in 
church furniture in England.

The vine, 
emblematic of the Christian church, 
is the principal decoration. The 
space directly under the beam and 
between the posts, as well as the 
circles in the panels at the base of 
the sereen, are filled with geometri- 
cal tracery. Upon the eross has 
been centered the greater wealth of 
ornament in the clinging vine, the 
symbols of the four evangelists and 
the Agnus Dei inclosed within an- 
other ancient sign of the early 
Christian church, the resina, placed 
at the intersection of the arms.

In his Massachusetts campaign, 
our honored President, William 
Howard Taft, stated fairly his posi- 
tion in going into the field to cam-

paign. it 
to protect the positions he had 
taken. He also spoke in favor of a 


Presidential term of six years, for 
one term only. There are many rea- 
sons why this would be wise. The 
present undesirable condition ought 
not to be repeated, i. e., the President 
of the United States being forced to 
protect his good name. The report 
of the judiciary committee of the 
Senate favorable to the Works reso- 
lutions was not unexpected. The 
Works resolution ‘provides for an 
unrenewable term of six years for 
the President. Strangely enough, 
there is a minority report favoring 
a single term of four years. It is 
evident that the committee was un- 
animous on one point, the advis- 
ability of a single Presidential term. 
The only reason such a law has never 
been placed on the statutes has been 
due to the popular belief that the un

written law of two four year terms 
and only two terms following the 
custom of Washington, would never 
be broken. It is now evident that 
the unwritten law has no hold when 
the personal ambitions of certain 
men are thwarted thereby. While 
there was faith in the minds of the 
people that this unwritten law 
would never be broken the law was 
unnecessary. The sooner, now the 
law is recorded the better for all 
concerned. Certain results would 
follow. (1) The President’s policy 
would be national rather than part- 
isan, i.e., While the President would 
be the titulae head of a party his 
great office would have impulses 
constantly at work to make its 
work national rather than partisan. 
(2) The President would not be 
harassed by enemies who hold the 
club over him of withheld support 
at the second term fight. (3) It 
would end forever the possibility of 
the repetition of the spectacle that 
has been displeasing to every one. 
It is not right to subject the Presi- 
dent to the necessity of taking the 
stump in his own behalf. (6) It 
would insure six years of an able 
man’s time and devotion. It will 
be a national blessing if the law 
can be carefully formulated and 
passed. 


Accident Prevention. 


The day is going when a man ora 
corporation may exploit a laborer of 
his ability, strength and_ health. 
However much men may protest 
against the extreme positions taken 
by the socialist all must admit that 
individualism is forever dead. No 
man can now live for himself, by 
himself or to himself. Society now 
has a claim upon the employer of 
labor and has also the right for its 
own protection to limit the freedom 
of employees. Every enterprise is 
entitled to legitimate profits suffi- 
cient to maintain the efficiency of 
the plant, suitably reward invest- 
ment stocks or bonds and to pay liv- 
ing wages to its employees. It is now 
a community question for both the 
manufacturer and the public are in- 
terested parties. Consequently, the 
reforms of business are of general 
interest. A few undisputable laws 
may be stated. (1) It should be 
illegal to employ labor indoors un- 
der unhygienic conditions. (2) All 
occupational diseases should be

studied by an expert body with 
legal authority to execute reason- 
able rules. (3) A time limit for 
service should follow in all occupa- 
tions impairing the health of the 
worker. (4) All moving machinery 
should be carefully protected. (5) 
Expert medical service should be 
furnished without expense to the 
employee in every establishment em- 
ploying indoors over fifty persons, 
especially those employing female 
labor. The gathering of several 
thousand superintendents in New 
York to study the problem of acci- 
dent prevention is an indication of 
the spirit of the times. With the 
inauguration of this campaign wiil 
be begun the initial cooperative ef- 
fort in America to improve in«us- 
trial conditions and the efficiency 
of the laborer. To assist in the pro- 
gram of education the motion pic- 
ture has been used to special ad- 
vantage. By these motion pictures 
the efficiency of health and life sav- 
ing devices may be thoroughly ex- 
plained and illustrated. Thus science 
progresses. Every thoughtful citi- 
zen is interested in such cooperative 
methods for preventing the disas- 
trous waste of human life. Science 
has discovered the spirit of the 
Good Samaritan and uses the light- 
ning and the mysteries of medicine 
to do its life saving and life giving 
work. 


Sunday Observance. 


The observance of Sunday as a 
day of rest and worship is provided 
by our State constitution. Secular 
labor is unconstitutional except in 
cases of emergency. Apart even 
from the religious interests of the 
day the North Shore’s best inter- 
ests lay in the observance of the 
day. At this season of the year un- 
til the days of late fall the tempta- 
tion to rob the North Shore mer- 
chants, contractors, business men 
and laborers of their Sunday is open 
to many. Do not wait until Sun- 
day to plan your work, to consult 
artisans and lay out work. Save 
the day for well deserved rest and 
permit others to enjoy the same 
privileges you enjoy. It would be a 
good thing for the whole shore if 
every owner gave every servant on 
the estates greater liberty on the 
Sabbath.

MONEY MAKES THE VOTES 


The Roosevelt Barrel Seems to Be 
Kept Well - Filed — Marylanders 
Had Money Enough After the 
Primary—Can Taft Stay This 
Pressure? 


(From the Washington Correspond- 
ence of the Springfield Republican.) 

It is not so much the Roosevelt 
vote or his success or even his utter- 
ances that are now causing discus- 
sion as the size of the barrel the 
Roosevelt people are enjoying and 
who is filling it. It has long been 
have had money to burn and have 
really been burning it. They ap- 
pear not to have to inspect a dol- 
lar twice to see how far it would go, 
but have thrown it out as if it had 
the value of a dime. They have 
paid princely salaries to such agents 
as they have hired, and, indeed, no 


means have apparently been too 
costly for them so long as_ they 
brought results, triumphs at the 


primaries and delegates. 

The lavishness witnessed in Massa- 
chusetts is practised everywhere 
and even augmented in certain 
places. In Maryland so much mon- 
ey was spent among the voters and 
workers that reports reached Wash- 
ington that half the State was 
drunk next day after the primaries, 
and as one congressman put it, “‘the 
Negroes are everywhere riding in 
automobiles.’’ The Negro vote was 
very important; it numbered 12,000 
in Baltimore alone, and Roosevelt 
carried Baltimore. It has been cus- 
tomary to engage Negro voters to 
work for $10 on election day to get 
out the vote and the Taft people 
evident that the Roosevelt people 
in control of the party machinery 
arranged to engage the usual force 
at the customary rate. So they sent 
out checks of $10 apiece, only to 
have them returned with the infor- 
mation added that the workers had 
already accepted checks of $75 
apiece from the Roosevelt people to 
work for them. So Marylanders are 
saying. 

It is being entertained that the 
Roosevelt people have at least $1,- 
000,000 to oil their machinery and 
more should it be needed. Where 
does it come from, many inquire? 
To be sure, Medill and McCormick 
and the Pinchots and Perkinses are 
rich and they have been liberal 
‘Cangels,’’ but there is a limit even 
to their means, and the matter in 
which the coin is pouring out sug- 
gests even more liberal sources, and 
it is being whispered in Washington, 
that the chief ‘‘angel’’ now and the 
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prince of any ‘‘angels”’ at any time 
ever is C. R. Crane of Chicago, who 
was appointed minister to China, by 
President Taft and recalled before 
he could sail from San Francisco. 
He has felt the ignominy of that 
occurrence tremendously, it is said, 
and is out for revenge. One report 
has it that the sum given by him is 
only $500,000, but that a million is 
at the command of the Roosevelt 
people to beat Taft if it shall be 
necessary. 

The affluence of the Roosevelt 
people is also causing grave concern 
for the ability of the Taft forces to 
retain the allegiance of the south- 
ern delegates so far elected, and 
such still to be elected. The south- 
ern delegate, according to tradition, 
knows the value of his vote and 
adjusts his predelictions with sur- 
prising agility, according to the ap- 
preciation of its worth by others. 
Tn the 1896 convention Mark Hanna 
complained bitterly that the south- 
ern delegates would not stay bought, 
but had to be secured over and over 
again, and at rates that rose pro- 
gressively. Can the Taft southern 
delegates withstand the blandish- 
ments the Roosevelt people may .em- 
ploy? If not, apparently the Taft 
cause will be in considerable jeo- 
pardy. Ormsby McHarg, one of the 
Roosevelt agents, has been very in- 
dustrious in the south, and there 
have been reports of some change 
in sentiment among certain of the 
Taft delegates, but it is to be noted 
that Senator Sanders of Tennessee, 
says that the new southern delegates 
are a different type of men from the 
old, being honorable and steadfast 
in their allegiance and true to their 
promises and instructions. If this is. 
so, the Roosevelt invitations will 
prove no allurement. It is to be 
noted, too, that the Roosevelt people 
continue arranging contests in the 
south, which might be taken as an 
indication that they have met with 
some disappointments in their quest 
to convert Taft delegates.

After Several Years’ Agitation Ma 
ing Facilities. Two Houses to 
with Pavilion B 
The particular item of business 
at the adjourned Town meeting in 
Manchester, Monday evening was 
that pertaining to new bathing 
facilities at Singing beach. For 
years there has been agitation for 
a new bath house and pavilion. 
Some wanted a large building, 
others wanted things to go along as 
they have been in the past. The 
committee finally presented plans 
for two buildings, each 40 feet by 
14 feet, with a pavilion of the same 
dimensions between these. Hach 
building is to have 16 rooms. The 
plan was accepted Monday night 
and the work will be started fat 
onee. The buildings will be placed 
at the right of the entrance to the 
beach. 


Moderator Allen ealled the meet- 
ing to order at 7.48, there being 
about 100 voters present. He an- 
nounced that he would add to the 
Fourth of July celebration commit- 
tee Willard Rust, Herman C. Swett 
and Harry Purington. 

Committee on Sewerage. Frank 
P. Knight moved the report of com- 
mittee be laid on table pending the 
result of their investigations and 
pending further report at some fu- 
ture time. Voted. 

E. 8S. Knight moved report of the 
treasurer be accepted. The auditor’s 
report and the report of the finance 
committee were also accepted. 

W. C. Rust asked about uncol- 
lected taxes and what there was to 
the report that the attorney-general 
had reported Manchester as one of 
the towns having uncollected taxes 
and that suit would be brought 
against its treasurer. 

Chairman E. 8S. Knight said tha 
the tax commissioner had asked for 
the name of the bondsmen previous 
to 1909. Treasurer Stanley said 
that the tax commissioner had 
asked how much was due the town 
for years back of 1909 and had 
notified him (the treasurer) that if 
the taxes were not collected within 
specified time suit would be insti- 
gated. Some taxes are impossible 
to collect, said Mr. Stanley, and the 
commissioner would not press such 
cases as where the collector had 
done his best to collect or have 
abated. 

Bath house committee report. J. 
S. Reed said the committee had 
brought in plans prepared by 
Hollis L. Roberts and same could be 
seen in the front of the hall. He

L. Roberts, with two houses each

The alternative 
plan called for one house to be on 
one side of beach entrance, the 
other on other side and the pavilion 
im the center. G. 8. Sinnicks fav- 
ord this latter plan. So did W. C. 
Rust. Albert Cunningham opposed 
it. C. L. Crafts thought it would 
spoil the approach to the beach. C. 
GC. Dodge thought the same. It was 
finally voted to place the buildings 
on the right hand side of the en- 
trance. Yes, 49, No, 17. 

It was voted the park commis- 
sioners have such buildings as are 
necessary moved at the expense of 
the town. Yes, 41; No, 0. 

By a unanimous vote $4,000 was 
appropriated for new bath house. 

The report of the bath house com- 
mittee as a whole was then adopted. 

It was voted that the improve- 
ments to the building at Tuck’s 
Point picnic grounds be earried out 
under the direction of the com- 
mittee: W. C. Rust, A. M. Killam, 
P. H. Boyle, D. TT. Beaton and 
Thomas Baker. 

Chairman E. S. Knight of the 
selectmen said that $225,721.16 had 
been appropriated up to this ses- 
sion. He said the total appropria- 
tions last year were $219,365.96. 
Last year $130,000 were raised by 
taxation. This year the town will 
lose about $7,000 in bank and cor- 
poration taxes, which will make it 
necessary to raise by taxation about 


$137,000. He moved this latter 
amount be raised by taxation.

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Memorial Day 

The swift season has rolled by and 
an opening spring brings us again 
to the great day of the year dear to 
every Grand Army Man and to those 
who have suffered losses from the 
war of the rebellion. We may well 
pause and ask the present genera- 
tion if the day is to be permitted to 
pass out because of its abuse. The 
day should be reversed. There has 
been an unmistakeable tendency for 
the newer citizens and the children 
of the present generation to trans- 
form this holy day into a day for 
eames and sports and recreations. 
The day has been set apart as a mem- 
orial to the nation saving work 
done by the men of 1861 to 1865. So 
marked has this disrespect been that 
there is an increasing sentiment in 
favor of observing the Sunday pre- 
ceeding Memorial Day as Memorial 
Sunday. Fortunately the Towns of 
the North Shore have been loyal to 
the traditions of this great day. 
Too much eannot be said for the 
fidelity with which the day is kept. 
Contested games, entertainments 


-and other publie festivities are not 


appropriate for this day of days. 
Let the spirit of the day be main- 
tained. Let the new generation 
show its reverence and respect for 
the work which the men of the 
other years did for the country by 
attending with the members of the 
Posts their memorial church services 
and by partaking in their memorial 
rites and exercises on Memorial Day. 


Senator Crane’s Decision. 

The announcement made by Sen- 
ator Crane that he will not seek the 
renomination and election from his 
State as Senator came as a great 
surprise to the citizens of Massa- 
chusetts. The importance of this 
item of news was readily noticeable 
in the prominence given the  an- 
nouncement on the very morning 
when the returns from Ohio were 
being awaited with such interest. 
Even the Ohio election returns were 
geiven a secondary place in the 
news of the state and justly so. 
While a few friends knew of the pro- 
posed renomination the announce- 
ment was a surprise to the average 
citizen. Senator Crane has been an 
able representative of the Old Bay 
State and has continued to maintain 
the prestige of the State at Wash- 
ington. While he had no talents as a 
pubhle speaker he has had an indom- 
itable strength as a worker and dip- 
lomat. The positions of trust and 
honor which he has enjoyed in the 
City of Washington has been cause 
for state congratulation. His with- 
drawal only adds to the chaotic con- 
ditions in the affairs of the republi- 
ean party both within and wiihout 
the state. : 

Although blessed with ample 
means, Mr. Crane neverthcless, chose 
the thorny path of public service and 
has won enviable laurels. It is one of 
the triumphs of our republican sys- 
tem that men of ability and leading 
in financial affairs ere willing to lay 
aside the possibilities of business pre- 
ferment and developments to take 
upon themselves. the not unusual 
thankless task of serving the public. 
Twice Mr. Crane has had the oppor- 
tunity to serve in the Cabinet of the 
President of the United States and 
refused. This is a testimony itself to 
the commanding position which the 
Massachusetts Senator has attained 
in Washington. The sense of honor 
of the man was never more clearly 


shown when he refused to allow the 
manufacturing company of which he 
owns an interest to compete for a 
government contract because of his 
official relations with the govern- 
ment. 

In the withdrawal of Mr. Crane 
the state will lose an able conscien- 
tious man and the nomination of his 
sucessor is only second to the prob- 
lem of the Choice of a President. 


Capital Punishment 

Capital punishment cannot be de- 
fended upon moral grounds. No state 
actually has the right to take life. 
The only defence which capital pun- 
ishment can have is the one arising 
out of the argument of government- 
al necessity or expediency. There 
is, however, a growing tendency 
which will, inevitably, sooner or lat- 
er result in the exclusion of capital 
punishment in America. But mean- 
time the law remains. The nauseat- 
ing behavior of certain papers in ex- 
ploiting the recent event arouses the 
contempt of every well thinking cit- 
izen. It is subverting the honor of 
true journalism to the greed for 
gold. Instead of giving the public 
what they ought to have the cheap 
papers have sought to give the peo- 
ple what they want for a considera- 
tion, the price of paper. Executions 
make papers sell. The temper of the 
Boston Transcript was ideal. Actu- 
ally a search through its columns was 
cent event. There ought t» be some 
necessary to find a notice of the re- 
public legislation which will pro- 
hibit the repetition of the news 
columns of the last week. If capital 
punishment is to remain a part of 
our law the growing youth should 
be protected from the details of the 
chamber of death exploited in the 
daily papers. This is not a trumped 
up appeal. On Wednesday morning 
the editor saw outside the office a 
lad hardly twelve reading, in the 
middle of the sidewalk, oblivious to 
time, place and everyone else the ac- 
count of the execution in his father’s 
morning papers. There is perhaps 
dual responsibility in that the father 
should not have had such a paper in 
his home but there is the larger re- 
sponsibility of the community for 
permitting the publishing of such de- 
tails. The problem is a severe one 
which will tax the brain of our best 
thinkers to find a solution. There 
ought to be a way out so that while

the law for Capital Punishment re- 
mains on the statute books as a 
deterent to crime, the public may 
be spared the debasing exploiting 
of this severe penalty of the law by 
unscrupulous and. money grabbing 
journalists. . 


High Cost of Living. 

Every one has an explanation for 
the high cost of living. It is not sur- 
prising to have new reviews of the 
present condition presented to the 
people. The City Wide Congress of 
the City of Baltimore has tried its 
hand and has given the following 
reasons for the high cost of living: 

Increased supply of gold. 


Price control of exchanges and 
agreements. 

Tariff on foodstuffs and other 
produets. 


Abuse of cold storage to help cor- 
ner markets. 

Decreased amount of labor on 
farms and consequent inerease in 
wages. 

Decrease of truck farms and farm- 
“ing around the city. 

Exeessive profits by middlemen, 
due to too many small shops and too 
much handling between producer 
and consumer, 

Too much purchase on eredit at 
advanced prices. 

Inadequate transportation to prox- 
-imate farming districts, especially 
in winter. 

Bad roads and inadequate repair 
of same. 

Short weights and inadequate con- 
trol of scales and measures. 

Abuse of patent laws. 

Architects making no provision in 
modern houses for storage of goods. 

Telephones, resulting in ordering 
on eredit without bargaining for 
price. 

Too high charges and improper 
conditions of our city markets. 

Inadequacy of facilities. 

Growing luxuriousness of the peo- 
ple, which eliminates careful, busi- 
nesslike housekeeping and shopping. 

There are however two self evi- 
dent reasons for the high cost of liv- 
ing which are overlooked or omit- 
ted in the survey. Both of these 
are paramount and exert far wider 
influence than any of the above men- 
tioned causes. The two are, the high 
price of labor and the raising of the 
standard of living. If the old wage 
scales were maintained and starva- 
tion wages continued prices could 
be kept lower. Increased wages 
means an increased charge for the 
product of manufacturing and the 
public must pay the bill. The high 
prices are not an unmixed evil. No 
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one wishes to see any reduction in 
wages to industrial workers. <An- 
other widespread cause for the high 
cost of living is the increased needs 
of the citizens of the country. Peo- 
ple are unwilling to live in the same 
way that the earlier generations 
lived. If a modern workman was 
willing to live on the same plane of 
life as the peasants of Europe he 
could amass his small fortune and 
grow independent. But fortunately 
the standard of living is not all for 
economy but for efficiency. Economy 
is valuable in that it conserves and 
uses every valuable possession of 
time, energy, ability or strength. Be- 
fore the judgment seat of efficiency, 
economy must be tried. The present 
generation demands a higher mode 
of living and this modern social up- 
lift causes an increased cost in liv- 
ing. But neither of these are unde- 
sirable. Higher wages and a higher 
standard of life and higher costs 
for living are much more desirable 
than low wages, low standards of 
life and small cost of living. A great 
social movement that must even- 
tually benefit all is going on. The 
higher price of living is only a sym- 
tom of the upward movement. In the 
end society will be benefited but un- 
til then many must suffer. No great 
end ever has been gained without 
sacrifice and even pain. When 
machinery was introduced for the 
first time thousands of laborers were 
thrown out of employment but. so- 
ciety gained. It has ever been thus. 
Every one rues the higher cost but 
no one is willing to sacrifice higher 
standards of living for lower costs. 


A Logical Position 

The republican voters of Massa- 
chusetts can not lose sight of the 
fact that the delegation from Massa- 
chusetts is still in dispute and that 
eight of the republican delegates are 
in doubt and will remain in doubt 
until the committee on credentials 
has made its decision at the National 
Convention. Mr. Roosevelt has re- 
pudiated any claim to the delegates 
in an endeavor to be consistent with 
his doctrine that the will of the peo- 
ple should rule. The state definitely 
and without equivocation expressed 
a voting preference for Mr. Taft and 
by all legitimate reasoning the dele- 
gates are his. Congressman Gard- 
ner has taken a logical position when 
he claims, that in the event of a dis- 
trict preferential vote is recorded 
for either candidate and the oppos- 
ing delegates are elected, to be con- 
sistent with the claims of the party 
leaders the same rule should operate 
in the districts as is used to settle 
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the dispute concerning the delegates 
at large. What is a just measure and 
rule to apply in the whole state cer- 
tainly is just and consistent in the 
districts.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 
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GIRL KILLED IN AUTO ACCIDENT 


Two Others Injured When Car Crashes Through Wall and Turns Tur- 
tle Over Embankment on Smith’s Point, Manchester. 


Miss Helen Bean of Melrose met 
an untimely end Wednesday after- 
noon, when an aw omobile in which 
she was riding turned turtle over 
a steep embankment on Black’s 
hill, Smith’s Point, Manchester. 
She was instantly killed, while two 
other occupants of the car escaped 
with only slight injuries. 

The car, a 1912 Jackson five pas- 
senger model, was owned by George 
A. Ramsdell, 26, of Malden. Riding 
with Ramsdell were Miss Bessie 
Emerson of Malden and Miss Bean. 
They were sight-seeing by automo- 
bile along the North Shore, and 
their wanderings took them _ to 
Smith’s Point, and over the private 
road circling that portion of Smith’s 
Point, where the accident occurred. 
Miss Emerson was driving and it is 
said that Ramsdell was sitting on 
the back seat with Miss Bean. As 
they passed the Rockwell estate 
Ramsdell inquired from Enoch 
Crombie where the road would take 
them and upon being informed they 
proceeded on their way. Less than 
100 yards beyond they left the road 
and passed through the private 
drive-way of the George N. Black 
estate and out onto the road again. 

The steep hill at this point is 
made doubly dangerous for motor- 
ing because of the sharp curve in 
the road. No eye witness has been 
found who ean explain how the ac- 
cident occurred, but it is supposed 
that unfamiliarity with the road 
brought the driver to a_ difficult 
position and when the brake was 
applied the car probably skidded 
slightly on the gravel drive and it 
is thought one of the wheels might 
have struck one of the boulders by 
the roadside, causing it to skid the 
more. It is further said that only 
one of the brakes was working. 

At all events the car plunged 
through the heavy stone wall and 
over the roadside with its three pas- 


sengers. [Had it not turned turtle 
and were it not for the heavy 
growth of underbrush the machine 
might have plunged down the fifty 
feet or more to the water of Lobster 
Cove below. Miss Bean was terribly 
erushed by the impact and her neck 
was broken. She died instantly. 
Cries for aid from Mr. Ramsdell 
and Miss Emerson brought servants 
from the George N. Black house, 
and a number of workmen em- 
ployed in the vicinity. The couple 
were rescued from their position 
with difficulty. Ramsdell escaped 
with a sprained ankle and shght 
scratches about the face, while Miss 


Kmerson suffered nothing worse 
than a nervous shock and minor 


euts. One of her arms was wrenched, 
but not broken. Miss Emerson is 
19 and Miss Bean was about 20. 
The latter had recently been a stu- 
dent at Tilton Seminary, at Tilton, 
N-H. 

After the aecident Miss Kmerson 
and Mr. Ramsdell were taken to the 
home of Richard Stone of Boston, 
nearby, where Dr. G. W. Blaisdell 
attended to their injuries. The body 
of Miss Bean was removed to the 
stable of Mr. Black, where it was 
viewed by Medical Inspector Stick- 
ney of Beverly. It was later taken 
to an undertaking establishment in 
Beverly. 

The accident happened about one 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon. Miss 
Emerson’s parents have a cottage 
at Asbury Grove, Hamilton, for the 
summer. 

Chief of Police Converse was 
quickly at the seene of the accident 


and he immediately notified the 
medical inspector. 
The automobile was not badly 


broken up by the accident. In fact, 
yesterday when it was lifted baek 
into the road and righted, it was in 
such eondition that it could be 
towed by another car to a garage.

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Memorial Day in Light of History. 


The spirit of Memorial Day was 
beautifully exemplified in the life 
of our North Shore towns yesterday. 
From Beverly to Rockport and Man- 
chester to Essex the sound of drum 
and the noble tread of veterans, 
erown grey, but still young in their 
spirit and devotion to the sacred 
rites of the day was heard. At the 
evening hour the flag at half mast 
was hoisted to its position at full 
mast. Hvery cemetery was a bower 
of flowers, laid by loving hands and 
from the head stone of the graves 
of the veterans of 1776, 1812-3, 
1861-5, and 1898 our new American 
flags moved in the evening breezes. 

It is well that these rites are ob- 
served from year to year, that the 
memory of the soldier’s faithfulness 
in the hour of national peril be not 
forgotten. Darius Cobb has painted 
a sentimental picture, rich in sug- 
gestion and powerful in its lesson of 
fidelity and loyalty, which depicts 
the last of the veterans placing his 
memorial for the departed dead.

3ut that day is still afar off judging 
from the poise, vigor and determina- 
tion of the veterans who still live. 

Today, men have returned to 
other pursuits for the impressions 
of yesterday linger with us. As a 
young Dutchman asked, ‘‘what is it 
all about?’’ Verily what did the 
day mean to the veteran and to the 
world in the light of history. Mem- 
orial Day is the leading patriotic 
day in our calendar surpassing even 
the Fourth of July. The simple ser- 
vices of the veterans are hum- 
ble reminders to the children of 
the newer generation of the great- 
est significant crisis in _ history. 
Without a question the Civil war 
settled a conflict which otherwise 
would have continued until today. 
In the annals of history there have 
been seven great erises which have 
been revolutionary in their results. 
At the battle of Marathon the 
Greeks drove back the invading Per- 
sian army, which conserved the civi- 
lization of Greece and prevented 
Nurope from being overridden by an 
Asiatic conquerer with the inevitable 
result of a transplanting the over- 
rating institutions of Asia upon Eu- 
ropean soil. When the Britains con- 
quered England and possessed it as 
their own another world history was 
won. Charles Martel, the terrible 
hammer, pounded the Moors back at 
the battle of Pontiers, and sent them 
in disorder and thoroughly routed 
over the Pyrrennes, never to return 
agam. HKurope was then saved from 
the inevitable degeneracy of Afri- 
can influences. At Naseby again 
history was made when the King 
and Prince Rupert made their stand 
and the exegencies of personal ruler- 
ship were forever ended by the ris- 
ing tide of democratic government 
in the victory of Cromwell. The 
brave and loyal struggle of the 
Dutch against the Spaniards was 
still another mighty conflict in the 
world’s history. At Quebee, Wolfe 
drove out Montealm and settled the 
question whether English or French 
institutions should dominate in 
America. That victory settled for- 
ever the great question and the Kng- 
lish and not the French spirit has 
ruled in America. But equal to 
them all was the terrible problem 
whether the institution of slavery or 
the principles of a modern democra- 
ey should be fully maintained in 
Ameriea. 


Now, we are 


The results of that war are far 
reaching for the privileges of our 
modern life are in no small degree 
due to the permanent settlement of 
the slave question. (1.) The war 
was a national triumph of morals 
over governmental expediency. Ex- 
pediency demanded the granting to 
the South the privilege of secession. 
National honor and morals demand- 
ed the abolishment of an immoral in- 
stitution on American soil and that 
conflict was a tribute to the aroused 
sense of the young republic. — (2.) 
The war was an exemplification of 
the spirit of the good Samaritan in 
the life of a government. The hu- 
manitarian sympathies of the North 
conquered the commercial inelina- 
tions of the South. The spirit of 
brotherly love drove spear against 
brother to defend the principle of 
the larger brotherhood. (3.) The 
moral sense of a nation aroused in 
the spirit of brotherly love went one 
point farther and demanded not 
alone economic freedom for the 
slave but obtained the franchise 
or equality of citizenship for the 
white man and the black man. (4) 
The successful termination of that 
war was settled for the world the 
international problem of govern- 
ment. Abraham Lincoln erystalized 
this truth in his immortal address in 
the cemetery at Gettysburg. ‘‘ Four 
score and seven years ago our fath- 


ers brought forth on this continent 


@ new nation, conceived in liberty, 
and, dedicated to the proposition 
that all men are created equal. 
engaged in a great 
civil war: testing whether that na- 
tion, or any nation so conceived 
and so dedicated, can long endure.”’ 
(5) The unity of the American re- 
puble was maintained. Nothing is 
more inspiring in its patriotic truth 
than the inscriptions on the shaft 
in Hemming park, Charleston. The 
inscription reads  ‘‘Confederate 
Memorial 1861-5’? and the other, 
‘“‘God Bless our Country 1898.’’ 
Lincoln on this issue has said, ‘‘If 
I could save the Union without 
freeing any slave I would do it; if 
I eould save it by freeing all the 
slaves I would do it; if I could save 
it by freeing some and leaving 
others alone, I would also do that.”’ 
By that great struggle our national 
honor and unity were maintained. 
(6) The successful unification of the 
states under a central government 
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a world influence for peace and 
righteousness. (7) The suecessful 
termination of that war continued 
the work of the conquest of Eng- 
land, the struggle of Cromwell, the 
adventures of the Puritans in Am- 
erica, the heroism of the colonist of 
1776 in maintaining the aggresive 
progressive spirit of the Anglo 
Saxon race. (8) The Civil war 
made a larger contributation to the 
peace of the world than any event 
in the world’s history. It does not 
take a prophet to realize the chaotic 
conditions that would have resulted 
in America with two states, one 
slave and one free. The long fron- 
tier on the north, the broad expanse 
on the east and the-great river on 
the west invited opportunities for 
war and martial aggrandisement un- 
equaled in the world.

Could the war hand of 
Europe be kept off? The war ended 
these fears and the wonderful 
strides made by the United States 
in the last fifty years and the pro- 
gress of the peace movement is due 
to the pioneer work of the Civil war. 
The hereulean President William 
Howard Taft and his energetic, noble 
stand for World Peace continues the 
great and good work of the war. 
(9) The war made it possible for 
the immigrant to come here and es- 
tablish a home and gain a livlihood, 
with religious, freedom, democratic 
opportunities for citizenship and 
peace away from the nihilism, des- 
potism, imperialism, anarchism and 
ecclesiasticism of the old world. 
The alien American owes a debt of 
gratitude to the noble men of 1861- 
5 which never can be repaid. It is 
inspiring to witness the enthusiastic 
devotion which some of our newer 
citizens show to their adopted land. 
Surely in the light of history that 
war has accomplished great ends. 
The real beginning of the Great Re- 
public was at Appomattox Court 
House and brothers met brothers as 
brothers again and the old flag was 
again loved north and south for we 
are brothers all. Memorial Day is 
destined to abide but it must indure 
as a day for peace instruction and 
not for the continuation of the spirit 
jingoism. Victor Hugo has well 
said—‘‘yes the brutalities of pro- 
gress are called revolutions, but 
when that is ended, this fact is 
recognized the human race has been 
chastised but it has moved onward.”’
